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RELIGIOUS REVIVALS, 

From X815, to 1818. 



AoWOBTH, (N, H.) 

Nothing has appeared like a revival 
in tliis town until 1814. la this ^ear tl\e 
Rev. P. Cook was ordained. At tSe first 
communion after his consecratioci, sixteen 
offered themselves to the church. Imme- 
diately after this, instances of individual 
conviction made their appearance in dif- 
ferent parts of the society, and one and 
another were made to rejoice in God. A 
solemn and strict attention was paid to 
the word preached, ^nd the good work pro- 
gressed gradually until Sept. 1816. In 
Svhich time about sixty were added to tfio 
church. Every seat in the house of God 
was filled, not with drowsy inattentivo 
hearers, but with awakened immortals, 
hanging on the lips of the speaker with al- 
most breathless attention ; looking as if: 
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tbeir everlasting all depended on the pro- 
per improvement of a single sermon. Nei- 
ther were the people satisfied with attend- 
ing^ merely on the duties of the sanctuary. 
Conference meetings were established ia 
different parts of the society, and were 
attended with increasing interest. About 
this time our winter schools began : and 
several of them enjoyed the singular bles- 
sing of pious young men to instruct them. 
Jeeling that responsibility, which every 
guardian of youth who knows the worth of 
the soul will feel, they blended divine with 
liuman learning; and while they were 
careful in teaching the "young idea how 
to shoot,*' they were no less anxious that 
its first growth should be heavenward. 

In a school in the western part of the so- 
ciety, a regular course of biblical instruc- 
tion was introduced. Questions were pro- 
posed weekly, and one evening in each, 
week set apart for their discussion. The 
answers to these questions were required 
in scriptural language. As soon as this 
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mode of instruction was introduced, a vi- 
sible alteration was seen in many scholars. 
They began to discovor a greater relisli foe 
the scriptures. In searching for the an- 
swers to their questions, they felt an in- 
creasing desire to know more of the lively, 
oracles of divine truth. Every vacant mo- 
ment when relieved from their other scimoL 
exercises, the bible was taken up, and the 
unheeded tear which now and then would 
drop over the sacred page, showed that 
its precious sentiments penetrat^lj their 
hearts. On Tuesday evening, Jan. 14, 
1817, when assembled as usual for the dis- 
cussion of their scriptural questions, oc« 
curred a scene on which memory dwells 
with delight 5 and which no doubt excited 
those fresh acclamations of joy in heaven, 
which takes place on the return of everj 
penitent sinner. 

The house on a sudden became a little 
Pentecost. The first question which was 
asked a young woman of twenty years of 
a^e, was, What i» regeneration? She 
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rose, attempted to answer, failed, aud sunk 
under the weight of a wounded spirit. The 
next in order was called upon, but was 
unable to reply, from the same cause as 
ihe former. The ihitd issued in the same 
manner; and in a few minutes the whole 
school consisting of about twenty six, were 
overwhelmed in a flood of penitent grief: 
and cries such as these were heard in every 
part of the room ; How can I live ! what 
shall I do! God be merciful to me a sin> 
Tier ! With these were mingled the press- 
ing anxious request^ Do dear master^ 
pray for me — pray for me in particular. 

In this scene of general distress, the 
iriaster, thou^li n& stranger at the throne 
of graces and who had previously attended 
prayers in his school daily, was too much 
agitated by the occasion to govern his pas- 
sions to commend his pupiU to the Lord 
Jesus. At this time there was sitting in 
the midst of this weeping assembly, a young 
man, who was remarkably delivered from 
the domiaion of sin, and made a trophy of 



redeeming love a few days before : who 
had but just found a throne of grace for 
humble suppliants to approach : and who 
possessed no distingjuishing; qualifications 
to fit him to recommend his dispairing 
school-mates to the mercy of God. — Seeing 
the purturbation of the master, and th^ 
distress which prevailed on every side, "he 
rose, and with apparent composure said, 
Let us pray. He prayed : and it was 
evident God heard : for he was an instru- 
ment of his own choosin». A modest vouth, 
naturally diffident, a new born sou! of yes- 
terday, committing in lans:ua?e perfectly 
appropriate, the wants of his distressed 
companions to that wonder-workin;^ God> 
who alone is able to forgive sins, and im- 
part spiritual life to the soul. It was a 
scene sufficiently interesting to rouse from 
lethargy the most stupid sinner 'and kin- 
dle within him a lively sensation of the 
day of judgment. When this prayer was 
ended, the master had so far recovered 

himfielfy as to be able to offer up a fervent 

B£ 
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]>e(ition io behalf of his school. When hb 
closed* it was thought expedient to invite 
some of the neighbours to come and behold, 
this exhibition of the terrours of the Lord. 
Two men, professors, who had children iu 
the school, were called. One of these next 
took his turn in prayer. After some conversa- 
iion^the forementioned young man«next the 
master, then the nibighbour, each a second 
lime sought in prayer for that grace which 
alone could help in such a time of need. 
By this time the evening was far spent, and 
proposals were miide to retire. Rut the 
{scholars unanimously, were unwilling to 
leave the Wu^e or separate from each other. 
The impression which seized their minds, 
aeemed to be, that it would be departing 
from the immediate presence of Jehovah.— 
The exclamation of Jacob was strikingly 
verrified ; And he was afraid and said, 
how dreadful is this place ! this is none 
other but the house of God, and this is the 
gate of heaven. After much intreaty, 
they were, however, persuaded to go home 
to their respective families.

i^ext if»orninj5, ioformation being receiv- 
i^d of what had taken place* a conference 
meeting was appointed at 1 o'clock, P. VT. 
Here wad a spectacle presented which must 
have excited the admiration of an^^ls. 
Each scholar holding in his hand theBible^ 
Testament, or Watts' piialms and hymns, 
and searching for liis life for that spiritual 
bread which if a man eat, he shall live for 
ever. The assembly was large. During 
this meeting, matay became convinced of 
their lost conditio^, and began to think it 
high time to awake out of sleep, and call 
on God before they perished. On this 
melting occasion^ the stoutest heart «eem«> 
ed to dissolve like wax before an increas- 
ing fire. The Friday evening following, 
the weekly conference returned in the cen- 
tre district. Here at an early hour was 
presented the little band, literally clad in 
the armour of the gospel : holding in their 
hands the sure directory to eternal life. 
It was proposed that each scholar should 
read some passage, psalm or hymn^ de« 



ecnptivc of the state of his minJ. Som^ 
by this time were delivered from the bur* 
den of sin, which had so heavily pressed 
them down, and that hope which bringg 
comfort to every true believer in Jesus, 
had besfun to irradiate the soul. — This wag 
known from the subject read. To hearts 
like t'lese, the sentiments contained in the 
136th Ps. C. M. were found to be in per- 
fect unison, as were those of the 51st Ps. 
to many others, who seemed over».vhelmed 
by the waves of contrition ; whose tremu- 
lous voices faltered as they read, and often 
before the subject was ended, died away 
in the silence of grief. It must be con- 
fessed, that the christian spectator needed 
a moments reflection, to determine whether 
the s^round on which he stood was purely 
earthly. It was evident that the Holy 
Spirit was there. Many while the scholars 
were reading received for the first time in 
their hearts, a pointed arrow from the qui- 
vprofthe Almighty, and like their fellow 
sufferers on the day of Pentecost were led 
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io cry out, 'Men and brethren, what shall 
we do ? The work spread powerfully. 

Next morning another school' in the east 
part of the town assembled for their usual 
school tjxercises ; and it was soon disco- 
vered that the master was completely in- 
capacitated to proceed with his ordinary 
instructions, on account of the weii>ht of 
conviction which lay on his mind. Fifteen 
of his eldest scholars were immediate] v in 
a similar situation, and in a short time 
the neighbours were called to attend this 
solemn vision, and the school was trans- 
formed into a religious conference ; and 
continued thus until night. • For sometime 
after this, not a day returned, without tlie 
joyful tidings that some one was convicted, 
or some one made happy by J^ieing recon- 
ciled to God through the*nierita of a Sa^ 
viour. 

This revival spread its l?enign influences 
into other schools, and many souls in this 
town have given evidences that they were 
pealed for heaven. May parents feel th^ 
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importance of choosing pious .instructors 
for their children, and may the ministers of 
Christ be clotlied with salvation. 



Wilmington, (Del.) 1815. 
Tliis work made its appearance, agreea- 
ble to God's usual way, of gathering souls 
under the banners of his abounding grace* 
The Rev. Mr. Dodj^e was a distinguished 
instrument of awakening sinners. His 
brethren were brought into great distress 
and perplexity, and expected that their 
pastor would leave them to manage their 
differences without his personal attend- 
ance. Amid their tribulation, they were 
enabled to call on God. He heard their 
prayers ; frustrated the calculated removal 
of Mr. D. poured out his spirit among them : 
settled the church again in har.i.ony, and 
crowded tlieir house of worship with souls, 
who trembled at the word and cried for 
liiercy. Mr. D. was soon so deeply im- 
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pressed with this singular display of diviDe 
power, that he was constrained to alter his 
former arrangements about leaving the 
place, and enter with all his strength into 
the work that increased around him. 

Every event seemed to augment the con- 
cern of multitudes. The sudden death of 
a young man alarmed many. They view- 
ed themselves advancing with all possible 
rapidity towards the dreary mansions of 
unalterable misery. Their impressions 
were so great, that many were scarcely 
able to leave the house where weeping, and 
sighs and prayers abounded. Meetings 
were frequent. Preaching, singing, pray- 
ing, and exhorting became very pleasant 
work. The children of God were refresh- 
ed, and engaged in the revival with in- 
creasing ardour. 

Ministers who visited this place, caught 
the fires of the sanctuary, and preached 
Jesus with power. The sitting of the Del- 
aware Association afforded the people much 
entertainment. This was a solemn sea- 
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son. Many were wounded in their hearts. 
— Such a vast concourse attended} that the 
door$, windows, aisles, stair-cases, and 
yard, were full ; and a larg^ number went 
away, who could not get near enough to 
hear the speakers : the work went on so 
powerfully, that it became impracticable to 
dismiss the people as usual. Many would 
meet Mr. D. at the pulpit stairs, crying for 
mercy, often obliging him to spend one or 
two hours after preaching in conversation. 
One day while he was speaking, one qf his 
deacons informed him, there were some 
young men in the gallery who were so 
much affected, they could not leave the 
house, and wished him to go up and con- 
verse with them. He crowded along the 
aisle, speaking to many, till he came to the 
foot of the stairs, which he ascended ; and 9 

! who can tell the feelings of his heart in 
seeing a number of young men pouring out 
the penitential tear, and each one saying, 

1 fear I have sinned so muc/i, / can never 
be forgiven I The people crowded up from 
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below, and about an hour was spent in 
preaching Christ unto them. This was 
none other than the house of God and tlie 
gate of heaven. 

The happy subjects of this work have 
been principally youths from 14 to £5 years 
tifage. One of only 11 years obtained a 
torafortable hope. The experience of this 
ehild was very interesting. One day after 
relating many things, much to the satisfac- 
tion of Mr. D. he interrogated her thus ; 
How does your past life appear in your 
view ? She replied, O very black. Do you 
feel a hatred to your former ways ? Yes, 
Sir, I do feel a great hatred to them. Why 
do you hate them ? Because God hates 
ihem. Do you think Grod would bejust to 
send you to hell for your sins ? Yes, Sir, 
I do, and wonder he has not done it long 
ago. How do you expect to be saved ^ 
Through the Lord Jesus Christ. How does 
Christ appear in your view ? O ! very pre* 
cious 5 one altogether lovely. Do you feel 
BO much love for Jesus that you could for* 

G 
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sake all for him ? O jes, Sir, I could for-- 
sake father, and mother, and all mj bro-. 
thers, and sisters, for him, and every thing 
slse in the world. This work spread among 
«ther congregations. The Rev. Messrs* 
.Blackburn and Patterson, of the Presbyte- 
rian denomination were greatly blessed ii| 
their visit and preaching in this place. The 
/Spirit descended, and every cheek appear-t 
•d bathed in tears, and many cried, Wh^t 
shall we do to be saved. The people 
might truly say, on that occasion : 

Let all with thankful hearts confess, 
Thy welcome messengers of peace ; 
Thy power in tiieir report be found, 
And let thy feet behind them sound* 



North Haven, (Conn.) 
The Baptist Society in this town was orr 
ganized by the author. The spirit de- 
scended upon it and about fifty were hope* 
fiilly converted in 181§ and 1811. In June 
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1811, a respectable council of ministers 
and delegates convened and gave the young 
converts approbation as a church. The 
revival continued gradually for nearly two 
years. In 1813 the author moved to Ver- 
mont, and they remained destitute of a 
pastor until ISiT. Yet they held meetings 
regularly every l4ord's day, and enjoyed 
the gifts of ministers more than half of the 
time* 

Darkness began to cover the people, and 
every professor complained of stupidity. 
They felt unwilling to live at this cold dig* 
tance, from the life cheering beams of the 
tun of righteousness^ Therefore, some 
more sensibly aflfected^ than others, with a 
«ense of their backs! idings, and God's Usu- 
al way of visiting his people, proposed to 
spend a day in fasting and praver. A day 
was appointed, and the church and a few 
others assembled. This was in Sept. 1815. 
He who never was absent when his people 
unite to pray, made them feel the weight of 
iheir sins. Thsy sighed and wept^ not onlj 
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for tlieir ewn souls, but for the eonversioii 
of others. Two young women were awak- 
ened at this meeting. The church began 
to revive. From this time, two conference 
meetings were attended in a week. These 
meetings were soon crowded, and manj 
60uls were moved to cry for mercy. The 
exhortations of the brethren were greatly 
blessed. Ministers were called to visit this 
people ; and, blessed be God, they ^ame 
in the name of Hivn, who is exalted as a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to give repen- 
tance to Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 
They could say, Our gospel came not unta 
you in word only, but also, in power, and 
in the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance. 
The Rev. Messrs. Blakesly, Bently, 
Talmage, Miller, Bolles of Tolland, and 
many others, came over and laboured to 
the satisfaction of saints, and the alarming 
of the ungodly. These ministers were in- 
strumental in building up zion in tliifr 
town. Mr. Blakesly, being the first who 
came^ after the commencement of the re- 
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vival, was most distinguishingly owned 
and crowned with success. He spent much 
iime in preaching* visiting, and exhorting, 
from house to house. The power of God 
was felt in every part of the society. Every 
meeting was numerous, although the roads, 
storms, and other Circumstances attend- 
ant on the seasons^ combined like an army 
to garrison the people in their houses. 

In the time of this refreshing from the 
presence of the Lord many experienced 
renovating grace, and about 40 joined the 
church. This work like most awakenings, 
was principally among the youths; yet, 
ther^ were two or three instances of con- 
version among those of 30 or 40 years old. 
This people still contii^e in spiritual pros- 
perity. O Lord, save thy people, and bless 
thine inheritance ; feed them also, and lift 
them up for ever. 

Salisbury, (N. H.) 
A number of Christians in this place 
held a prayer meeting every week for some 

C3 
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lime before the revival began. In July 
1815, they were much encourajjed in be- 
seeching the Lord to revive his work 5 for 
several young women who were employed 
in school keeping;, were so deeply impress^" 
ed that they were obliged to dismiss their 
pupils for some time, not being able to 
discharge the duties expected from them* 
The Holy Spirit was sent to apply the 
balm of rich grace to their wounded hearts^ 

The work soon spread with great ra- 
pidity: ball-rooms and wther scenes of 
amusement were deserted. The still small 
voice of truth made its way to the heart 
without exciting noise or enthusiasm. 

In the commencement of the revival A 
girl of 12 years, being in great distress^ 
said at the close of one of the meetings ; 
O how much precious time I have spent 
in vanity ! How can the Lord have mercy 
on so grest a sinner ! Tn a short time the 
Lord bestowed delivering grace, and her 
tongue uttered praise to her exalted Re- 
^.^mer. Many united with her in walk^ 



ing IB the paths of wisdom, and professing 
Jesus before men. 

The ordinances of the gospel were at« 
tended with great solemnity, and peculiar-. 
Jj blessed to numbers. In less than two 
months 49 were added to the Baptist, and 
a considerable number to the Congrega- 
tional church in this town. When the 
liOrd shall build up zion, ho shall appear 
in his glor J. 



StDowiCH and Blushix.!, (Me.) 
Previously to the work's beginning im. 
Vtiese towns, the Lord had shed some mer- 
cy drops upon those westward. The breth- 
ren appointed meetings of fasting and 
prayer, and the work appeared to progress^ 
towards the East. 

In Feb. 1816, the Baptist minister ia 
Kobleborough, came on a visit to BluehilL 
Under his preaching the work soon became 
visible. Its progress was so rapid^ that it 
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soon extended into every part of the town! 
It was solemn and still 5 but remarkably 
powerful. Its subjects were children, 
youths, and the middle aged. Nottr, mul- 
titudes of thoughtless, giddy youths, who, 
just before, were engaged in the height of 
Tanity, were seen flocking to meetingfiT 
every day. They seemed to pay the ut- 
most attention to the precious word of 
God, that was preached among tliem. 

In April it began in Sedgwich and spread 
in every part of the tow^n, and into many 
of the adjoining towns. The oldest Chris- 
tians in that region say, they never saw a 
work of grace equal to this, since the Eas- 
tern shores were inhabited. They have 
seen reformations equally powerful, but 
none before so extensive, and so free from 
inconsistency and confusion. It was 
enough to affect the most hardened infidel, 
to attend the prayer meetings of the youths 
and children, and to behold the order thej 
maintained. Their prayers and exhorta- 
tions w«re short, but generally to the pur- 
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pose) atid tcry spiritual. These meetings 
have been remarkably instrumental in 
awakening those who were going on tlie^ 
•way to ruin. In a few months 150 have 
been added to this church, and a conside- 
rable number to the congregational church. 
104 to the Baptist church in Bluehili, and 
about SO to the Coni?rec;ational church in 
that place. The good work spread into a 
number of towns, of which I have not ob- 
tained sufficient information to give the 
jpublick correct accounts. 

How charming is the place. 
Where my Redeemer God, 

Unveils the beauties of his face^ 
And sheds his love abroad 1 

Not the fair palaces, 
To which the great resort, 

Are once to be compared with this^ 
Where Jesus holds his court. 
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Thomaston, (Me.) 1816*. 

When the Rev. Mr. Baker was first set* 
tied in this town^ he found, that the y6ung 
people were very much given to lightness 
and profanity. To change their moraU 
and render them amiabie in society, he in- 
troduced a Sunday school, which soon had 
the desired effect. Early on that blessed 
morning prayer meetings were appointed 
and well attended. Also, one conference 
meeting on a weekday evening. 

The precious Saviour, ever ready to bless 
the endeavours of his people, soon gave 
encouragement to these well laid plans^ 
and these noble exertions, by pouring out 
his Holy Spirit upon his servants and hand- 
maidens. Their meetings became large 
and very solemn. There, the deep sigh of 
the anxious, the silent tear of the humble 
penitent, and the joyful thanksgiving of 
isuch as were delivered from the bondage 
of sin, formed a very interesting scene. 
Christians were constrained to exclaim, 
God hath in very deed appeared to plead 
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his owB tause, and wipe away our reproach. 
To see young children walking the streets, 
early on Lord's day mornings before the 
«un beams covered them; and old men, 
•walking every one with his staff in his hand 
for very age, was a sight, which angels 
roust have seen with more than common 
transport. 

Sixty were added to this church. These 
new members were from. eleven to twenty 
years of age. A gradual work appeared 
in Camden, and twenty were added to the 
first church. Among the Freewillers many 
were brought to bow to the mild sceptre 
4)f Jesus, and adhere to him with full pur- 
pose of heart. In Hope, and in Lincoln- 
:irille there has been a glorious display of 
Ood's astonishing grace. 

Great is the work my neighbours crl*d, 
And own'd the power divine ; 

Great is the work my heart reply'd^ 
And be the glory thine. 
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ihe prophets lips and say, His %^orJ eo- 
Tered the heavens, and his bri]G;htness ^ a& 
as the light ; he had horns cominjj^ out of 
his hand : and there was the hiding of hi» 
power. 

The ordinances were attended with an 
unusual blessing to spectators, and the e]^ 

; l^rtatiqnsjDf ^oung^ amycrja* Were often 
I rendered powerful means of extending the 
i work, and refreshing the souls of old pro- 
fessors. The sreatest regularity was pre- 
served in all their meetings. Persons of 
all ages, from nine to eighty years old have 
been the happy subjects of this reforma- 
tion. About three hundred have joined 
themselves to the churches in this town. 

RenewM by grace, we love the word,

Bath, (Me.) 1816. 
The first favourable appearance, in this 
plac^y that ttod was about to revive hi» 
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wortc, >mA an uncommon flocking io meet*> 
in^s, attended with a remarkable stillness 
and solemnity a|>on those who came. The 
Spirit seemed to descend like a mis>htj 
rushing wind, and«oona general attention 
prevailed through the town. 

Each of the religious societies shared in 
the work. The means God has seen fit to 
honour, in spreading this work are many* 
A Methodist brother, in the more humble 
condition in life than multitudes, was ap- 
parently blest to the awakening of num<« 
bers. The appearance and conversation^ 
of those who were brought out of dieirfc*' 
cess into God's marvellous light, carried 
conviction to the hearts of many. 

Numbers went thoughtless to sec the 
converts profess Jesus before men, but re- 
4urned deeply impressed with a sense of 
their sin and danger. The pleaching of 
Christ has been the power. of God, and the 
lA^isdom of God to many, who walked in 
darkness, and saw no amiableness in Him 
who is altogether lovely, and the express 
imai^e of the Father. 
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The aged, middle aged, and yowth, have 
been enabled to come to Jesus, to cleanse 
them from sin. Some influential charac* 
ters. and some in the lowest walks of life 
have been hopefully born of the Spirit. 
Among the youngmerchants, the work was 
so remarkable, that it was often said, that 
all the stores had become meetinghouses. 
In the time of this revival, all have seem- 
ingly endeavoured to keep their passions 
M^ithin the bounds of reason, and only a few 
4iave made any noise that could disturb 
the most devout worshipper* of the Lamb $ 
^nd these were so - e whelmed with a 
sense of their exposedne^s to endless pun- 
ishment, that they groaned tinder the 
weight of theii* sins, and trembled at the 
thoughts of approaching judgment Deep 
solemnity has ger.erally marked the peni- 
tent; and a holy ^mileof joy and compla* 
cency, the pardoned sinner. 

Since the beginning of this good work, 
about two hundred and fifty have been add- 
ed to the churches in this towa: which 



are Congregationaly Baptist^ and Metiia% 
diat.

Hebron, (Me.) 
There were frequent appearances of a 
jrevival in this town, before it really quick* 
ened dead sinners, and caused them to fol- 
low Christ in the regeneration. A more 
than usual concern ^^aa manifested by pro- 
fessors, for a revival of religion. Meetings 
on Lord's days were full^ and there seem- 
ed to be some attention to the word in time 
of worship; but no visible fruit appeared 
until t|ie summer of 1816.— It was first re- 
ported that several youths were thought to 
be under serious concern for their souls. 
In September, a revival was apparent; 

tome had found comfort to their miads^ 

D2 
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and oflic^s appeared anxiously ccfticerned; 
In October and November, the precious 
work kept increasing and spreading, till 
it wa6 perceived in all parts of the so- 
ciety. December was a solemn and pleas* 
ins month.. Prayer meetings were attend- 
ed three timies in a week, and sometimes 
oftener. These vrert much crowded, and 
the power of the Spirit was so manifested 
with the people, that there were but few? 
who M'ere not awed with his presence* 
The youna: converts were made cheerfully 
tosinsi. wliile the eyes of the older Chris- 
tians g:iistened with tears of joy, and others 
sighed under their worse than Egyptian 
bondage, 'the ^eelinjrs of every one were 
more^r less affected. The good news 
that this or that youth was under concern 
for his soul, or rejoicing in the love of God, 
daily awakened attention. Although their 
meetih^s were so crowded, and the atteh* 
tion so great, no disorder appeared 5 all 
was regular ; only one spoke at a time, 
with the greatest calmness, and yet with 
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fervency* Reader, hast thou ever expe-^ 

rienced this grace t* What are all the 

splendours of the world, when compared 

with the joy ef such a season ? 

This work has been principally among 

the youths, and very few over thirty years 

appear to have had a share in it. The sub- 
jects of it expressed a deep sense of their 

vileness, and of the justice of Grod in their 
condemnation, but not with a great deal 
of terrour, as it respects positive future pun- 
ishment. Their wretchedness was in them- 
selves, and thieir hell in their own breasts. 
They were soon brought to see, that they 
must be holy or miserable, for ever. Ge- 
nerally when they received comfort, their 
joy at first was but small, their views 
faint, and their hope not more than pro- 
portionable. In many instances they ex- 
pressed a measure of delight in the Re- 
deemer, when they hardly dared to hope 
at all. They gathered strength of mind 
very gradually; but their trials seemed 
more than usual, andit was some time be« 
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fore any of them were constrained, by iht 
love of Christ, to make publick professioa 
of his name. In January 1817, twenty, 
mostly youths, professed their faith la 
Christ. This was a solemn day, and long 
to be remembered with an holy pleasure. 
In February and March, a number more 
tame forward and owned their Lord. A* 
bout fifty in this town have been the hope- 
ful subjects of regenerating influences.

The District of Maine has been highly 
favoured of God. That region, a few years 
ago, contained only here and there a vil- 
lage, and a few towns skirting along the 
shores of the Atlantick. Now it is popu- 
lous, rich and religion abounds among its 
inhabitants. 

To the list of towns, of which we have 
read accounts unfolding God's free an<d 
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unbounded compassion to sinners, we may 
add with much - holy pleasure, Alfred, 
Waterborough, St. George, Nobleborough, 
Jefferson^ Deerfieldj Bowdoin^ Sumner, 
Livermore, and Fayette. Upon these and 
many lying in their vicinity, the Spirit has 
descended, and its omnipotent energies 
have been experienced. 

Not unto us, not unto us, but to thy 
name, O God I shall this glorious and gra- 
cious work be ascribed* Many whose 
heads are whitened with age, who have 
long borne the burden and heat of the day 
in the gospel vineyard, declare that never 
have such exhilarating tidings gladdened 
their hearts, nor such bright prospects met 
their eyes. Multitudes are now embosom* 
ed in the churches,»who a few years since 
were roaming the wilds of nature, and 
speeding their way to the regions of black- 
ness and unspeakable misery. , May these 
converts ail adorn the doctrine of God their 
Saviour, and finally sit down with the 
jsanctificd in the kingdom of heaven. 
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WoBURw, (Mass.) 
This work first made its appearance ia 
Loin's day evening conference meetings* 
Those were not statedly held until Nov- 
ember 1816. They were first held in pri- 
vate houses, and but thinly attended. But 
thinly attended as they were, a resolution 
was formed among the Baptist brethren, 
not to forsake the assembling of themselves 
together, but to maintain these little meet- 
in^s. so long as two or three would come. 
The meetings were maintained, and the 
number that attended them, instead of 
diminishing, gradually increas^ed. Nor 
was it long before a disposition to converse 
and to ht'ar, and a concern for the pros- 
perity of souls, became manifest. A few 
Annas and Simeons, "who had been lorg 
praying, and waiting for the consolation of 
Israel, now began to be revived, and fully 
convinced that, prayer had been heard and 
answered, and that JesUs was at hand* 
Becotping zeal was manifest, in exhorta- 
tDua and prayars^ egpociaily iu the latter* 
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Conference meetings began to be establish* 
cd in the congregational society, and the 
number of anxious sinners fast increased ; 
indeed, experimental religion began to be 
generally considered, the one thing need* 
fuJ» The appearance of their religious as- 
semblies was changed. It was such, as 
plainly indicated that many were in their 
imaginations, by a secret invisible impulse, 
arraigned before the awful judgment seat 
of Christ. Often did the steady, fixed 
countenance, and the gently flowing tear, 
forcibi y express the contrition of the heart, 
A spark, sometimes, falls, kindles and 
spreads till the whole city is involved in 
flames; so did the divine spark, which fell 
in Woburn, kindle, burn, and spread, till 
nearly the whole town was involved in one 
sacred, gentle flame. Both societies and 
persons of almost every age, have shared 
in the work. Many have been constrained 
to say, come and hear ye what the Lord 
hath done^for our souls. O come magnify 
the Lord and let as exalt his name together. 
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In addition to other meetings, they held 
one weekly, particular! J desij^ned for se- 
rious inquiring sinners. These were found 
interesting and profitable. The number 
that attended was frequently, from twenty 
to forty. It is more easy to ima»;ine, thaa 
to describe the feelings naturally excited 
on meeting with this number, most of them 
in tears, being under deep concern for 
their souls. 

The relation, of candidates for admis- 
sion to the church, have been clear and 
satisfactory. They expressed their full 
belief of their hearts bein^ totally deprav- 
ed, that none could change them but God, 
that Jesus Christ was a whole Saviour, and 
tliat all who were once united to him would 
be kept by his power through faith, unto 
salvation. 

The additions made to both churches, in 
one year from the commencement of the 
revival, are nearly equal. The whole num-' 
ber is about 160. 
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Pawctuoket (Mass.) 
This revival began in the winter of 1815, 
and continued to progress almost two years. 
Additions were made to the church under 
the ministry of the Rev. Mr. Benedict, 
every month. 

The subjects of this work have been of 
almost all ages, from twelve to upwards of 
sixty ; most of them, however, are under 
the age of thirty. A large proportion of 
them are heads of families. A number of 
persons of considerable standing in society, 
who have heretofore looked with indiffer- 
ence or disdain on the religion of the heart, 
and have been building themselves up on, 
good morals, or have been trusting in Uni- 
versalism, Deism, or some other errors 
equally pernicious, have been brou^t to 
bow to the mild sceptre of the Redeemer, 
and have with cheerfulness, and delight, 
followed in his cross-bearing ways. One 
of the subjects of the revival was a singu* 
lar instance of the invincible power of all- 
conquering grace. His life bad b%en $9 

E 
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regular and upiighl, that the people all 
around thought he was so good, that he 
needed no change ; and some, that he was 
so wise, that he would not be taken with 
this delusion. And he himself, a few- 
months bfrfore his conversion, contended 
strongly against the doctrine of the sin- 
ner's entire depravity of heart, and enmity 
against God. He considered it a high and 
cruel charge, to accuse a sober and upright 
man of being an enemy to his Maker, and 
of hating and opposing him. He appeared 
sure that he had no such feelings, and 
consequently felt no concern for the fu- 
ture. Mr. Benedict conversed with him, 
and felt much engaged for the salvation of 
his soul i but all seemed to have no im- 
pression on the man. Sometime after, he 
took Mr. B. aside, and observed that his 
views were altered — that he found he had 
a wicked heart — that he owed a debt he 
could never pay— that his mind was so 
distressed he could do no business, and 
knew not what to do 5 that he knew of 
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nothing in fiis conduct among mankind 
which gave him trouble, but that the sins 
of his heart were great and distressing, 
and made him continually wretched and 
miserable. After being a few weeks in 
this distress, his deliverance was as jovful, 
as his convictions had been severe. His 
cup overflowed with joy. and in the Lord's 
appointed ways he travelled forth with 
composure and delight. May every one 
who reads this, reflect on that man's con- 
dition, and experience the same heart 
changing, and soul reviving influences. 

The converts generally, have given very 
clear and satisfactory account* of their 
conviction of sin. and.of their being brought 
to trust alone for salvation in the merits of 
a crucified Redeemer. Though the work 
has been remarkably still, yet in some in- 
stances, the tone of feeling has arisen high 
in strains of joy and praise. One woman 
wa.^ so transported in hefr feelings, and so 
deeply impressed with the need of reli^^ion 
for others, that she went out wilu a view 
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of informing her large circle of friends anil- 
relations, what a Saviour she had found. 
When she get into the street, she hardly 
knew how to spend time to go from one to 
iinother to tell them individual! j, but want- 
ed some herald with a trumpet to sound it 
abroad, that they might all at once hear 
the glorious intelligence. Another was so 
enraptured with his views of the beauties 
of the Saviour, that he wanted to be on the 
house top, and have as many as could hear 
his voice, collected around him, that he 
might at once publish to them, the excel- 
lency of his glorious character. Amid this 
ardour of feeling, nothing like enthusiasm 
or reverie has at any time broke forth* 
No means were used, either to excite or 
restrain strong feelings and passions in the 
all important concerns of eternity; but 
many, to teach inquirers the odious nature 
of sin, and its ill deserts ; believing that 
genuine conviction depends more on the 
views which the sinner has on these points, 
than the tnost frightful visions of death and 
eternity. 



Since t^e commen cement of tbi^ revival, 
more tban one hundred were added to the 
Bantist church, a considerable nunnher to 
the Episcopalians and some to the Metho- 
dists. In 1818 the work revived a<rain, 
and some have been brought to rejoice in 
Christ, and many of the saints to a ?-reater 
establishment in the plan of infinite be- 
^nevolence. 



Attleborough, (Mass.) 
The BaTftist church in this town being 
deprived of their* minister by death, unan- 
imously called the Rev. Stc^^hen S. Nel-* 
son, to become their pastor. 4fterroanj 
trials in his own mind, about leaving; the 
people among; whom he laboured, he finaMj- 
concluded to accept of the invitation, avd 
commenced his ministry among them in 
May, 1815. This connexion was sanc- 
tioned in heaven, and the Spirit descend- 
ed in copious effusions. '^

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The religious awakening spread rapidly 
from house to house, and from neighbour- 
hood to nei8;hbourhood9 through thrs, and 
the adjacent towns, until the attention 
became general. Many of those who first 
came out, dated their impression-: from 
the preaching of Mr. Nelson, before he 
moved among them. The Lord was there 
operating on the minds of many, before 
Mr. N. or the members of that church 
Jcnew it. 

This revival seemed to gather a multi- 
tude of young and old, of male and female, 
from nine to eighty years of age. Some 
vicious and abandoned, others more moral 
ttnd Pharisaical. One circumstance is here 
narrated worthy of transmitting down to 
posterity, and for the encouragement of 
bible institutions* A pious sister of this 
church was deeply impressed with the 
duty of presenting a bible to one of her 
poor, thoughtless and very stupid neigh- 
bours. She presented him one accompa- 
tati with an earnest request tiiat be would 



frequently read it, and that God would 
bless and sanctify it toliim, and his family 
for their spiritual and everlasting good. 
What said he to himself, can this mean ? 
In ^vl1Qt a condition does she view me, to 
make her so anxious for my salvation ? 
How blind, how stupid and how hardened 
must I be, to know nothing of it myself ? 
i will read this bible and see what these 
things mean. The more he read and re- 
flected, the deeper his convictions grew, 
until he was hopefully converted. 

Tliis good work spread into the Congre- 
gational societies in this, and many other 
towns. Since its commencement^ two 
hundred and fifty have professed to know 
Christ and the power of his resurrection. 
Of this number one hundred and twenty 
two have joined the Baptist church. 

Providence, Warren, Bristol, Newport., 
Warweck, Exeter, and many other towns 
in that state have received gracious and 
very copious showers. Providence has 
been the most distinguished place for re- 
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lisnious freedom, of any, within the boun- 
dary of our American Israel. On tliat 
spot, God has shed many drops of as- 
tonishing grace, and thousands have been 
purified for heaven. Some of the students 
in the University have been made alive to 
God. Within those walls prayer meet- 
ings have been multiplied, souls have been 
taught of Jesus, have entered a class for 
heaven^ and have almost seen their names 
on that catalogue of happy beings, whose 
projjress in theology shall continue with 
the revolutions of eternity. 

Lord when T count thy mercies o'er, 
They strike me with surprise ; 

Not ail the sands that spread the shores 
To equal numbers rise. 

Thompson, Dudley, Killingly, Hampton, 
Pomfret, Woodstock, some parts of Ash- 
ford, Windham, Mansfield, and Coventry, 
(Conn.) have been visited from on high, 
and many souls quickened who were dead 
in trespasses and sins. 
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A particular account from each town 
eannot conveniently be admitted to occu- 
py a place here as the revival began in 
many of them before 1815, but as the re- 
vival continued for about two years, it 
comes' within my limits ; therefore, a few 
general remarks upon the wholes will be 
submitted for the entertainment of those, 
who love to gather up the fragments, that 
nothing be lost. The work that covered 
the above towns with mercy, began in the 
Rev. D. Dow's congregation, in November 
1813. From this, it spread abroad, from 
conquerin:j; to conquer. The place, in 
which it appeared the most powerful, was 
a small factory village, denominated from 
its situation, the Swamp Factory. Here 
satan, for two or three years, seemed to 
reign with almost sovereign and despotick 
sway. His subjects who are generally 
very fond of dancing, here made great 
progress, and often kept their revelling 
meetings through the night. 

A few pious souls lived in thait Sodom.^ 
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These often prayed for their deluded 
neighbours. Their prayers were heard y 
and the spirit of grace descended upon 
the vilest of the vile. Conference meet- 
ings were held, and the servants of Christ 
came frequently and preached the word 
unto them, in power. These meetings 
were greatly blessed. Every heart seem- 
ed to know its own depravity, and to 
meditate upon the day of judgment Con- 
victions were generally, of the most pun- 
gent and powerful kind. Some were ar- 
rested in a sudden manner : being one 
moment in the awful act of swearing, 
cursing, and ridiculing religion, and the 
next, calling on God to have mercy on 
their souls. Others, while in conference 
meetings which they attended to gratify 
their curiosity, or for the purpose of making 
observaUo'iS, were in an instant made sen- 
sible of their desperate coiidition 5 and 
very few who were thus arrested, ceased 
crying to God for mercy, until they had 
found pardon^ and peace for their souls. 
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How changed the scene! Instead of the 
sound of the violin, the pounding motions 
of the feet, and the clamorous voices of 
drunkards and lewd wretches, the ears of 
the godly were saluted with songs of praise 
to God. 

The scriptures were searched daily, es- 
pecially by those, who were under convic- 
tion. Many of whom improved every mo- 
ment they could spare, in perusing tTicm 
and seemed determined, that nothing but 
the word of God should give them com- 
fort, or direct the measures of their future 
conduct. Indeed, they ate with the bible i 
in their hands, slept with it in their bo- | 
soms, and it seemed that all the world i 
could not tempt them to part with this 
precious treasure. Many, after obtaining 
a good hope through grace, were disposed 
to unite with some church. One hundred 
and twelve joined the Baptist church in 
Thompson, and about one hundred and . 
seventy iSb other churches. The number 
that professed C/hribt in the other towns, 
I have not obtained/ 
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SuFFiELD, (Conn.> 
This work commenced in the spring 
1815, and progressed gradually through 
the summer. In Autumn it became more 
general and powerful. 

The first instance of conversion, was a 
young woman 9 who like many others had 
been very careless and vain. Retiring to 
rest one evening, as she blew out her can- 
. die, the thought forcibly impressed her 
mind, that God could as instantly blow 
away her breath, and what then would be- 
come of her immortal soul. Her distress 
was great, and her convictions increased, 
until she was enabled to resign her all into 
the hands of her blessed Saviour. She 
related her experience and obeyed her 
Lord. When she made this publick man- 
ifestation of her faith in him, and her de- 
termination to walk in newness of life 
with his professed friends, many of his 
saints rejoiced, and some poor sinners were 
pierced with the arrows of truth* Fronx 
this time the work extended its heavculv

flame, ftnd the number of disciplea in- 
creased in different parts of the town. 

In December, it pleased him who must 
needs go through Samaria, tu pass through 
the east street, where the people had re- 
mained unaffected and very indifferent 
nbout religion. He abode there more than 
two days, and made most wondrous dis** 
plays of his power and mercy. The in- 
teresting realities of eternity were opened 
to their view, and the greatest part of the 
young people, together with many heads 
of families, through the street for three 
miles in length, have become the happy 
subjects of regeneration. A lad of twelve 
years, who had been a ringleader in vanity 
among his companions* obtained mercy» 
and was made instrumental of good to 
others in reoommending the Saviour to 
man J of his young friends. About* th© 
same time an aged man came forward tremp 
bling, and confessing that he had obtained 
a hope some years before, but had not lived 
accordingly, and that he now found him- 

F 
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self a stumbling block in the way of otherr 
and felt it his indispensable duty to leave 
this ground, and move forward in activa 
obedience to his Lord's commands. . '» 

Many of different ages and statioM id 
life have shared in this glorious work 5 vet 
the greatest number have bec^n from aiMng 
the youths. To see a large number ^ 
young persons from ten to twenty years 
old, crowding the places of worship, to 
hear the precious word,, or to hear them r^ 
lating God's gracious dealings with their 
souls, singing praises to his name, and ^on- 
versing on heavenly things, was truly af- 
fecting. Nor was it less affecting to see 
some who had been valiant soldiers in th« 
enemies* camp, yielding themselves the 
willing captives io victorious grace. About 
onehundi-ed have joined thb Baptist, and 
some the Congregational church in that 
place. 

A cloud of witnesses around,

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Beistol, (Conn.) 
PreTioualj to a^ revival in this place, 
^reat stupidity prcTailed among all de- 
BominatioriH of Christians, and those who 
bad not been enroled amon^ the followers 
of Jesus, were very negligent about at* 
tending the means of instruction. Some 
professors began to feel the real need of the 
quickening influences of the Holy Spirit. 
Prayer meetings were appointed and a few 
began to entreat the Lord to revive hit 
work. The Spirit evidently interceded 
with their spirits, with that fervency that 
cannot be uttered. A general thoughtful- 
nesa began to occupy the minds of thd 
people, whilst each one was ignorant of 
the impression made on others, and knew 
not but that his e^cercises were peculiar to 
himself. 

Various causes served to expose the se- 
cret exercises of many, and increase the 
attention of the people. Preaching waa 
accompanied with the power of God. Ex* 
Hortatlens^ and conversation^ especially <f 
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• 
renewed souls were greati j instrumental 

of good, and were as arrows made aharp 
in the hearts of the king's enemies. Meet- 
ings were held almost every day in the^ 
week. Great solemnity was apparent on 
the countenances of a) 1 9 and many were 
heard to weep. Convictions were exceed- 
ing pun<i;ent9 and in some few cases^ na- 
tural strength being nearly overcome, limbsL 
failed to perform their office as though 
unable to bear up the heav^ load. . Relief 
of mind has been generally attended witb 
great joy. 

The subjects of this work have been of 
every as;e from ten to eighty years. Thesa^ 
have soon chosen, where they believed they 
could be the mnst useful and happy ia 
church communion and fellowship. Sixty 
five joined tiic Con<:;regationali8t8, sixty 
three the Baptists and a considerable num-* 
her the Methodist. Burlington, Plymouth, 
Wolcott, Sonthington, and Farmington. 
have received al)undance of grace, and 
multitudes have been turned from the evil 



of their wayfl, to serve the Lord and wor- 
ship him in the beauty of holiness. 

It would have been very jgratifying to 
the writer, to have been able from correct 
documents, to have given the publick the 
numbers who have joined churci^es in the 
above towns: but he has obtained only 
general information. These will all ap- 
pear in the day of judgment; for the Lord 
knoweththem that are his. No one shall be 
able to pluck them out of his hands. Who 
«hall separate us, from the love of Christ f 



MiDDLETOWN, (CoHO ) 

The work commenced about the iiiddle 
of Jan. 1818, and continued until sometiina 
in May. Previously to the commencement 
of this revival,- it was truly a season of 
darkness; the ways of Zion mourned, and 
scarcely a fresh bud or blossom of grace 
appeared. It was truly a season cheer- 
less and unpromising as winter iti»elf. The 

Fa 
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professed friends of Christ were generally 
in a lukewarm state, possessing little zeal 
either for the prosperity of the church, or 
the salvation of souls. Only a few seemed 
to long and pray for a revival of religioti^ 
and even these few were often discouraged 
and ready to faint. Sermons, exhorta- 
tions, and prayers, apparently produced 
no eflfect ; many of the saints slumbered 
and sinners slept upon the brink of ruii»« 

About this time, it pleased God to pour 
out his Spirit upon the people in the north 
parish. The work was powerful and spread 
rapidly through that society. In less than 
H mouth, great numbers were made deep* 
ly sensible of their sinfulness, and were 
led to inquire anxiously, what they must 
do to be saved. Several by this time had 
obtained a hope of eternal life through 
the merits of the Lamb, and rejoiced be- 
lieving with all their hearts. 

Soon after this revival commenced, the 
Rev. Mr. Jinks observes, that he began to 
hope that God would visit the people of 
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fiis chatgi^ with a gracious shower. Un- 
der this impression, he appoinfed meetings 
more frfeqiiently, which were better at- 
tended than formerly. Yet nothing spe- 
cial appeared to take place for some time. 
The Rev. Mr. Graves and Brigfs preached 
frequently in a school house at Millers' 
farms with like expectations; but such 
was the hardness of the hearts, and the 
stupidity that attended that people, that 
only a few were disposed to hear any 
preacher. 

Nearly a month «lapsed since the work 
began in the north parish, and the people 
erf* the south appearing so indifferent about 
their future state, that Mr. J. began to fear 
that God was about to give up his people 
to the plague of their own hearts and leave 
them to their own chosen way. This con- 
clusion was strengthened by a circum- 
stance that took place on a Lord^s day 
somewhat unfavourable as to the weather. 
Only six or seven beside those who resided 
in his house attended meeting. This may 
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show how very careless that people were $ 
for the city of Middletowa contains as 
many inhabitants as any other of the same 
number of houses in the New-Eagland 
states. It wou^i be vain to give a de- 
scription of his feelings on that day. He 
retired home with a heavy hears and all 
his fond hopes that God would revive hisf 
work in that place, vanished away like 
the early dew, and all his expectations 
were cutoff. He now concluded that God 
did not call him to pi^ach to a people^ 
that had no relish for the word of life, 
and that it was his duty to leave them, and 
proclaim the glad tidings of the gospel to 
those who were perishing for lack of know- 
leclge, and would be more ready to hear 
that their souls might live. This, how- 
ever, was the last watch of the night. The 
sun of righteousness was about to arise, and 
by the brightness of his coming, to dispel 
the darkness that had so long hung over 
them. 
These circumstances are noticed^ not 
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oni of any disrespect to that people, but 
with a view that others may not be dis- 
heartened in the darkest season : For the 
Ways of God are past finding out, and the 
darkest appearances, of his providence, 
are often the sure tokens of a bright and 
glorious morning. 

In such dark seasons of rebuke and 
trial, God usually humbles and prepares 
his people to receive the greatest blessings. 
God wiU not hide his cheering counte- 
nance from any people beyond the set time 
to favour them, and glorify his rich grace, 
in comforting those who wait for his sal- 
vation. This was most strikingly evidenc- 
ed in Middletown. For, the very Tues- 
day after Mr. J's. trials on the Sabbath, as 
he was passing a Mr. Johnson's factory 
within the b.mids of his society, he felt an 
inclination to call, though he had no busi- 
ness to transact. On entering, he found 
not the owner within, and was about to 
leave, but onei of the workmen with wiiom 
he had been acquainted, seemed desiriouis 
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to speak with him. He went unto him and 
efitered into conversation. This workman 
began immediately to give a relation of 
the exercises of his mind, and without hesi- 
tation, and without being asked ; he saidy 
that he found himself, to be a poor, lost^ 
and ruined sinner ; that he had been great- 
ly distressed on this account, two or three 
weeks, and that he knew not what to do. 
He also observed, that one of his shop- 
mates saw himself in the same condition^ 
and was in much distress of mind. 

Mr. Jinks was so astonished in hearing 
this man popvers^, that for a momient h^ 
W^s enable to make ^any reply. He noinr saw 
clearly 1;hat he h^d been limiting the power 
of the Holy One of Israel, and distrusting 
his goodness. In a moment, hope reviv- 
ed, and faith triumphed over unbelief; the 
fears, gloom and darkness that had dis* 
tre<^sed his mind for three days past, now 
fled away, like thf shadows of night before 
the rising sun. He now had conclusive 
evidence^ that God had begun a revival of 



ietigion, and even in a place, where he had 
Bot se much as thought, that one would 
be taken. An indescribable chang:e in- 
stantly took place in his mind. He was 
comforted, and strens;thened« and began 
to attend meetings fiillj convinced that 
he was about to see a rich harvest of souls* 
Suitable texts were easily found* and 
words to elucidate them, which flowed not 
in- vain. Christians 'generally began to 
feel the effects of a gracious visitation. 
Their meetings were more frequent, full, 
solemn, and interesting. < 

It was astoriisbin^ to see the change that 
took place in two weeks. Saints were 
filled with transports of joy, and sinners 
were pricked in their heart and begaa anx*' 
iously to inquire what they must do to be 
saved. Hundreds flocked to places of 
worship. The darkest nights, the most un- 
&vourable weather, and unpleasant travel- 
ling did not hinder their assembling to- 
gether. Though there were meetings every 
night in the week, yet these were so crowd- 
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ed, that m$.nj had to stand at the doorr^ 
and windows, ifi order to hear the word of 
life, and some had to go away ^ho could 
not ^ei near enough to hear. Many of . 
the young people who had been vain ainl 
thoughtless about citernity. were now seea 
with their heads bowed down, and trem- 
bling with fear, lest the mercies of God 
"were clean gone forever. The hearta rf 
tsome of the most obdurate sinners seemed 
to melt like wax before the fiJ-e, and many 
who once would not have been thought 
to be serious, for the greatest considera- 
tion, were now constraifiied to renounce 
their sinful ways, to cry unto God for sal- 
vation, and to beseech Christians to praj 
for them. This good work increased witk 
great rapidity, and about an hundred in m, 
few weeks were convinced that they muat 
be born again, or die in their «ins. Iheir 
distress was generally great. During the 
first part of their exercises, they wept 
much, but as the work progressed in their 
hearts, tiieir tears subsided, and they felt 



such a sense of their great depravity and 
sinfulness, that the j trembled at the thought 
of approaching the judgment seat of Christ. 
Most of the subjects of this work, appear* 
ed to have a deep sense of the evil of sin, 
and to feel in the latter part of their con- 
victions, that they had a heart opposed to 
God and full of enmity against him. Some 
felt ready to conclude^ that he was neither 
just nor merciful: but when they were ' ^ '^i 
brought to see their helplessness and de- 1 ^ 
served punishment for sin, they were con* 
strained to acknowledge the justice of God^ 
in their final condemnation, and had clear 
views of justification alone, through the 
righteousness of Christ. 

There was now great joy in that city 
and the region around. Parents were often,- * 
seen rejoicing over a son, or daughter, yvho \ 
had been hopeful ly made a subject of grace- iiii« 

Brothers and sisters often mingled their * 
tears, weeping at the joyful recollection '^Wj 
of what the Lord had recently done for f - 
their souls. Young converts often went __5fej 
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from house to house, to tell what they haS 
experienced, and to warn their companions 
to flee from the wrath to come. In many 
instances, their exhortations produced the 
desired effect, and were the means of con- 
vincing: some of the dang;er of living and 
dying; in a state of impenitence. 

In some families God wroujrht wonders 
of divine erace. In one family the last 
inemHer, a son. who had lonj^ slighted the 
Saviour. wa<^ brought to know him and the 
riches of his grace : in another, both pa- 
rents and three of their children were made 
the hopeful subjects of a saving; change in 
less than a year. In five families both 
husbands and wives became the humble 
followers of Christ, and rejoiced in hope 
of ^'^e g:Iory of God. 

This work continued about three months, 
in which time, not less than one hundred 
and thirty appeared io have experienced 
the renovating influences of the Spirit, 
Among this number, some with great pro- 
priety may be stUed brands plucked out of 
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tta huminff. These profane sinners, ^§ye 
become exemplary followers of Christ, 
Many youths, who were sporting along the 
road of life, unconscious of danger, have 
been stopped in their thought I e^^s career, 
and become humble penitents. The ;^reat- 
#st nunvber, who have professed (vhiist in 
this revival, are under fweiity live j ears. 
Not one is known in Mr. Jinks' society, as 
being a subject of this Mork wiio is above 
fifty years old. 

Header, art thou young P Let this be a 
warning to thee, not lo put off repentance 
until old age. It may then be too late.— 
^ow is the accepted time, and now is the 
day of salvation. 

This work spreafl among the Baptist and 
Methodist denominations and many were 
added to them. As this work was of God, 
he saw tit to commence it, when it seemed 
best in his great plan, and to u^e such in* 
fitruments as should redown most to hi$ 
glory whttn he should make up his jewels. 
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Several ministers, doubtless have been 
honoured of God in their labours in that 
region, who will in the great day appear 
with these 6ouls to add lustre to their 
crowns of rejoicing. 

Most of those who obtained hopes in thift 
reformation, adorn the doctrine of God our 
Saviour, by a well ordered life and con- 
versation. Those who have fallen away 
from their professions, are persons whose 
convictions were generally short ; and who 
did neither know Ihe sinfulness of their 
own hearts, nor the powerful merits of 
Christ^s atoning blood. 

The number added to the churches in 
the north part of this town, the itK^mpilei:^^; .: 
lias not received. In Rocky HiH:^ revi-* 
val be^a^liKst sea^dn, APd many .souls wer6 
b^iliujlgf^b love our Lord supremely. Had- 
^jEbml^sJikewise received a rich manifes- 
^gbis of grace, and many towns along the 
Connecticut River, and some bordering ob 
thi^^ea; as Guilford, Brandford, and the I 
city of New-Haven, The College in thai 
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City caught a few drops of .mercy from 

heaven, and some young men .wha went, 

thither to become, eminent in human sci-. 

ence, have become wise unto salvation*. 

May they be burning and shining lii^hts in 

the world, and be instrumental of turning 

many to righteousness. 

Once more, we may turn Dur attention 

up the Connecticut River. There wc be* 

hold the city of Hartford, as a most dis* 

tinguished place in the catalogue of towns 

exalted to heaven, in privileges and ap* 

pearing before the throne with a multitude 

of converts. Within a few years, the. 

churches have been so constantly favoured 

with refreshing streams of salvation, and 

large additions of members, that they seem 

to view these manifestations so common, 

that they have neglected to give informa* 

tion to the world that the Lord is among 

them of a truth. East-Hartford has been 

extensively revived. Windsor has been 

alarmed, and a few have fled for refuge 

and laid hold on the hope set before them

in the gotpel. Enfield has been remem* 
bered before God. and some have left their 
ftll and followed Jesus. Suffield has been 
lioticedy as sharing largely in tha^ mercj 
which ehdureth for ever. Over £ast-» 
Springfield the clond passed, onl j distiling 
as it passed here and there a reviving drop. 
Over West-Springfield it hung for many 
days. The thunder of God's powder was 
heard, rockey hearts rent, the graves of sin- 
ners were opened and many of the saints 
arose. Blessed be God, they did not wish 
to sleep any longei* among the dead^ for 
their salvation was nearer than when they 
believed. They held from seven to ten 
meetings in a week. The people flocked 
to these meetings with willing minds and 
large numbers were made acquainted with, 
the Saviour of sinners. All denomina* 
tiohs shared in this soul ravishing, and 
«aving work. About fifty joined the Bap- 
tist church tinder the ministry of the Rev. 
Mr. Rand, and many the t'resbyteriaa 
church. 
The Spirit came down like a copiaos 
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aiiower on Hadley, North Hampton, Hat-^ 
Aeld, Deerfield, Sunderland, Montague, 
Leverett, and a large number of towns in 
the vicinity of these, and many hundreds 
were added to the Congr^ational church- 
es ; and other denominations who hold the 
principles of the doctrine of Christ, had 
considerable additions. The Spirit con- 
tinued to spread its amazing, and heart 
reviving influences for more than two hun- 
dred miles into the northern regions. To 
give only a brief narrative of the means 
and instruments which God honoured ; the 
views which many had, when the work be- 
gan to appear among them; the prayer 
meetings, humbling seasons, and joys that 
the followers of Jesus had; the anxiety, 
sorrows and almost distressing terrours, 
which sinners felt; the multitudes* of dif- 
ferent ages, sexes, conditions, characters, 
and complexions, who finally professed to 
have left Egyptian slavery, crossed the 
Red sea and begun their journey towards 
t better country, would fill many volumes. 
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Tet some events were so interesting that 
the writer cannot think himself justified 
in ]>assing them by, when the towns in 
which they took place, are mentioned. In 
Putney, a part of Brattleborous:h, West- 
minster, Westmoreland, and Keene, God 
has wrought wonderfully. 



Alst£ad, (N. H.) 
The work first appeared in a small vil* 
lage in the west part of this town in Dec. 
1814. From this part it spread and touch* 
ed upon some of the borders of Walpole. 

A small number of professors met on 
Lord's day evenings for religious confer- 
ence, which they continued under many 
discouraging circumstances, hoping, though 
with much tren^bling, that they should see 
the glory of God. At one of these meet- 
ings, a man about forty years happened to 
be present, who on his return home, began 
to inquire in himself^ what it could be that 
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thould induce these people to meet to- 
gether ? It seemed as though, aa agent 
unseen by the natural eye was operating 
on his mind, and said to his soul, that it 
was religion ; and that this religion was a 
divine reality, and that he was destitute of 
it. This text was brought powerfully to 
his mind. Thoufoolj this night thi^ sottl 
shM be required of thee I His sins were 
set in order before him, and a deep sense 
of God's justice In his condemnation, which 
filled his soul with unspeakable anguish 
and distress. But the-Lo^rd soon appear- 
ed for htm, and gave him joy and peace iu 
believing. At the next conference, he 
came forward and declared what God had 
done for his soul to the astonishment of 
all present. Many soon came in to hear, 
and a number became impressed, and the 
work began. 

Those who first experienced renovating 
grace were headi of families, who had past 
the meridian of life, and some had arrived 
to old age. In the spring of 1815, the 



work spread among the young people. This 
was quick and powerful. The attention, 
of matij was suddenly arrested without 
any extraordinary means, and in about 
fourdayS) the most of them were rejoicing 
in the God of their salvation. All unne- 
cessary business was suspended, and tfte 
place seemed, 

A young heaven on earthly ground, 
And glory in the bud. 

The change produced by this work is 
very apparent. In those families where 
God was not worshipped, there the eve- 
ning and morning prayers now ascend 
towards heaven. Those who rarely, if 
ever attended pwblick worship, are now 
constantly attentive to the duties of the 
sanctuary. Tho^ e vouths who were over 
fond of carnal diversions, now vi •., them 
with abhorrence, and apf^ear much more 
delighted in meeting for prayer and reli- 
gious eonference^ 
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The special agency of the divine Spirit 
has been remarkably manifested in this re- 
vival. Ordinary means and instruments 
seemed almost entirely excluded. If any 
have been rendered important and crown- 
ed with success, they have been principal- 
ly the subjects of the work. Faul may 
pK.nt and an Apollos water, but God must 
give the increase. 

Distinguishing grace lias been marv^U 
lously displayed in the choice of those, 
who have been the subjects of this glorious 
work. Some of all ages and classes, from 
twelve to about seventy years, have been 
called. The most of them had treated, 
even the common forms of religious in- 
struction, with neglect, and some had held 
the whole in the highest contempt. They 
are justly viewed as brands plucked out of 
the fire. 

Amazing goodness I love dWin^e ! 

O may our grateful hearts adore 
The matchless grace, nor yield to sin 

Nor wear-its cruel fetters more I 
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R00KINGHAM9 (Vt.) 
The work in this and some of the towns 
in its yicintj has been truly gracious, and 
occasioned unspeakable joy to Christians. 
Many have felt the power of the Spirit and 
have been enabled to fly to Jesus for sal- 
vation. Large accessions have been made 
to the churches. The small church over 
which the Itev. Mr. Elliot was settled, a 
few years since^ has become numerous, 
and the meeting house filled with attentive 
hearers. The good work appeared glori* 
•us in Cornish (N. H.) Multitudes of men, 
women, and children have experienced the 
gr^ce of God. Meetings, in every part 
of that town, were held daily, for many 
months. An almost universal attention 
was paid to these, by its inhabitants. Peo- 
ple from the neighbouring towns would 
frequently go over to see and hear what 
wonderful things the converts could ex- 
hibit to gratify their curiosity. Some who 
came to mock, retired with deep wouqds 
in their hearts. From Cornish the work 
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extended to other places. Plainfield was 
considerabi J refreshed, and a number have 
professed Jesus before men. Windsor re- 
ceived a few rich drops of mercy, from that 
cloud of righteousness, that seemed to con- 
tain the thunder of God's power, and 
abundance of the water of life, for thirsting 
multitudes. 

While the Spirit moved upon the hearts 
of hundreds in Cornish, the people in 
Windsor appeared unconcerned and given 
over^to frolick along the broad road to hell. 
On one side of the Connecticut River^ all 
seemed engaged in religion ; on the other, 
all engaged after wordly emoluments, ho- 
nours and amusements. A few Christians 
saw the signs of the times, and began to 
pour out their petitions before the throne 
of heaven, and to beseech the Lord Jesus 
to come, and tarry, and make known his 
power in Windsor. His ear was not heavy 
nor his arm shortened. Meetings began to 
multiply, and sinners began to hear the 
word with greater solemnity. The peals 
<)f Sinai's thunder fell, and «ouls begau to 
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see and feel themselves in danger of hetl 
fire. The deluded sons and daughters of 
pleasure, sought with all possible subtilitj 
to maintain their balls ^nd associations of 
amusing foolishness, but found themselves 
disappointed and overwhelmed with con- 
fusion. The revival gradually advanced, 
sinners were alarmed^ and Christians great-* 
ly engaged in prayer and exhortation. Tha 
writer being pastor of a church in that 
village, was eye, and he hopes heart wit- 
ness to some influences of the spirit upon 
that place. One day he visited a family 
of his charge, of whom it was said, that 
the Spirit had awakened: He found the 
report verified. On arriving at the dooi-, 
the man of the house met him, with the 
bible open, and tears rolling down hitf 
cheeks. His heart seemed so full of dis- 
tress, that he struggled sometime before 
be could utter a single sentence. After 
his passions were a little reduced, he be- 
gan to relate what his views, sentiments 
and manner of life had been ; and what he 
BOW felt and believed. He said that in 
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the niorning of life he was often thoughtful 
and verj seriously inclined ; but towards 
the meridian of life he embraced the senti- 
ments of the Universalists and became 
very careless. He was lately brought to 
a sense of his wretched condition, and 
very frequently thought that his sentiments 
were so abhorrent in God's sight, that par- 
don could not consistently be granted him 
— ^that he viewed himself to be the chief 
of sinners — that God would be just in ut- 
tering that' awful sentence against him. 
Depart ye curspd into everlasting firCy pre^ 
pared far the devil and his angels. The 
agony of his soul appeared to be ineiq)ress« 
ible. He walked, and wept and frequent* 
ly, would say, I am ruined for ever ; my 
3108 are too great to be forgiven. 

This was an house of sorrow, and of joy. 
His wife and a daughter of about fourteen,^ 
had obtained comfort in 'believing in Jesus; 
another daughter and son declared that 
they were under condemnation, and that 
the wrath of God was upon them. This 
scene was soon changed. The man was 
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brought to cast himself at the {^ei of Jesus, 
and had very clear views of his rich, free 
and unspeakable grace ; and that God could 
be just, and yet through the merits of Christ, 
could consistently pardon, even such an 
hell deserving sinner as himself. Joy beam- 
ed in his countenance. He appeared anx- 
ious to let every one know whom he met, 
that Jesus was precious and could save 
unto the uttermost all who come unto God 
by him. His daughter who was deeply 
concerned, had also obtained hope. These 
four in one fa-^ 'Iv, and *en of other fami- 
lies related their experiences to the church 
of which the writer was pastor, and pro- 
fessed tlieir faith in Christ on the 5th May 
1816. Hundreds assembled on this occa- 
sion « and from the solemnity of their coun- 
tenances, and the flowing tears that often 
bathed their cheeks, we might almost con- 
clude that they Were constrained to say 
within themselves, this religion must ap- 
pear important to these converts % it must 
possess powerful charms, and singular in- 
fluences to make them appear so happy, so 
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heavenly, and so willing to leave us all, 
for Christ. Some among the crowd knew 
by experience, that the religion these pro* 
fessed, was the One thing needful f and 
some had impressions made on their minds, 
that will be remembered in the day of judg- 
ment. 

Two other circa mstaiices are worthy of 
divulgation. A number of rude young men 
were ^ determined to hold on their way in 
vanity 9 and not to regard the Lord's day, 
nor attend its solemn assemblies, nor hear 
what the ministers of Jesus had to deliver 
in their masters name. These diose a 
room in a printing office in which a num- 
ber of them usually laboured, and io fasten 
their attention, and entertain their deprav- 
ed souls, they commenced card playing* 
This they continued so long that one arose 
to walk across the room to rest himself; in 
passing by a table or shelf he saw the bible 
lie open ; he stepped up and thought that 
he would amuse his mind for a moment in 
looking into that. The first passage in 
those blessed pagea that caught his gre 
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wiU Ido^ said Jesug. ^nd I Appoint unto 
you a kingdom. Seek first the kingdom 
of heaven. You can have this kingdom, 
young man, through the merits of Christ, 
only for asking. This kingdom will never 
fade away, it will never be destroyed. 

The traveller fell asleep, and the young 
man pondered upon what had been said. 
After meditating sometime upon the theme 
of their conversation he slept until morn- 
ing. When he awoke, the man was gone 
on his way, but what he had said remained 
fixed in his soul. Ask and you shall re- 
ceive a kingdom rung in his ears. All his 
vain associates who saw him the next day^ 
discovered a change in his countenance. 
He could no longer jest and he merry in 
their presence. He could no longer min- 
gle in the crowd of thoughtless sinners and 
squander away his precious time in recre- 
ations. The thunder of Sinai reached his 
ears, and flaming justice spread around 
him. Theru is no peace, saith the Lordj 
unto the wicked* This seemed for some 
time to hang heavy on his soul. He and 
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many young persons were hopefully con- 
verted in this revival. 

Hartland shared in this work. Norwick 
had a very refreshing shower. Many souls 
were brought home to God. Lebanon ex- 
perienced some mercy drops Hanover 
was highly favoured, especially in the north 
east part of the town. Large numbers were 
awakened, and a considerable number were 
made alive to God, and united with the 
churches in that region. The writer is 
happy, in having it in his power to inform 
the publick that the College, from which, 
many pious young men have come forth to 
preach Jesus, and have been verj eminent 
in the ministry, was not passed by. On 
that distinguished seat of literature, the 
Spirit made known its omnipotent ener- 
gies. Some who came to that place, with 
hearts of entire selfishness, felt in the time 
of this revival the expanding influences of 
grace, and were made willing to count all 
things^ but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus. This grace 
rendered them very active fortiod and the 
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souls of their fellow men. Thej held 
prayer meetings, appointed conferences^ 
and went out into different parts of that 
town, and into the village of Norwick, and 
exhorted sinners to repent, and saints to 
awake^ and arise from the dead. God own* 
ed their labours and added to their num- 
bers. 

The writer had the pleasure of attending 
two of those meetings, and can with much 
satisfaction announce, that those seasons 
are jet recollected with more than ordin* 
arj gratitude to our ascended Redeemer, 
who gave gifts to those students, and dis- 
positions fervently engaged for the salva- 
tion of men, and the glory of Christ. 

This work extended far up the River 
and spread wide into both states. Vermont 
has been partially blessed with revivals 
for many years: but in 1816 the heavens 
seemed to bow down upon her thousand 
summits, and the Spirit spread its effusions 
into more than one hundred societies. The 
'work was most remarkable and illustrious. 
From som^of the towns I have obtained 
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Terj accurate narratives, and shall present 
them to my readers: fully believing that 
the same spirit that descended upon those 
thousands, will descend upon some who 
may peruse these refreshing accounts. 

Your harps, ye trembling saints, 
Down from the willows take ; 

Loud to the praise of Christ our Lord, 
Bid every string awake. 



Fair-Haven. 

The church of which the Rev. R. Cush- 
Bfian was pastor, had become very small. 
Only four mates, and twenty five females 
were members in August 1816. During 
the whole of the summer a dark cloud over- 
spread them, and the frowns of divine 
Providence were generally felt in all parts 
of New-England. Mr. Cushman, and many 
more of his people than he expected as- 
sembled on the 31st July, agreeably to his 
request, and spent the day in fasting, hu- 
miliation, and prajer. From that time his 
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meetings on Lord^s days began to be more 
full and more solemn. 

About the first of September, the Rev* 
Jdr. Beaman of the State of Georgia preach- 
ed for Mr. Cushman a number of times. 
Being uncommonly gifted in oratory, he 
drew together a multitude of hearers, from 
all quarters. The Hoty Spirit attended 
his preachings and he was peculiarly faith*^ 
ful to his Master, and the souls of his hear- 
ers. He was evidently made an instru- 
ment in the hand of God, of great good to 
that people^ by exciting general attention 
to the subject of religion, which began to 
be a 8;eneral topick of conversation in al- 
most every circle. Besides this general 
attention and solemnity, nothing special 
appeared as yet, excepting in Mr. Cush- 
man's feelings. He began to be sensibly 
impressed with the almost certainty, that 
God was about to pour out his Spirit and 
effect a general reformation. It appeared, 
as though, he could see the cloud gather, 
and the showers of divine grace approach. 
He felt ptepared; and stood ready to at- 



tend to whatever God had for him to do in 
such a work, in a different sense from what 
he ever did before. Though he had always 
been wishing, and praying for such a sea- 
son, yet he never felt to stand in a waiting 
posture till then. 

Although the peculiarly melancholy sea- 
son, and the powerful preaching of Mr. JB. 
were undoubtedly the means, in the hand 
of God, of exciting general attention ; yet 
there were other instruments, which con- 
spired to aid on the glorious work. About 
the first of September, conference meet- 
ings, which had been entirely neglected 
during the summer, were again revived. 
The first meeting was well attended and 
solemn. Among those who attended, was. 
a man, about forty five, who had always 
been a leading character, and doubtless 
had more influence in the town and society, 
than any other individual. He was not 
only forward in town affairs, in erecting 
an elegant house for publick worship, in 
supporting the gospel, and in all useful 
publick institutions $ but was also a leader 
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in alifublick celebrations, and vain diver* 
sions. He was a punctual attendant upon 
publick worship ; but seldom attended con- 
ference. Being only a few professors pre- 
sent, Mr, Cushman asked him, if. he had 
nothing to say. He rose immediately, and 
addressed the assembly, directing his con- 
versation particularly to the young people. 
He told them that he had lately been to 
Granville, (N. Y.) where there was a re- 
vival ; and he found the people engaged iti 
things of religion. The attention, he ob- 
served was not confined to' women and 
children, and men of weak minds : but 
men of the first characters, and talents, 
were engaged, and spent considerable of 
their time in attending meetings, and per*- 
•uading their fellow sinners to repent. He 
seemed to talk as though he nad doubts 
respecting the divinity of the scriptures, 
and the truth of religion. But said that 
there might be a reality in these things, &a 
so many were engaged in them ; and if so, 
it was all important for them to know it* 
And as they never could have a bettor op* 



portanlty, he advised them to give up their 
diTersions and vain amusements, for the 
present, and devote the fall and winter to 
the examination of the subject. He said 
he would unite with them, and make a 
thorough inquiry. If after a faithful, im- 
partial and thorough examination, they 
should lind that reHgion was a farce, heaven 
an imaginary good, and hell a bug-bear, 
they would give themselves no more trouble 
about it. But if they found those things 
to be realities, as many of superiour talents 
and solemnly believe, they must be all im« 
portant ; and they would give all diligence 
to obtain an interest in them. If they were 
important to one, they were to all. And 
if they were any thing, they were every 
thing. 

The people heard with attention ; and 
by their profound silence, seemed to 'yield 
their assent, and enter into the solemn 
agreement. It was then proposed to at-> 
tend to a number of questions which were 
calculated to lead the mind to inquire into 
t4ie reality and importanee ef religion. A 
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Question was accordingly proposed to be 
discussed the next Lord's day evening, re- 
specting the immortality of the soul. The 
next, man's accountability. The truth of 
the scriptures, future state of retribution^ 
&c. By the time these questions were dis- 
cussed, many, who attended^ were con- 
vinced that religion indeed was a reality, 
and of the first importance. They found, 
that it was high time to attend to the con- 
cerns of eternity, and secure the salvatioa 
of their immortal souls. Their meetings 
increased, and were more and more inter- 
esting and solemn. 

Towards the end of September cases of 
conviction i>egan to multiply. God was 
evidently among them by the powerful op- 
erations of his Spirit. Conferences were 
Appointed in different neighbourhoods, and 
were* generally crowded: but there were 
no hopeful conversions till about the first 
of November. As the man above men- 
tioned had always gone forward, and take» 
the lead in. all their affairs and diversions^ 
iwd had made the propos2^1 to attend to 
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fte things of religion ; it seemed as though 
the people were then waiting for him to 
break the way, and lead them into the 
kingdom of heaven. Though he was much 
engaged, continually going from house to 
house, persuading sinners to attend meet- 
ings, and seek their soul's salvation, and 
was under solemn conviction of his own 
lost state by nature ; yet his heart seemed 
to resist, for a long time the influences of 
the Spirit. His conviction increased, and 
his anxiety for the salvation of his neigh- 
bours did not abate. At a conference in 
the meeting house on the first Lord's day 
in November, he was much distressed, re- 
lated the exercises of his own mind, ex- 
pressed a sense of his own perilous situa- 
tion, and warned the people. Towards 
the close of the meeting he rose again and 
gpoke at considerable length, and in such 
a manner as to interest the feelings, and 
gain the uncommon attention of the whole 
audience. He then mentioned the solemn 
resolution that he had made; that he wasde- 
^rmined, by the strength tf th&Almighty^

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to seek an interest in Christ, make religion 
his business and serve his God the remain- 
der of his days. He urged it upon all the 
people to make the same resolution, and 
used many impressive arguments. When 
he had gotten their minds wrought up to 
an high pitch, he made a proposal to them, 
and earnestly requested that all those who 
had any regard for their own souls, and 
were willing to make such a resolution, 
would then manifest it by falling upon thck* 
knees with him, and saying the Lord's 
prayer. H being so sudden, and unex- 
pected, the whole assembly were struck 
and seemed to drop at once. Many, if not 
the greatest part at that moment, made 
the solemn resolve; and pledged them* 
selves to fulfil, by the repetition of those 
sacred words. When they came to reflect 
upon the transaction which ^'^as done by 
many without .any premeditation, being 
thus called to it unawares, they were so 
struck with their high obligations to God> 
that they could find no rest to their souls 
till they had paid iheir vow, and by the 



l^irit bad cordially embr^ieed the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

A number, though somewhat impressed 
before, dated their first deep concern for 
their souls from this meeting and from 
their sudden resolution. The. man nvho 
called the people to the resolution, him- 
self, seeing the immediate effect, was also 
struck with a more awful sense of his own 
situation. He saw that it was likely that 
God was making an instrument of bim, to 
call up the attention of the people to the 
concerns of eternity : and it struck his 
mind with force, that he might be the means 
of the conviction and conversion of some 
sinners; and while they were delivered 
from destruction, by his instrumentality, 
he himself should be cast down to hell. 
He was not alone in his fears. His own 
publick, and solemn resolution also, seem- 
ed to heighten his distress and increase his 
conviction. His anxiety was so great 
after this transaction, that he scarcely clos- 
ed his eyes to sleep that night. He went 
from the meeting to his own house, but 
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could not retire to rest from a sense of his 
awful situation. He went out to* one of 
his neighbours ivhose wife was pious, and 
the only professor living in the village* and 
requested her to pray for him. The hus- 
band and two workmen were present, and 
under deep distress for their own souls* 
She told him that he roust pray for himself. 
He said, he was so wicked he could not 
pray. She urged it upon him again and 
again. He finally concluded, that, if she 
would pray for him, that he might pray, he 
would make the attempt : for they all felt 
as though they must have a prayer, and 
there was no other professor near. Ac- 
cordingly, they all kneeled down and he 
attempted to pray — but received no relief. 
He said afterwards, that his heart appeared 
as hard as a stone, and his prayer, like 
that in the meeting house, seemed not to 
rise above his head. God appeared at a 
vast distance ; and it was with the great- 
est difficulty that he could bring him into 
his mind. He scarcely knew what he want- 
citi in prayer, and it seemed to him all 
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abominatton. He thea returned home, and 
continued in the same frame of mind all 
night and the next daj. Sleep and rest 
departed from him. Monday evening was 
the stated time of their weekly prayer 
meeting, and it was held at his house bj 
the request of his wife. Many attended, 
and the meeting was solemn and inter- 
esting. He was more calm in his mind 
during the services; and that night. he 
rested quietly until morning. When he 
mwoke he found a surprising alteration in 
bis feelings. God appeared near to him^ 
and be felt reconciled to him through Jesus 
Christ, whom he could then clearly see as 
he said on the right hand of the Father in- 
lerceding for his people. Before this time 
he never had such a clear view of the Sav* 
lOur, as mediator between God and man. 
He seemed to embrace him and trust ia 
his merits alone for salvation. 

Before the revival commenced, there was 
Bot a male professor in the village, and but 
very few in town. When the minds of the 
people began to be called up to ^e con«* 
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cerns of eternity,, and their consciences 
awakened, thej began to see their desola* 
tion, and ffeel the propriety and importance 
of family prayer. But as none could pray, 
or dare make the attempt, this man pro- 
posed to have as many as could attend, 
meet every morning in the schoolhouse at 
seven oVIock, and have Mr. Cushman go 
and read a chapter in the bible and pray 
with them as a substitute for family prayers 
in their own houses. This practice was 
xiontinued from the commencement of the 
revival, till they began to pray in their 
own families. These meetings were owned 
<jf God, and blessed to the good of many 

This man said on Tuesday morning at 
their prayer meeting, that he felt as though 
lie could submit to God. About the same 
t^me a number were brought into the king- 
dom. How wonderful are the ways of 
God ! Though he is infinitely able to bring 
people to experience his grace, without 
means as well as with ; yet he always uses 
them; and just such as he pleases^ as though 
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he could do nothing without ; and often in 
a manner surprising to us, but always ho- 
nourable to himself. 

Immediately after the conversion of th© 
man who had been so instrumental in call* 
ing up the attention of others, the work 
rapidly increased. Every day for some 
weeks, there were some instances of con- 
viction, and some hopeful conversions. 
These converts were humble, and solemn, 
and alive in the cause of religion. That 
man, in a special manner of whom conside- 
rable has already been written, dwelt upon 
a theme entirely new. He was the first, 
who made a profession of his faith in 
Christ. 

In November and December the work of 
God was so powerful, and made such won- 
derful progress, that all apparent opposi- 
tion was hushed ; and it appeared that all 
were coming and would bow before the all- 
conquering Spirit of grace, to the mild 
aceptre of the Prince of Peace. All was 
unity and love among Christians. The 
principal inquiry among the impenitent, 
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was, What shall w^ do to he saved ? The 
converts seemed to think of little else, but 
to glorify God their Deliverer, and do 
something to advance his cause, and per- 
suade their fellow beings to be reconciled 
to God, through the merits of Christ. 

Though this account has already been 
drawn out to a greater length than many- 
others, jet the writer persuades himself^ 
that his readers will be still entertained, 
with the relation of a few more cases, im 
which the agency of the Spirit is most il- 
lustriously made known* 

One man, nearly sixty, who had been an 
influential character, and forward in sup- 
porting the gospel, and other useful insti- 
tutions, but far from religion, was unex- 
pectedly wrought upon by the Spirit t>f God 
and made a hopeful subject of his special 
grace. He was a man of undoubted vera- 
city and strict integrity. He had the con- 
fidence of the publick and discharged the 
duties of several offices of trust in the towa 
with faithfulness and ability. He was 
generally co/isidered moral^ ^ough not 



entirely free from profanity. He was a 
warm friend, but a severe enemy. He was 
perhaps, in the strictest sense one of those 
who loved his friends and hated bis ene* 
mies^ and considered himself justified in so 
doing. He had been a violent opposer of 
the doctrine of grace; but finding that he 
could not maintain an argument against' 
it, he became in a measure convinced d' 
his errour, and showed no publick opposi« 
tion to the doctrine for some years. He 
generally attended publick worship ; and 
depended for salvation upon his own works* 
He thought if he were moral in his exter* 
nal conduct, he should certainly be saved. 
He had a long catalogue of supposed good 
works, set to his account, which he con- 
fidently believed would more than balance 
all the charges which €rod might have 
against him ; and with these he expected 
io purchase salvation. Upon this ground 
he was so firmly fixed that he could not be 
driven from it by all the arguments whieh 
could be drawn from reason and the word 
cif God. He kaew the mind of clear fiuir 
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veil doctriDated Christiana respecting him, 
and was sensible that the preaching which 
he constantly heard was all against him. 
But all did not avail any thing to alter his 
opinion respecting himself. He was ig^ 
Borant of the Scriptures, having turned 
his attention almost wholly to things of a 
worldly nature. He often addressed the 
people at conference meetings. He be- 
sought them to reform, and become reli- 
gious, and be engaged; and he said, he 
saeant to be as religious as any of them $ 
having no idea of the depravity of his owa 
heart, or necessity of a change ; but sup- 
posed, that all that was necessary to be 
religious, was to be morally honest, punc- 
tual in performing some external duties, 
and a certain degree of engagedness in 
the cause. And all this might be done, 
with such hearts as they already had. Mr« 
Cushman had often conversed with him 
v-pon this subject, endeavouring to show 
him his true situation^ the danger of resting 
upon such ground, and the importance of 
regeneration 5 but apparently to very little 
effecti 
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He called upon Mr. Cushman one daj, 
and conversed upon what Mr. C. had often 
urged upon his hearers concerning self- 
examination, and how if hearers would be 
faithful to themselves they might assertfdn 
the state of their hearts ; and that he halA 
according to those directions, made a faUb»> 
ful, and thorough examination, and fo^iii^ 
that his heart was changed, if this werp 
necessary ; it was certainly right at last; 
for he had done many things to the glory 
lOf God. With a degree of surprise Mr. C. 
said, Well, lam more discouraged. Upon 
which the man raised his voice and said^ 
Why ? What other motive could I have 
in entertaining and supporting ministers^ 
building meeting houses, attending meet- 
ings, relieving the distressed &c. ? Mr* C 
viewed it of no importance to converse 
much with him ; for the man was still fixed 
in selfishness, and came to establish his 
own righteousness. This reluctance to 
converse with him considerably agitated 
his mind. Mr. C. perceiving this, and the 
apparent anxiety of his mind^ and that he

was not entirely easy and secure, convers* 
ed freely ind dealt plainly with him. The 
man listened with attention, and was some- 
mrhat affected. 

Some dayg after this conversation, he 
fcnowing f hef opinion of his minister, and 
many Christians concerning him, he de- 
termined to sit down, and try the solidity 
and strength of hrs foundation for future 
happiness. He accordingly recounted over 
deliberately and reckoned up his good 
4eeds, which he had b%en placing to hts 
credit forgo many years ; and found as he 
thought^ that they were so numerous and 
of so good a quality that a just God could 
Dot send him to hell. His mountain then 
stood stronger than ever : but the thought 
recurred to his mind, that he might have 
some evil deeds and he would add them 
up also, compare them with his good works, 
and strike the balaince. He accordingly 
began to reckon them dp, one by one, and 
soon found that they were more numerotrs 
than what he had ever imagined. Many 
things recurred to his mind of which he bad 
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T^ot thought for years : and inany otherg^ 
which he had always considered innoi^enty 
appeared then to b^ heinous sins in the 
sight of God. The more he thought, the 
more rapidly his sins rushed into.his mind ; 
and he began to repent of his undertakings 
and to shrink from the unwelcome vision f 
but then found that it was impossible to 
prevent his sins from rushing, into view* 
His sins were set in order before his eyes- 
and the sight, he thought was more than he 
could bear. He began to see clearly that^ 
on the ground of good works, he was gone ; 
for his evil deeds exceeded his good ones : 
and like a drowning man, catching at every 
straw, and almost in a state of desperation, 
he suddenly turned his mind to the other 
side, to see if he could not find more gpe^ 
deeds, that he might jet if possible, have 
enough to balance his sins. But upon the 
first sight of his good works, he saw to his^. 
utter astonishment, to use his own Ian- 
guage9 that they were all good for nothing* 
His coufusion was great 1 He knew not 
what to do. The foundation upon which 
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he had stood for more than half a eentury^ 
was swept away, and he was left in a state 
t)f despair. His sins appeared like moun* 
tains before htm« ready to crush him into 
hell, and he had nothing to set against 
them. He thought then that none could 
be so giheat a sinner as he. Instead of 
having done much for God, to profnote his 
glory, as he had yainlj imagined, he had 
done nothing at alt. His whole life had 
been but one continual adtofsin and re- 
bellion against God ; and he saw no waj 
by which it was possible for him to escape 
eternal woe. He thought he must be 
damned and that justly. 

MK Cushman tisited hirh, and found htm 
almost in the borders of complete despair. 
Be talked constantly, and often mentioned 
his abused priviliges, lamenting his past 
life, in which he had done nothing for God, 
and beitidftned his fate. Mi". (>• spoke to 
him upon the efficacy of Christ^s death, the> 
fulness of the atonement for sinnersi^^nd 
the Omnipotency of th Spirit ; he replied, 
that it was too late $ there was iio mercj 
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Ihr liim ; his happiness was for ever at an 
end. They w^nt to conference that even- 
ing:, and he took an early opportunity ta 
address the assembly. He then talked as 
he never did before. In a very feeling 
manner, he warned the people, especially 
the youths, ef their imirient tlanser while 
impenitent, and solemnly admonished them, 
net to put off the all important concerns of 
eternity. For his obstinate blindness, 
ivhen he had been so often warned of his 
danger, his utter neglect of God, awful in- 
gratitude and wickednes, he was utterly 
ruined : his misery had already begun, and 
he then felt the torments of despair en- 
kindled in his breast. His address made 
a solemn impression upon the minds of the 
people, which was not soon forgotten. In 
this dispairing state he continued for some 
days, lamenting, as he thought, his most 
aggravated sin, his awfiii ingratitude to his 
heavenly benefactor. 

At («n^h Ood appeared for his relief, 
opened his eyes to see his Saviour, whose 
•righteousness was sufficient to cover all his 
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sins ; and opened his heart to receive him 
as his all-sufficient Redeemer. A flood of 
divine light appeared to break in upon his 
soul, and fill him with joy inexpressible. A 
view, of the Saviour, dispelled those clouds 
of darkness which had so long; hovered 
over his mind, and drove away his despair. 
Sorrow was immediately turned into joy, 
beauty was given him, for ashes^ the oil of 
joy for mourningn and the garment of praise 
for the spirit of heaviness. - His transla- 
tion out of darkness and despair into God's 
marvellous light, was so sudden and un- 
expected, that he could not forbear crying 
out, though alone, glory to God I He took 
the first opportunity to relate in publick, 
what the Lord had done for his soul. The 
relation was striking and interesting. In 
this conversion, the favour of God has beeij 
so evidently manifested, that the enemies 
of Christ, and his doctrine have been con- 
founded. He has ever since sustained a 
character that is truly indicative- of his 
renovation. He seems to be astonished be- 
yond measure, that he should live so long 
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Mind to the beauties of God's character, 
and the excellency of religion. 

Another remarkable instance of God^s 
abounding grace was exhibited in the con- 
Version of a man of about thirty five, who 
had lived in that town about three years, 
without attending publick wophip more 
than two or three half days. When the 
awakening began he made light of it, and 
called it enthusiasm. His wife's sister 
who then resided with him was one of the 
first who was awakened out of the villager 
and for some time, was the only one in that 
neighbourhood who attended the confer- 
ences. Always when she returned from 
those meetings, he was very inquisitive* to 
know what they were doing in the village : 
what new instances of awakening ; who 
talked in meeting: what they said, &c. ; 
and turned it off with a degree of ridicule. 
Not long after she went home to her father's 
in Salem (N. Y.) and tarried a few weeks. 
IShe obtained hope in Christ the morning 
she went away, but did not make it known 
till she returned* At evenioj;, when the 
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time for the people to attend conference 
arrived, he felt the same anxiety to know 
what was going on in the village, as he ex- 
pressed it ; and knew of no one in the 
neighbourhood who was going,' of whom he 
could inquire. He waited some time, and 
finally concluded that he must go himself. 
He had then never attended conference 
meeting in his life. When he entered the 
house, beheld the multitude of people which 
were collected, and saw for himself what 
was going on, he was astonished, and ready 
to exclaim that the half had not been told 
him. He was immediately struck with a 
sense of the reality and importance of re- 
ligion ; and was no longer disposed to treat 
the subject with ridicule or levity. He 
returned with a heavy heart, wounded con- 
science, and a solemn countenance. The 
next day was the Sabbath, and he attend- 
ed meeting all day. Those sermons were 
the first he ever really heard, in all his life. 
He attended conference again in the even- 
ing, and prayer meeting on Monday morn- 
ing. But at this meeting, something being 
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said which seemed to displease him; it 
was suggested to him at once, that there 
was nothing in religion, and he instantly 
determined that he would have nothing to 
do with it. He then resolved to drive away 
his serious impressions, and get rid of his 
concerir of mind as soon as possible. Ac* 
cordingly he went from the meeting to the 
town, found some of his companions, and 
agreed with them to go the next day a 
hunting. The day arrived and he went ia 
pursuit of his- game. He found however, 
that' he took himself with him, and that 
his conscience could not be quieted. He 
went the next day, still resolving to divert 
his mind, and drive away his conviction ; 
but succeeded no better than before. It 
not being convenient to go again the next 
day, he turned his attention to some other 
employment. But he found, before night, 
that it was a vain thing to fight against 
God any longer. Instead of driving away 
the Spirit, and stiffling his conviction, he 
found that his anxiety for his soul, and 
cOBviction of sia^ constantly increased. To 
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silence the upforaidingft of a guilty coil' 
science, was absolutely impossible. Though 
bis days were spent in diversion, and ap« 
parent cheerfulness, bis nights were sleep- 
less, and distressing beyond expression.^ 
He yielded, gave up the idea of banishing 
his fears in this manner, and of stiffling 
his conviction, and resolved once more to 
attend to the concerns of his soul in earn- 
est. He again attended conference meet- 
ings; and when Mr. Cushman had a pri- 
vate conversation with him for the first 
time, he had kept all his feelings, resolu« 
tions and motives entirely to himsef. And 
even then he did not express what he really 
felt in bis soul ; but requested Mr, C. to 
call on him the next day. Mr, C. went to 
visit him, and when he had asked him how 
he felt. He said, he felt as though he were 
in a new world. He observed., that on re- 
turning from evening conference he wbs 
60 borne down with a sense of his sins and 
guilt, that he durst not go to bed, for he 
thought if he went to sleep, he should cer- 
taiuiy awake in hell. Hi^ family all re-. 



tiredy ignoraiit of bis sitm^ttpi^ and h^ sat 
up till it WAS verj lat€.

H« tried to pray* but could say, nothing* 
He concluded at length to go to bed^ and 
irisk tha consequences* And as he re- 
>clined his. head upon bis pillow^ in awful 
agonyt he foltto give himself into the hands 
of God^ to do witb him as he pleased* If 
be miiBt perish, as hfs thought was certain^ 
vand which he taw to be perfectly just, he 
would perish at. the feet of Jesi|s. He fell 
immediately asleep^ having b^d no rest be- 
fore for about a w^eebt And awoke in A new 
world. It. was a new morninj^ to bim.**^ 
Old tbing$ were jiassad a$ti^f and behold 
' all tMfigs hstd becfime nfw ;— Every tbiof 
on which be gazed appeared to be fui} of 
God— -and all nature seemed tp nnUe witb 
him in praising the Redeemer; suph love 
as he then bad for the .«hai*acter of God 

L 
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ei;:ceeded liny thing, of which before he 
had any idea. He thought he I eyed hie 
family before ; but never did tie have that 
afiection for them which then seemed to 
flow from his heart. And the people of 
God appeared to Inm exceedingly pre- 
cious ; whereas before, he almost despised 
them. When he came to examine the 
scriptures upon the distinguishing system 
of God's grace, and of his minutely anfd 
extensively, ordering and governing every 
part of the Universe, hefoitnd his heart ia. 
perfect unison with them. Who can deny 
the special grace of God, whea they be* 
hold such a trophy as this? 

I will mention another very striking in- 
stance of conquering grace. This subject 
is a British* soldier, who served under Lord 
Wellington in Spain, Portugal and France. 
At the conclusion of the war in Europe^ 
4ie was sent to Canada; and was in the 
battle of Plattsburgh. He then deserted 
Wnd came into Vermont. He came into 
Fair-Haven sometime previous to the 
^wakeningy and lived in a family about^two 






miles frem the village. "When be firat 
heard about this work he was so profound) j 
ignorant of any such thing) that he thpughi 
it was some great feast;, but durst not ex- 
pose his ignorance so much as to inc|uire. 
As the attention increased, the family 
where he lived began to attend the con- 
ferences, and he went with th^m. His 
mind was soon arrested. He laid aside his 
profanity and excessive drinking, to which 
he had. long been addicted^ and gave his 
mind wholly to the things of religion. As 
he attended to the subject his anxiety in- 
creased. But while he was in a measure 
convinced of sin, of his entire depravity, 
lost state by nature, and the certainty of 
eternal misery without repentance, his 
heart for a long time retained its hardness. 
He at length became discouraged, and form; 
ed the resolution in his mind, to give it all 
up, and have nothing more to do with the 
things of eternity. He went immedii^tely 
to tlie tavern, with some of his old com- 
rades, and drank, iie said, more than he 
had before for some months. In this lys^y. 
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lie was rletemiiintfd to drowii/if po86ibl«^ 
all serious impressions und thoughts. By 
this time the minds df the famiiy were very 
deeply impressed. The matins wife was the 
only professor before. Sooti after, a doc* 
tor, who was a subject i>f the work, and 
some others, were at the house, conversing 
upon the things of religion ; and they sent 
out to have him come in, that he might re- 
ceive some of the benefit of the conver* 
sation. But he refused, having resolved to 
avoid every thing that was ea4cu fated to 
bring the subject of religion into minfl. 
When they were about to separate, they 
proposed to have a prayer ; and sent out 
again to have him attend : but he still re* 
fused. The doctor, in returning home^ 
ivent near where he was at work ; called 
and conversed with him; and urged it up- 
on him to attend to the concerns of his souL 
At first he entirely refused to give any 
heed to what was said to him. But as the 
doctor persevered in setting forth to him 
the importance of believing in God with 
^11 hit heart I he finally concluded that he 



would ftitcud to the saige^i, and. made* a 
promise to th.e doctor to this effect. Hi^ 
did not forget his promise* In<a day. or 
two after, h^ was thii^^hingin the barn^ aad 
being desirous of company, a np.ighbour 
i^reed to come and thfesh with himriii the* 
afternoon,, provided it continued to storm 
so that he <Quld not work out. The time 
arrived when he expected him $ but the 
wind blew up from the west and seemed 
to promise fair weather. He was at once 
angry, and said, before he thought, Damn 
the wind. At which expression, though 
always accustomed to such language, he 
was immediately shocked in such a man- 
ner, that be almost fell to the floor. He 
9at down and was not able to stand for 
some time. He said, he never received 
such a violent shock before in all his life. 
The thunders of war, the fall of thousandjs 
at his side, the shrieks of the wounded, the 
groans of the .dyiogy and prx^spect of in- 
stant death in the field, of- battle,, never 
struck him with half the horrour* Froiji 
that he begai^ to -see clearly the plague of'

««lf ; he felt thW he must thito arise, pro- 
claim the goodneids and mfercy of God, and 
call upon the assembly io prais^ him : bvt 
thought it would not do for silch an igno- 
rant, wicked creature as fa<^, to «ay a ^mt>d 
before such an Assembly. ltd found, how** 
ever, that he cduld not sUp^ress his feel- 
ings, and aroid breaking Out in expres^Mi^ 
of praise to God, if he tarried there, h^ 
arose and left thre ho^iae* l^jwent away

Ilis toingve 
Wftfi 4(Ktsed to speak with tiie eloqoence of 
itn ^raJtor. And while iiis sottl seemed to 
fl*>w forth in '('aptuk'es of Jove, joy^ -and 
fK^ise; !he iexpressed ihiit de^p hiilnili/tj^ 
-repentfttiice lor sin^ and settle .of -unworthi- 
t¥>^s8, th^t was striklngty ednVincing Ito aH, 
that -it was tim Spirit of God, that opctoeli 
bis motith, and gave him ntteriinoe. With 
no relation that had been given in pnbliek, 
were th^ petnple of God mere surprisingly 
iiniinated, and Ih'e witked more sensiblv 
utmick with amiizement. To see him, who 
tot a short time before^ was a profane 
idrtlnkard, thtnightldss of God and fearless 
of man ; who ^as extremely ignorant, and 
never ftceottomedto sp^aik before an as- 
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sembly, rise and display such eloquence iu 
the cause of God, was enough to convince 
the boldest infidel of the truth of religion. ^ 
It appeared that none could hear, and not^ 
acknowledge the mighty power of God. 

God has wrought wonders in that towlif 
ivhereof we are glad, and have reason to 
praise his name for ever. There, many 
instruments were used to accomplish his 
purposes concerning Zion. There, a sur- 
prising change has been wrought, even 
upon the face of the whole town : the jouug 
and the old, the rich and the poor, the 
learned and the unlettered, meet asbreth- 
ren of one great family, and sweetly agreOf 
io follow on to know the Lordj and run 
the race that is set before them in the goS' 
pel, looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher, of their faith. There, the church, 
once almost blotted out from under heaven, 
and their minister about to flee away, and , 
seek a people who would hear and believe J 
the gospel ; now abounds with converts of - 
the first abilities, wealtli^ learning, and in- 
fluence, that, that town can boast. About 
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ene hundred have joined thiit church.— 
Some have united \^ith the Methodists, 
some with the Episcopalians, and 3ome with 
the Baptist. 

God has delivered his cause from re- 
proach, and laid waste the sjrstems of infi- 
dels. These are -confounded, and stand 
ivith silent astonishment, to see such a 
striking alteration, a,s evident! j appears 
in many old hardened sinners, who they 
thought, were inaccessible to the influences 
of religion. But they are not more asto- 
nished than many of the converts are them- 
iselves, to find such a change in their own 
feelings, views, motives and desires. 

Who can behold the blessed effects of 
ihe religion of Jesus, and not be convinced 
of its divine original ? The men of the 
world, however depraved, may see, that 
the power of this religion upon the heart 
breaks up confirmed habits of vice, sub- 
dues the unruly passions, tames the fero* 
cious temper, changes all the aft^ections, 
and makes the carnal man entirely a new 
creature. Therefore^ if any man bt in 
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'ft 

Christy he is u new creatures old things 
are passed away ; behold^ all things are fe- 
come new. Who is able to do this, but the 
eternal jGrod himself? Hence it is added. 
And aU things are of Ood^ who hath recon^ 
died us to himself by Jesus Christ. 



POULTNEY, (Vt) 

This and many other towns, were re- 
ceived about the same time on the West 
tide of the Green Mountain. In 1816 an 
uncommon gloom spread over that whole 
state. The season was trulj alarming, and 
every month thi'ough that year was whitf^n* 
ed with frost or snow. This severe judg- 
ment seemed to produce a solemnity upon 
the minds of multitudeis ; yet nothing ap- 
peared to promise a revival in Poultney 
until September, In that month, a work 
of grace began in one corner^of the town. 
The pious were held in a stalb of suspense^ 
between hope and fear, whether, it would 
continue and spread its blessings, or take 
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its flighty and le^Te the people in their 
sins. 

About this time, there was a singular oc-^ 
currence in the centre of tlie town^ which 
led some to believe, that the Spirit was 
mercifully hovering over its inhabitants. 
One evening towards twilight, a number of 
girls from eleven to fourteen years old, 
were merrily at play, on the broad steps of 
the Baptist M'eetiug house, and were sud- 
denly struck with solemn awe, without any 
.visible cause, and retired sighing, and sob- 
bing to an house, where they lipent the 
evfenidg in reading the bible and other good 
books. One, of these children, was the 
daughter of the Rev. C. Kendrick. Some 
of these, obtained a good hope through 
grace and^have professed their Lord before 
nten. 

In October the work spread into differ- 
ent parts of the iown. Meetings were 
crowded and many began to inquire. What, 
they sIcQrM do to he saved. This work was 
rapid; yet in a great degree, free from en* 
thusiasm. About t^ hundred have beea 
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liopefaUy brought to know lefus^ and re* 
joice in the riches of his salvation. One 
hundred of this number have. joined the 
Baptist church. Manj of the converts are 
.in the bloonii of youth. 
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In November 1816 the work began in 
this town% Conferences increasedin^ium- 
ber, and were much crowded^ T|)e work 
has been principally among youths; and 
even children have shared a part of those 
gracious influences, that have inclined 
lihemto forsake all their vanitiesi and seek 
first the kingdom of heaven. They were 
brought to discover their exceeding vile- 
ness and guiltiness before an holy God. 
They were generally led to see the justice 
of their everlasting eondemuation ; an4 
that they never did, and never could di^ 
any thing to recommend themselves to the 
divine favour of Jehovah : that if they were 
«v£r gavedy it must be altogether by graces 



' Tire exhortations of joixtg donr^rts, a^d 
those newly awakened, beyond any other 
^eansy have been owtied and Messed of 
'Godjforthfe eonviction and conversion of 
sinners. About fifty have joined the Bap- 
tist church, a number the CongregationaT^ 
and some the Methodist society. 

Pawlet has received much rain from this 
«1oud of mercy. Ira seemed to lie under 
the heaviest part of^that shower, and al- 
most every family in that town iiras awak- 
ened, and many believed ; not because of 
the sayings of converted souls from other 
towns, who testified that Jesus told them 
all things that they had ever done; for 
they felt his power themselves, and knew 
indeed that he was ike Christy the Saviour 
wfthewb'rld. 

Clarendon and Wallingford were some 
alarmed, and a few fled for refuge and 
found peace, through the atoning -blood of 
the Lamb, which taketh away the siti of the 
world. Upon Mountholly, God was seeii 
in glorious majesty. Tftere, many souls 
wiip had Jkoown his power for four or fivf^ 
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jears and some for more than twenty^ 
were waiting to receive their Lord, and bid 
him a, cordial welcome to their hearts and 
families. When thej heard that he was 
travelling in righteousness, upon one part 
of that mountain, and appearing mightj to 
save ; they left all, and went out, to behold 
the ensigns of his power, and to walk in. 
the light of his countenance. About sixty 
were added to the Baptist church, of which 
the Rev. Mr. Packer is pastor. 



Dorset^ 
In this town Go<l has made his mightj 
power known, and more than Mty have 
joined the Congregational churcK, and ^ 
.considerable number the Baptist. 

Manchester has been visited, and xnanj 
souls have been turned from the power «f 
.sin, to love holiness and keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord. The work has 
been glorious in the ejes.of the righteous, 
and great numbers^ from the best inf<)rma- 
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tion obtained, have experienced the abound- 
ing grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

It spread its renovating influences into 
Arlington and a part of Shaftsburj. In 
Townsend, God has wrought wondrously. 
This region was inveloped in spiritual 
darkness : but it is now a region of light« 
The sun of righteousness has arisen with 
healing in his wings, and a lustre now co- 
Ters the summit of their hills. Little chiU 
dren under ten years of age, have been 
made to cr j,,hosanna to king Jesus I It has 
been customary for these children to spend 
their intermissions at school as a prayer 
ineeting. They appear as faithful as any 
Christians. One of them, asked her father 
to pray for her : he told her that he could 
not. She then asked him, if she might 
pray? He gave her leave, and she kneeled 
down in the presence of her parents, and 
poured forth her fervent desires before 
him^ who has said. Suffer little children to . 
eome unto me and forbid them not^for pf*, 
such is the kingdom of heaven. That was . 
an affecting fecen^^ and will uEdoubtedly 
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"^e remembered} by that family for many 
years. Her father^s heart seemed to melt 
ivithia him, aud ha$ sinpe beea hopefully 
converted. 

Some of the most respectable men in that 
place have been heard to inquire in earned, 
What shall we do to be saved ? A number 
9f them have been made the trophies of 
distlngiiisliing grace. In one family, five 
have been broqght to leave the ranks of the 
enemy, and unite with the people of God. 
Some others, who had denied the very ex- 
istence of the Deity, are now dwelling up- 
on tlie delightful tlieme} of Christ and hiiu 
crucified. 

Windhal!, Peru and Jamaica have also 
been visited, and many who have long sat 
in the region and shadow of death have - 
4een great light. 

Cavendish and Ludlow with some other 
towns in their vicinity lying on the E^stf 
fiide of the mountain, have been highly fa-» 
voured a fen years past with great grace^ 
>nd many souls were turned unto the Lprd« 

We turn our attention agaia to vi^w t 
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Thnze of towns on the West sitfc of the 
mountain, where thousands have been rais- 
ed from this valley of dry bones, and the 
breath iof inspiration has filled an exceed- 
ing great army with heavenly energy. 

Rutland and Pittsford, thongh slow to 
believe, have not been entirely neglected. 
Prayer meetings were often held, and many 
saints strove for the unity of the spirit, 
and plead earnestly for Jestis to come 
among them, and manifest his glorious 
'power for the salvation of souls* They 
trften heard the noise of abundanice of rain, 
and were frequently raised high in expect- 
ation, that God would appear in his glory 
to build up Zion among tiiem ; but did||ot 
partake so extensively of his mercies as 
their neighbouring towns. 

Castleton was moved almost universally 
to seek the Lord while he might be found, 
and to call upon him while he was near. 
The wicked were enabled by the spirit of 
the living God, to fbrsake their ways, and 
the unrighteous their thoughts, and to turn 
ynto the Lord who had mercy upon them,

The glory of the Lord shown tjpoil Ben>- 
son and Hubbarton. More than tw4> hna^ 
dred were iquickened, and with repentant 
hearts received the gospel Of Christ. Their 
meetings wereclargef solemn^ and i^oeoied 
to be n«ar the gates of heaven. Manjr 
came boldly to the throne of Jesns, to ofi^ 
tain mercy andjmi grace tt help ifi time 
0f need, 

Braililon trembled at the. etsUhitiiins of 
God's aw&i jadgments that touched her 
mountains^ and spcead d^plation throng 
her froitfal vales. Indications of a Camine 
alflBwad many. In October IB16 an ua^ 
ulsual earnestness in prayer vras 'manifested 
among the members of the churches iniJiat 
toiwn. Conference meetings ^^re appoint- 
ed, and people of eveiry denol^nination at^ 
tended. It was not loog before a number 
of youths appeared to- be und^r deep eon- 
Ttction.*-«In a few weeks, son>e were hope- 
fully the subjects of a saving change.-^ 
They began to speak in these meeting)^ 
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kai ihA wofk became generd timonjr ali 
classes, in each sdcietj. In sMne of ttiesf 
meetings the powerful energies^ of the 
Spirit wci'e west remarkably felt* 

The Rev. Mr. Hebard proposed to th« 
people to hold a concert of prayer at his 
iiottse on Lord's day morning, to com*^ 
fnence before sun rise. This was concord- 
sist to theviews of many, wha wished to 
Hw early on that day so distsngBished of 
Hod, and held sacred by all who lore to 
9eek him, as their Almighty friend, and 
JBatioiir* About forly met at his honst 
:one morally beforre the stin had poured 
Ills beams upon their paths. On the first 
Lord's day in Jan. 1817, at an early he|r 
a muUttttde assembled athis meeting house, 
^o call'upon the Lord and to worsship him 
in the ieauty of hBliness* A remarkable 
stillness and solemnity were peculiar in- 
dications of tiie great ooneern, that the 
whole congregation had upon their minds, 
and the fixedness of their intentions to 
know if possible, how they eould escape 
the vf^ath to tome. Twenty niuo w<|re 
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received into the church and sat dotrn at 
the Lord's table to commemorate his death. 
That day will not' be forgotten. The re- 
cords of eternitv will disclose the Tiews* 
the sorrows, the comforts and the trans- 
porting satisfaction in which that people 
participated. To them it seemed to be a 
Pentecostal season. 

Since the work began, more than one 
hundred have joined that church; aiid 
some who were made acquainted with the 
love of Jesus have not joined any church $ 
but in other respects exhibit their constant 
attachment to truth, and are steady at- 
tendants upon publick worship. About 
%xty have united .with the Baptist chur6hy 
and a number with the Methodist societj. 
The Congregationalist and Baptist held 
the monthly concert of prayer together. ' 

Lo ! what an entertaining sight 
Those friendly brethren prove, 

Whose cheerful hearts in bands unite 
Of harmony and Iqve ! 
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, The revivals thut were ao prevalent ia 
this state in 1816, called up the aitentioa 
t( the peoj^le in the above tpwn. Qod 
waa pleaaed to use the Rev. B« Perkins as 
an ingtrument^ia alarming many who had 
lived as though thej never v^ere to stand 
before the judgment seat of Christy an4 
«>alling others to remember the loving kind- 
ness and tender mercies of the Saviour, 
vhich thej had once experienced. 

The first time he preached in Salisbury, 
a joung man was awakened, who had been 
an active servant of the enemy of all good. 
He leadin ail the vain amusements of you(p^ 
and .gloried in transgression. Another 
inan of about forty, who was a pr(tfessed 
Universalist, was stripped of bis delusive 
bopes, and trembled in expectation of final- 
ly sinking into the regions of blackness, 
and darkness for ever. In a conference 
meeting not ipng after, he. arose and ob- 
served ; I rise up before you, my friends 
and neighbours, as a monument, to warn 
fon set to de (M I have dene. I am. the 
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greatest si after on God's earth. The fa- 
brick that I had built, foundation and alV 
are gone to atoms. I am such a great sin* 
ner, that I cannot be forgiverf. There is 
no mercy forme I I dare not ask for mer- 
cy I I dare not ask any one to pray for me. 
I warn every one not to trust to that which 
I find, fails me, and which has ruined me« 
I can see how others m&y pass the Red 
Sea, and sing the song of deliverance — ^but 
there is no hope for me. While making 
these observations, keen anguish was de- 
picted in his countenance, and tears 
streamed from his eyeS. All seemed to 
Hbl the weight of what he said. Some 
wept for joy, and others appeared distress- 
ed on account of the danger to which they 
saw themselves exposed. 
* In a short time the young man obtained 
peace^ and told the assembly what the 
Lord had done for his soul. At this meet* 
ing a number more was awakened. Among 
these, was a physician of good abilities, so 
smitten, that he trembled, and his strength 
left him to such a degree^ that he conitf 
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not get into his own house, though but a 
few stepSy without being helped. His soul 
was made free in about three days. Oa 
one Lord's* day evening about thirty per- 
sons arose and requested the prayers of 
God's people, that their souls might be de- 
livered from sin, and mercy reach their 
troubled minds* 

Many in that»little village have tasted 
and seen that the Lord is good. As they 
have received Christ Jesus, may they all 
be found walking in his ordinances, and 
finally enter into that kingdom which can^ 
not be moved. 

Hancock may be mentioned as one^j| 
the places through which the Saviour muR 
needs pass. Some backsliders have r^ 
turned home to their Father's house, and 
some have been brought by a way they 
knew not, and have been led into the 
pleasant paths of wisdom, where they en- 
joy beyond expression, the light of God's 
. countenance, and in his righteousness, are 
they exalted all the day long. 

As the R€v. Mr. Perkins, ^ho had fre* 
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qttentl J preachiBd in that town, was {Uttsiiliil^ 
through it, in the time of the awakeftiflg.^ 
9l middle aged woman came oift of bet 
house, called him by name, wringii^ her 
hands, with her eyes swimming in teatit 
she exclaimed, Pray Sir, do ! pray do tell 
me what I shall do to be saved i' I am read j 
to die with distress : Pray tell fne what I 
Bhall do ? It was so snddan, and the scene 
8o affecting, that he was nnabfe for soni% 
time to utter a sentence. However, he 
gave her a full answer from scripture* Be- 
Keve in the Lord Jesua Christ iini thoti 
shalt he saved ; adding at the same time, 
^fffd the veracity of God stands pledged 
for its fulfilment. She replied, I cannot, 
i do not know how to believe ? do tell me 
^ow to believe. I am such a sinner I do 
not see how I can be forgiven. He told 
ber that all mankind were by nature in her 
condition, and must have been for ever 
lost without a Saviour. He declared unt» 
her the way of salvation through the atom- 
irg blood of Jesus 5 the necessity of re- 
penting immediately^ and laying hold up* 
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911 tstcf nal life. He prayed, und left hep 
sobbing and trembling «nder the weight 
of eendemnatien. Itis heart 'kerned t<» 
flow out in prayer, and he could v^ithfeeU 
ing propriety have uttered die language of 
the peet, iirtien he eaki, ' '

Shoreraic. 
Previously to the commencement oft 
revivalin this town, great darkness and 
stupidity seemed to attend almost everjT 
aoul. Tet all were constrained to ackiiow* 
ledge, that Ood appeared upon the wings^ 
•f the winds dressed in awful vengeance^ 
and frowned upon thia guilty part of our 
country. The State fast was solemnly 
observed. Some members af the Baptist 
church were deeply impressed wttii the 
importance, of having another day cf ^tfi 
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iOg ihffiaini^ ) - iu which thej ghonld Vfteet 
to' b«9^e^h; the,.j40Pcl to reviYe his wi>ft 
•mcmg them* w4 «J(t?nd jtbe bMMiers «f h^ 
vtercj p¥/er /^ i^oric^ ^Sf^ ^ wi^kedifkess. 
' Otitfir wKietJip)* i^ppoioted special ipeetr 
ings for humiliation axul in:ajer« A ^ew 
were so assisted, «nd obtained such iibertj 
in pleading with Ood, that they were led 
to believe, th&t hc^ wpnld poitr out (ii» 
Spirit upo^. the pjftople. Though he tarried 
Sor a season, yet they waited and felt as* 
sured that he would come. 

This church sent a request to the Yer* 
mont Associatiof^, to appoint a particular 
iajy and recommend it to l^e kept, by all 
t^^ churches belonging to that body, aa a 
4ay. of fiisting a^nd. prayer. This request 
metwit)^ f^ cordial reception, and the 15tli 
Qf Oct.. 1816 was appointed. The.dajr

.From the Congregational AseociattoBO^ 
in Vermont much refrtohiDg informatiMt 
has been obtatnod. From June 1816 to 
lune 1817 six hvndred had been'added to 
the churchea in Windham Association, In 
Hne town of WilHngton God haa made an 
aatonishing dkplaj of the powtr of hi» 
vrord. An awakening began on tbo first 
of DeclembiQr 1816 and within the abort 
pec^d of tw'^' Bxontha not l^s than two 
hundred Were brenght to siof the «ong of 
redeeming Idvt. 

In Pawlet and Rutland Astiactatidlifit, tba 
Redeemer in his maj^st j baa riddon pros-* 
perouslj, and his right hand, baa tMgkt 
him tervible things. These Aasoaiationa 
iDOflvprohend twenf y six congregations. Of 
these twemtj hofre been favoured with & 
season of refreahing from the presence of 
the Lord. The whole mnDber, who^ have 
beoQ hop€^fallj brought into thd kingdom 
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nt'Oody eanMtnblf exceeds twelve hm* 
jdrcd* . 

In Addison Assoeistion grace has aboand* 
ed and the Redeemer's countenance h»$ 
given light, life and joj to many squIs* 
Frem the Royalton Association inforHia- 
tioD has been received^ that a revival com*- 
menced in Montpelier shortly after the 
cession of the General Convention held in 
tkat place. It is believed that one hun^ 
dred and thirty have become the subjects 
of this powerful work. Berlin, Williams* 
towOy Braintree, Randolph, Bethel and 
Roxbury have been favoured wit^ copious 
effusions of the Holy Spirit. In Waitsfield 
and Barre some very interesting symtoms 
have appeared that they also will soon 
come into the lights power and liberty o^ 
the gospel. Whom the Son makethfrety hf 
freeindied. 

In the Northwestern Association, the 
Sun of righteousness has scattered his 
healing beams on Burlington,. Colchester, 
Essex, Cambridge and Sheldon : and on 
the town cyf Fairfax has shown with pa 
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^filiiir lustre. Orang^ and Coos A««otia- 
ttons, have had showers of grace ; espec?ak 
ly the towns bf 'lianVtUe, Bamet and 
Peachfitn; The Lord Has Verified his ii^oHl 
bj perfettthg praise ffom infant lips.' ' 

In passing ovfer Vertilont we find tean^ 
towns destittile of stated, regular prieaeK- 
i'ng. <Srod has been mindful of them, aiid 
bas greatly blessed ministers of different 
denominations in their endeavours to gathef- 
souls from those ruff and obscure pfaces 
to Christ. Among these we may [jresettt 
Marshfield, Warren, Moretown, Duxbury, 
Hancock^ and Faystbn; Upon these the 
dew of heaven has descended, and the iti- 
habitants of those' mountainous feglonis 
have been inclined to cotne unto the Lord 
for. salvation/ They tame out ^ithjdyi 
and were led forth with peacfe; themobn-"- 
tains and the hills seemed to break* foftk 
before tliem into singing, and all th^e tnees 
of the fields clapped fhi^ir'hand^'. 

Braintree and St Johnsbtiry niay be num- 
bered among the4own^ that have been re* 
markably revived. From these and many 



•ther places I have received particulsir ac- 
G0unt9) but .find no evenly oje means, by 
^hich tlie work comineQced, that diifers 
frqn)^ other places already^ desijribed, aijick 
ther^ore, deem it not necessary t^ insert 
them* 

The Lord hiss done gr^at things ^or his 
pf^plc^vin that state. • His.goijpgs have; 
^eeu seen in his sanctuarie^s., Projod infi* 
dels haveh^^n brought to bow to(.t);ie scep" 
tre of In^manuel. Stout hearted siKMier& 
who were far from trighteousn ess hav^ i^ 
manj places, been made to fear and trem- 
ble before God; aud many have be.ei> 
made monuments of his bouDdie$s mercy* 
He has filled the hearts of hi» children; 
with joy^ and their lips with prai^e» Q 
may they be steadfast Ai¥l unmoveable^ ^al- 
ways aboundipg ia the work of the Lord^ 
knowing that their labour is not in vain 
in the Lord. 

Before I conclude my narrative of revi- 
vals in New-England, I must notice a. few 
towns more that have seien the salvation of 
Gody and heard the thunder of hia power* 
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Colebrook was Tigited aboat the first of 
Maj 1815, by that Spirit who gives power 
to sinners to believe in Jesus. Some of the 
inost giddy and thoughtless youths were 
arrested in their career of vanity. Their 
thoughts were turned upon the solemnities 
of death, judgment and eternity. Their 
eyes were opened to see their lost cond{« 
tion. Some were soon brought to an hum* 
ble reliance on that Saviour who came nai 
to call the righteous hut sinners to repent^ 
ance. "" 

The work spread in every direction em« 
bracing sinners^ of various denominations, 
of every age, and character, from children 
of seven, to men of eighty years. Three 
hundred at least have been made willing 
to be saved upon the plan of grace, in thi9' 
day of God^s power. These have joined 
the Baptist and Congregational churches,, 
and other denominations in this or the ad« 
jacent towns. The most aged inhabitants 
have never before witnessed such an ex* 
, tensive and powerful work in this part of 
tiie land. Ood seemed to bless almost 
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' «^ery mie wko Bpoke in his mime ; but one 
<yottng niAn ^spectiittj, whx) was a member 
lofWlitiams* College: fie came forward 
«arljhitlie woiic and professed Jesus be^ 
fore the iMorld, and was a|^probated by the 
^Baptist church of which the Rev. Mr. 
Sabcdck was pastor. 
• The Lord appeared in the adwinistra- 

- iion of the ordinances of his church,* and 
crowned with success the faithful dispen- 
sation of his gospel. The Spirit descend* 
ed itke showers of rain on many towns in 
^hat region. 

' in Winchester, NorfbMc, New Marlbo- 
TOu^, Samlisield, Goshen, Cornwall and 
Salisbury, sinners hastened to Christ as 
clouds, and as dovefs^fly to their windows. 
•From the most correct information receiv- 
ed, I conclude that seven hundred were 
bom again in these towns, in the course of 
•this revival. 

Canton and Northington. In Uiese towns 
a revival began under the preaching of Mr. 
P. Brockett .who had just entered tl^ 
•ministry. 
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He commenced his labours in June 1817. 
His discourses were directed to the hearts 
of his hearers, and he soon saw tokens 
evincing, that the time had come for God 
to display his power in. the salvation of 
some souls in those asseipblies. One even- 
ing after closing the usual exercises, five 
or six persons- appearing distressed .for 
their souls, he began to converse with 
them, upoa the importance of their believing 
in Christ immediately. In a few moments 
about twenty drew near, exhibiting signs 
of woe that all was lost. Sighing and 
weeping became general among those who 
tarried in the school -house where the meet- 
ing was held. Those who were out of the 
door, began to crowd into the house. The 
Spirit came like a mighty rushing wind, 
and every soul seemed amazed, and felt 
«ome of its powerful energies. Some time 
was spent in exhortations and prayers. 
He appointed a meeting for the next morn- 
ing, and notwithstanding the day was 
Utormy, some came three miles. Other 
meetings were appointed and the work 
spread. 
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Mr. Breckett visited Canton, and Jesus 
soon began to make his power known ia 
that town. Crowds fldcked to hear the 
joong preacher, and a general solemnity 
clothed every countenance. The work 
was rapid. In about two weeks fifty ap- 
peared to labour under deep impressions. 
No school-house could receive the multi- 
tudes who were disposed to hear the un- 
searchable riches of grace proclaimed. 
They were under the necessity of leaving 
the school-house and repairing to a fine 
grove which seemed to add weight to the 
solemn scene. It was a little pine emi- 
nence. To many, this was the mount of 
God. Here .they .saw bis glory and felt 
the enraptured iiifiuences of his love. To 
this seemingly sacred .spot, the people 
came and held .their meetings through the 
summer. The work was principally among 
the youths. An awful sense, of their ex- 
posedness to divine vengeance, covered 
their faces with gloominess for some days, 
and filled their souls with inexpressible 
agony. Some were greatly coQuerned for 



a fe^ weeks ; then ftej have been sweetly 
melted into evangelical contrition fot un, 
and made willing to surrender themseWe^ 
unreservedly to Christ. 

Abotit sixty bare been brodght into the 
liberty of the gospd, of which they had 
lived in ignorance. Now they admire the 
*plaa of grace and cah say with the poety 

Why were we made to hear kis voice, 
And enter v^hiie there's room, 

tVhen thousands make a wretched choice. 
And rather starve than cottt ? 

ance IBIS, N*w-l.ondon, Waterford, 
Gratoii, Columbia and Hatnden have seen 
tokens of the presence of God eat Savimir- 
In theSe towns the Spirit has spread itis 
benign Influences. Large accessions hsv< 
been made to the churches. 

Before I olose my accounts of New** 
England, I would assure my read^rs^ that 
Christ has, in an eminent degree, displi^-* 
ed his distinguishing love, and his heaven* 
ly influences have faUen upon many towns 
in Masmehttsetts^ These are, Colerain, 
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Oxford, Ward, Athol, Becket, Worcester, 
"Shrewsbury, Framingham, Monson, Lecis- 
ter, Oakham, Princeton, Hinsdale, Green- 
field, llajalston, Northbrookfield, Rich- 
mond, Hardwick« Belchertown, Lansbo- 
rough, A.shburnham, Bridg;e water, Easton, 
I Sharon, Foxboroua;h, Beverly, West- 

I BrookfieId,Charlestown,and Boston. The 

|. three Baptist churches in Boston have had 

additions made unto them daily of such 
as shall be saved. The Congre^^ational 
church in Charlestown has received about 
seventy six in one year, and the Baptist 
church about twenty. In W. Brookfield 
a work has just commenced, and from the 
best information that I have obtained, it 
appears that hundreds are awakened, and. 
nianybeo;in to speak, as with new tongues 
the wonderful works of God. 

In Belchertown God has often been seen. 
in glorious majesty, and his enemies havd 
been turned from their wickedness, and 
now talk of his power, and ax] mire the 
amiableness of his character, and the up- 
sullied perfections of his government. A

the CoD^egational c;hurc|> i^ one day, andt 
one hundred and fiQy more were expected^ 
to come forward as^ candidates in a few 
weeks* The accpunt before me, states thai 
abonf five hundred in the town are more 
or less afiected with the worl^. 

It is believed that more th^n fou^ thou-* 
sand persons, within the towns just speci* 
fied, have experienGed gr^^ce, ^iqce the 
commencement of 1815. 

The towns in New-Hampshire from 
which I have received accoiiihts, that th^ 
Lord has been among them, and is still 
carrying on his wor|c in some of them ; are 
Exeter, Sandborntort, Mount Vernon^ 
Raymond, Hollis, New-Ipswick, Mason^ 
Nelson, New-Boston^, New-Chester, Dan- 
bnry, Pembroke, Canterbury, Henniker^ 
Claremont, Newport, and Loudon. In 
these towns about one thousand, at least, 
have felt the all powerful agency of the 
Holy Spirit, and have arisen from dead 
works to praise the Lord our Godi

Greenwich, (N. Y.) 
Towards the close of 1815, a good work 
began in this town. Saints began to arise 
from a long and very stupid state of spirit- 
ual slumber, and to come into the light, 
and liberty of the sons of God. A few 



tiMse fohrvmfd ^nid joined th^f cHyrtsk; iniia 
se^sme^to ffeshen th<$ souls of many, and 
e^pedMly th^ ciMittf sidti and exhortationtf 
of a youfig womati) who was greatly eii^ 
gaged IB' rtligiott. • With an humility ta*uly 
aifmabli^, atid with an holy solemnity she 
conversed' with thatvy concerdiog th^ii'. 
soul's etet*nal ha^itoess. Shie seemed to 
leek every oiHiveftitint opptortunity, to re- 
commend her Lord, atid'to'pt^ad with her 
young ftiends ttf seek h^m« 

In the oomniericeniebt of 1dl6 confer^ 
toce meetings were multit)lied, and the 
church arose, leaving the things that wek*(^ 
b'ehinit, having taken tip the stumbling 
blocks^ that she had iiain in the way of sin- 
gers, and moved^^mwai^ tot^aniUthn markf 
f9r the ptfxe of the high cMing^ of Ood in 
€hti8t Jtm». Four o!r five converts ap« 
p^rtA oik th^ Lord's side, told their ex-' 
jyeri«nc68y arid followed Jesus ili his^* 
^cHnted way, and jottted the church, about 

the 90eh January. At th^ close of this

No particular prdvidential; events occur- 
red as the visible means bj which the work 
was either begun, or aided in its progress. 
The Spirit came in a very gentle manner^ 
yet it powerfully conviijced of sin, righte- 
ousness, and judgment. The preaching of 
the word ; the solemn and fervent exhor- 
tations of young converts, and the ad- 
ministration of ordinances were all owned 
of the Lord and crowned with success. 

In 1816, two hundred add fifty four join- 
ed the Baptist church of which the Rev. 
E. Barber is pastor. Twelve have been 
added since. 

Notwithstanding, the work was power- 
ful and rapid, and all ages from twelve 
to sixty years old, were gathered from the 
broad way that leads to hell and brought 
to Christ and his church, yet but little noise 
or confusion has been heard, through the 
whole transaction. Trul^, the Lord 
wrought according to the counsel of his 
will ; that they shotUd be to the praise of 
Ms glory. A part of Easton and Jackson 
shared in these heavenly influences. 
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KiNGSBtJRT. 

This is a small town about three miles 
square ; yet that merciful Saviour who 
knows every atom in the universe, has 
condescended to make that spot of earth 
like Bethel, where Jacob saw a way to 
heaven, and heard the voice of the ALr 
inighty, announcing promises to his trem- 
bling soul. 

A small Baptist church was formed in 
this town, about twenty five years since, 
and have maintained their visibility, though 
often very low, a!nd much discouraged. 

There were a few who sighed, being 
grieved at the abounding of iniquity. These 
agreed to commence a prayer meeting on 
the first Monday evening in January 1816. 
A number of youths had previously agreed 
to meet in the same neighbourhood to join 
in vain amusement. But a number, not- 
withstanding, attended the prayer meet- 
ing: for it was a novelty in that place. 
The saints engaged in prayer, apd the 
Highest heard and granted their petitions 
while they were presenting them before

iioii. They beg^n to consider tbat;€hrisr 
tians were a9»enibled in <the same neigH- 
Iwurhood and carrying their case before 
4iie throne «f heairen; while they were 
sporting along the brink of rain. These 
thoughts brought anxiety upon their, souls, 
and this was their last evening of hilarity. 
Conference meetings were appointed 
and well attended. An unusual solemnity 
characterized those meetings. The Spirit 
seemed to o'vershadow the place, yet none 
•ame forward as having :khown Jeans, 
until June. Then three professed Christ, 
to the great joy of his churth. The revi- 
val spread like the electrick fluid, into 
every part of the town. In July eighteen 
blooming youths, and one man of middle 
age came forward and owned Christ before 
the world. The work: prevailed through 
that year, and some mercy drops have de- 
scended until 18t8. Two hundred and 
twelve have been added to this church, 
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making about five hundred since its con- 
^itutian. None have joined the cliurch 
under ten years of age, thou ^;h some give 
evidence of a vrork of grace upon their 
hearts who are only eight. The Lord has 
brought some to know the riches of his 
grace, of every condition, and character ici 
that region. 

Moreau and Fort Edward have also heard 
the word of the Lord, and many have left 
their sins, and now are considered no kmger 
strangers and foreigners^ hut felioW'CitU 
xens with the saints^ and of the household 
«f God J and are built upon the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ^ 
being the chief corner stone. 

In these revivals, God has most conspicu- 
ously owned the administration of the 
ordinances, the prayers and exhortations of 
young converts. Many have been awak- 
ened in seeing the candidates advancing 
to own their Lord, and obey his reasona- 
ble commands. Some have come weeping 
and overwhelmed with fears and sorrows, 
and gone aw^y believing and rejoicing in 

P 
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Christ; others, in hearing the etperience& 
of their intimate relatives or acquaintan- 
ces, have been brought to reflect upon that 
daj in which the righteous vnll be taken, 
away from the congregation of the wicked, 
and seated at the right hand of the Judge 
of ail worlds, and thought themselves sen- 
tenced to sink into remediless ruiti. Woe 
unto the wicked for it shall be ill ivith hiniy 
has fastened upon their souls, and thejr 
found no rest until Christ opened to their 
view the amazing merits of his atonement. 
God has gloriously extended his arm of 
mercy, over Hartford, Queensbury, Fort 
Ann, Granville, Salem, and Cambridge, 
and about eight hundred have professed 
the religion of Jesus. 



Troy. 
The winter before the reformation in this 
city, an apparent seriousness was observa- 
ble. By persons of fashion it was called 
an unusually dull winter. Balls, parties 
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and scenes of hilaritv were less frequent 
and more thinly attended than formerly. 

The work commenced about the first of 
January 1816. An holy fervour appeared 
among the pious, which was increased by 
instances of convictions and conversions 
of sinners^ Among these, there was one 
of a peculiar character. 

It was a young woman in the morning of 
,life, who had not reached the years of ma- 
turity. The death of her father^ which 
had taken place some time before, had made 
a deep and lasting impression on her tender 
mind. It was sudden and unexpected ; 
and he left behind him a dt&consolate wid- 
ow, with a numerous train of weeping and 
dependent children. In the midst of their 
sorrows, this child was comforted by a pi- 
ous friend sitting at her side, with the con- 
sideration that God would be her father, if 
she would put her trust in him. The im- 
pression then made was abiding ; and her 
mind was some time afterwards aroused to 
a sense of the guilt and folly of her past 
Bfe. Hep distress soon arose to such a

lieightt in the i^ewof her dins a^pinst ho 
heavenlj Father, that she was obliged to 
abandon her business^ retire into her closet, 
and prostrate herself be^re him. 

It was upon her knees in fervent prayer 
and sQpplication^ acknowledging her trans* 
gressions, and imploring forgiveness, that 
the God of mercj manifested himself to 
)ier, as the heare)* of prayer, and one ifHio 
pardoneth iniquity, transgression, and sin : 
aind she rdse rejoicing in the salvation- of 
Grod her Saviouk*, hep father and- friendi 
What encoaragement is^ this for poor, over* 
wh#lmed> and distressed sinners to repair 
to the throne of divide grace, and cast 
themselves on the Saviour of sinners t^ 

She bowed a convicted and condemned 
sinner ; and rose under a sw^et sense of 
pardon'mg mercy; 2knd soon became a 
transported saint ? 

After this period, the infinences of the 
Messed Spirit began to be more generall j* 
diffused ; and soon were distilled Hke dew^ 
and as smaU rain upon the tender Jmrkf 
and o» showxera vpan the grassi Among^ 
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diildren and youths, ihe work of grace 
spread with the greatest rapidity. Num- 
bers from eight years old and upward, were 
deeply convinced of their guilt and ruin 
by nature; and cried out in distress, What 
shall we do to be saved ? It was affecting 
to hear those little creatures speak of the 
vanity and folly of their lives— talk of the 
wonders of redeeming love^— and singing 
Hosanna to the Son of David^ blessed is he 
that Cometh in the name of the Lord, 

Their exhortations and prayers for their 
young companions were crowned with as- 
tonishing success. They appeared to be 
the favoured instruments in the hands of 
God, of awakening, convincing, and con- 
verting each other ; and in their little as- 
semblies, they would all be melted in tears, 
in telling what God had done for their 
souls. 

The effusions of the d^ne Spirit now be- 
came general, and extended to all classes 
bf citizens. The holy flame spread from 
house to house, and from heart to heart, 
until whole families felt its sacred influ-

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ence. /(fif&bands find wives, ,p^rents4nd 
•hildren, masters «nd servants^ all sa\r 
their lo$t state bj nature^ and the n^cea- 
sitj of a ehange^ IJoder the awful load of 
their guilt, th^j oast themselves at the foot 
of the cross, aiid begged and cried for mer- 
cj. And there, mercy reached them, and 
raised them up, to rejoice together in the 
salvation of the gospel. Their houses now 
became houses: forOod ; their sorrows weice 
converted intojojs; and their tears into 
songs of praise* 

By thi& time, almost ^very part of the 
city became more or less the theatre ^f il- 
lustrious display$ of divine power attd 
grace. Publick assemblies <m i\^e l^ord'^ 
day were crowded: private m^etiipg^, 
which were now held "every eyeniipg in the 
week, were solemn, and silent ;as the grave* 
The hearts of their ministers were firM.-^ 
The prayers of dmirches were fervent ; and 
the publick mind seem0d awed down N- 
fore the majesty of divine grace, which 
laid the proudest sinner low. Infidelity 
was abashed--rstood astonished — and shut 



hnr iiiDMtk. Scarcely a wbiirper was beard 
against a work in which Hie divine hand 
wai» 9q manifest. It was the almighty Re* 
deeiaer ittding forth in the midst of them 
in the triumphant chariot of his gospel, 
conquering and to conquer. 

As in all the works of God, and in all 
revivals of religion, there is a great rari- 
etj ; B0 there was here in the mode of di- 
Tiae vpeeation* Convictions, generally, 
were fiuigent and i^hort ; and transitions 
fnuiigiiHit.and borrour, often sudden and 
vaptiirfiiaa* While some were aroused by 
ihe teiT0ttl*8 of the law, others were allur- 
ed by tiie grace of the gospel ; while one 
was. called with a still small voice, another 
irembled tinder tHe^thunders of Jehovah. 

Were it practicable, I could detail many 
encoaragin$; and Remarkable instances of 
conversion during the progress of the work. 
-A few only, can be now noticed. 

One little girl of twelve years of age^ 
.whose mind became deeply affected with a 
aense of her sins at tlie commencement of 
it, and so contimied for several week« 
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without anv relief. She uniformW retura- 
ed from almost all the meetings, over- 
whelmed in tears, and seemed bordering 
on despair. She saw her other little com- 
panions snatched as brands from the burn- 
ing; and heard them admiring, with rap* 
tares of jov. the grace and glory of the 
gospel. But she was left under hardness 
of heart, and !onked up in impenitency of 
soul. At !et)o:th, she lost sight of herself, 
and was overwhelmed with the boundless 
love of the Son of God, in dying- for such 
guilty creatures. Eventually this love ab« 
sorbed her whole soul,* melted her into 
deep contrition for her sins, and brought 
her at the feet of Jesus. Now, she exclaim- 
ed, I am happy in thci. love of the lovelj 
Saviour. He has taken away the load of 
my weighty guilt, and brought me out of 
darkness into marvellous light. My soul 
rejoices in him; all things around me 
praise him ; the world is new. 

Another instance, more remarkable still, 
was a young woman of about fifteen, whose 
distress for sin had been deep and affect^ 
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ing for severd weeks^ M^ithout obiaining 
tuj bope of pardoning mercy. At lengthy 
her whole life appeared unveiled to her 
triew ;. and she seemed placed on the verge 
of destruction, with the torments of the 
damned spread before her, into which she 
&)tshe was just, plunging. With her sins 
pressing her down, and the flaming gulf of 
eternal misery before her^ she cried aloud 
for mercy, mercy, mercy, to her compas- 
aionate Saviour, or she must perish for 
ever. She cried until she lost tlie power of 
utterance, and then sat supported, trem* 
bling for about ene hour, speechless, ovei? 
the pit of destruction. At the close of this 
ewfu>i scene, which struck horrour through 
the whole ftfmily, abe suddenly burst out 
in raptures of joy and praise, that she had 
obtainedi deiiverance. She was perfectly 
eeosible, as she afterwards said, during the 
^uapeBsien ef her bodily powers, and knew 
4ietinctly all that passed. 

It was a sight of the I^erd Jasas, she 
eiud, the aimij^hty Saviour of sinners, that^ 
gave her instant relief* He was presents^ 
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«d to her view in all his mediatorial gloiy^ 
as able and willing to save to the utter- 
most; arid her shuddering soul clasped 
liim in the arms of faith, and he bore her 
away as a brand from the everlasting burn- 
ing. 

Her liberated tongue now broke out in 
unknown strains, and her transported soul 
seemed rather in heaven than on earth for 
several weeks. 

The only remaining instance which I 
shall mention, was a venerable father rising 
eighty years of age. He had been remark- 
able for his integrity and uprightnest 
through the whole course of his life ; and 
probably stood as high for his morality at 
any citizen in this country. But Ml^en he 
saw by ihe illuminating influences of the 
holy Spirit, that he had neglected bis God, 
however honest he had been towards men; 
when he saw that he had loved and served 
the creature more than his Creator ; when 
the sins of his heart as well as his life were 
unveiled to his view ; he was disrobed at 
All his righteousness^ and sunk into air* 
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gttish and despair. Oh, it was then his 
God whom he had dishonoured ! his great, 
his gracious, his good God, who had fed 
and clothed him all his life long, whom he 
had insulted. It was his condescending, 
bleeding, djing Saviour, whom he had 
-slighted. He was an old sinner, just on 
the verge of time, ready to launch into 
eternity ; there was therefore no hope for 
him. Such was the language of his horrour 
and guilt, accompanied with groans of tor- 
menting despair, which continued for seve- 
ral weeks. The sympathy and tears of 
bis friends could not comfort him. The 
prayers of the ministers of religion and of 
the church, could not deliver him. The 
encouragements and promises of the gos- 
pel, were not for him. He had slighted 
the everlasting joys of heaven ; and bell 
seemed yawning for his eternal fall. He 
was, reader, one of the most affecting mon- 
uments of distressing guilt; whose stream- 
ing eyes, and wringing bands, and groan- 
ing heart, would have stung thine inraost 
sou). A venerable and affectionate father^ 
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clear to a large and respectable iamilj, and 
esteemed and bclbved by all— 't«tterihg on 
the verge of iime, and all before him u 
dreadfal eternity ! f n this hour of sad 4bx- 
trcmity, when every heart ached, and imit- 
ed cries ascended to the throne of God for 
fiis interposing mercy, the God of mercy 
came down for his -deliverance ! 

He pi ticked him as a brand from the 
burning — led him to the ark of safety, the 
Lord Jesus Christ— and enabled him to piit 
his trust in him for salvation. Now his 
despairing grief was assuaged, his flowing 
tears were dry, and his sighs and groans 
were converted into -praises. His trem- 
bling hands were raised to the heaLvcns, 
and his faltering tongue shouted aloud for 
joy. And all joined in thanksgiving and 
priiise to almighty Go*!, for such wondrous 
love, such boundless grace, such astonish- 
ing mercy. 

But he was too rioh a treasure to be left 
long on earth. His grateful and overflow- 
ing soul soon matured for heaven. Having 
Had an (Tpportunity of publickly dedicating 
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himself to God, and obeyiog the dying 
oommand 4)f his redeeming Lord, whom he 
felt bound to serve, and holding commun- 
ion with his people, he was laid, in the 
course of a few weeM, on .abed of illness. 
There he languished for about ten days, 
under excruciating distress, with all the 
composure of a child of God, and with 
brightening prospects for the realms of 

glory. 

When his dissolution drew nigh, in the 
full possession of all the powers of hid 
mind, he called his beloved wife and nu- 
merous train of children and grand ch,il- 
dren around him, and gave tliem his pa- 
.triarchal benediction. Having bid them 
all an affectionate farewell, and commend- 
ed them to his heavenly Father by fervent 
.prayer and supplication, like the good, old 
patriarch Jacob, he gathered himself up in 
the bed and expired, with the full prospect 
of a joyful transition to fairer and brighter 
worlds on high. Oh, Let me die the death 
of the righteousy and let my la^t end he like 
kis.

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From these interesting private oc<nrr- 
rences, which took place during the tri- 
umph of divine grace in that citj, jou will 
permit me to lead jou to two of the most 
publick joyful scenes which were display- 
ed. On the first Lord's day in April, the 
Rev, Mr. Maclay of New-York assisted 
the Rev. Mr. Wayland9in inducting forty 
nine converts into^ one of the most glori- 
ous ordinances of the gospel dispensation. 
Thousands gazed with astonishment upon 
those happy souls, who testified by their 
evangelical conduct, that, To obe^is betimr 
than sacrifice. On the first Lord's day in 
May, the first communion of the Presby- 
terian church, after the revival commence 
ad. The day was fine, and a large con- 
gregation, of perhaps fifteen hundred or 
two thousand people, crowded the house* 
The services were appfopriate; thev atten- 
tion was profound ; all was solemn. When 
the morning exercises were closed, about 
one hundred persons came out from the 
congregation, approathed the desk, and 
pranged tbeoAHlves in columns befiMre- it<^ 



!lii th€se ranks of grace were fotiiid hug- 
baods and wWes, parents and childreny 
masters and servants. All<iescriptions of 
characters, high and low, rich and poor» 
bond and free, here met together^ all mon- 
uments of the same rich and sovereign 
j;race. From the lisjung child of ten jeara* 
old, to the venerable patriarch of eighty 
two, with ^ large proportion of the finest 
youths, composed this Tare assiemblage flf 
ransomed souls* 

Thus arranged, ihej made a publick pro- 
fession of their faith) and solemnly entered 
into covenant with the liprd their God-r- 
to be his now, and hi» for ever. The whole 
aat down together at the table of their glo- 
lious Lord, and coqii^emorated his dying: 
love. 

The whole church, consisting of between 
three and four hundred members, followed 
at different tables in succession until the^r 
had all communed with their exalted Head* 
They joined in the general joy of the won- 
drous triumphs of redeepning love, and 

neaUd A^ ^ngi^ment ^ be tlie Lord'a^ 
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It wflfl remarked by some who were pre- 
sent, that never before had they seen and 
ftlt so much of heaven 0)1 earth. All was 
serious and solemn . Nearly two thousand 
people gazing on the wonders of redeem- 
ing love; and ala^st one* fourth of that 
number feasting ait the table of mercy, ad- 
lAiring and adoring the condescending God 
. who had rescued them by his precious blood 
from everlasting ruin. 

Surely the Lord was in this place : for 

the divine glory seejned to awe down their 

spirits, and fill their souls. It was to them 

the house of Oodf it was the gate of 

. heaven. 

O give thanks iinto ike Lord^ for he t$ 
good ^ for hie mercy endurethfor ever. 

From that period, for many months the 
work 6f divine grace gradually progressed, 
and hais had the most happy effect in meli- 
orating the state of society ; in abashing 
immorality and vice; in cementing the 
citizens together in the bonds of unity and 
love; and in combining their exertions in 
promoting the glorious kingdom of our ex*> 
alted Lord. 



A generation is growing up, to serve him, 
%vha arc the hope of the church and the 
i^orld. Thej inaj l>e instrumental ia 
%ansmitting this fair inheritance to fixture 
generations, when we are gone off the 
stage. It may reach to thousands unborn,; 
"zni its final result can only be measure^ 
bj the immensity of eternity. 

This work brought many into the chyi'ch* 
les, in this city. Concerning their addic- 
tions, and the reviyal that has jns;t com-, 
ihenced, the writer hopes to be able to give: 
some information before the completion of 
this book* 

In Qreenbush,^ the Dutch Refornt^d ! 
trhurch under the ministry of Rev. Mr. 
Westervelt, haa experienced a^^ery re- 
freshing shower of divine grace. In a fac*- 
tory not far from Troy numbers were callel

this towOr tii hearing the relatient of 
experiences^ it wds found, that many had 
concealed exercises of this nature', sorne^ 
time before thej were disposed to let the 
same be known. iThis eirctrmstance seem-' 
ed to prepare the way for the' visible part 
of the work to proceed with greater rapi- 
dity, than it. might otherwise have done. 
In a few weeks the work spread through 
every part of Rev. A. Jack'son^s congrega* 
tion. A few enemies to the Chri^stian re- 
ligion b^gan to manifest tbeir hatred to 
this revival $ but it soon became so gene* 
ral,'andso powerful, that even infidelity 
itself blushed, and soon ceased to show its 
opposition. 'A profound solemnity rcfigtiecf 
in every part of the sooiety, and in all 
their meetings . Prayer meetings were ap- 
pointed, and were so crowded thdt tfie 
largest houses in the society were n6t suf- 
ficient to bold the people. It soon became 
no uncommon thing to see from three to 
five hundred people at those prayer meet- 
ings, the greater part of whom manifeKted 
a deep concirn for salvation. A general 



[Grayer meeting was appointed and attend •» 
fed once a week in the meeting house. At 
tiiose iheetinss, the neighbouring ministers 
were invited to attend: and for three 
months, they . never failed of having from 
one to six or seven ministers at a time to 
assist in carrying on the exercises of reli- 
gious worship ; all of whom about thirteen 9 
acknowledged, that to be the wonderful 
power of God. At those meetings, they 
generally had from four to seven or eight 
hundred people. A deep heart rending 
sense of sin, and particularly the sinful- 
ness of the heart, followed with an admi- 
taiion of the abounding grace and mercy 
of God in Christ Jesus to the chief of sin- 
ners, were the leading features of the 
work. 

At those weekly meetings they never 
failed having one sermon, and generally a 
number of ministerial addresses. The 
publick attention was so extensively ex- 
cited, that frequently people came from 
ten, fifteen and some more than twenty 
miles to those meetings, eager to see the 
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wooderful power of God in the convictioB^ 
and hopeful eonversion of sinners. Many 
<if those visitors, it is believed, returned 
home ynder aerious impressions, whkk 
liave terminated well to themselves and 
useful to others. 

All ages, all classes, rank^, and degrees 
of people, shared in that glorious, and gra* 
cious work of salvation. Tlve stout heart- 
ed — the stubborn oak yielded to that Wind 
that blaiveth where it tisteth, with as much 
pliability as the supple willow. More than 
three hundred in that town, have been 
considered hopefully converted. These 
bave joined the Methodist, Baptist, anil 
Presbyterian churches. 

We long to see thy churches full,

FaA^NKLlN, (N. Y.) 

A gracious iniiaenoe descended upon i\m 
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town in August 1815. God made use of 
a young man as a great Instrument in 
Awakening miiriy* He had been undeif 
deep doncern of mind for some time : the 
anguish of his soul had been so great, that 
it had occasioned some indisposition of 
body* He was greatly opposed to the Sa-^ 
viour's terms of reconciliation to the di- 
vine govornment. But at length his will 
was subdued, his heart melted into repent-^ 
anee, and his soul wafted on the wings of 
faith and love: and so great was his joy, 
that some people thought he was a little be- 
side himself, and that much religion made 
him mad. His soitl was so filled with love 
to God and compassion for sinners, that 
he went fronli house to house exhorting hi^ 
young coitipanions to jlee from the wrath 
to come. An impression was tnade upon 
the minds of those, with whom he convers- 
ed. There soon be«tan t visible slidkins 
among the dry hones^ and numbers who 
^ere dead in sins have been made alive 
Unto God. How powerful is the sword of 
the Spirit, though wielded by a human 
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mrin, when Jehovah nerves it with strength ! 

Roxburj has received a copious shower 
of divine blessings, and more than one hun- 
dred and sixty have obeyed the Lord Je* 
sus, and gone on their way rejoicing. 

Harpersfieid has heard the joyfiil tidings 
•f salvation, and many have been inclined 
to come to Jesus, who has made an ever^ 
lasting covenant with thern^f even the sure 
mercies of David, 

Mason ville has bowed before the majesty 
of the Ring of kings. His arrows have 
been sharp in the heart of his enemies, and 
bold transgressors have cried out, Ood te 
merciftU to us miserable sinners. 

Meredith has felt his powerful arm^ and 
multitudes have not only been wounded^ 
but healed by grace, and made alive. 

Over the Buttemutts, he hent his^bow 
and his arrows went abroad among the peo« 
pie. The voice of his thunder was in tbf 
heaven : sinners trembled, and hell spread 
wide her gates. God found a ransom an4 
saved his people from going dowifi inie th* 
bottomless pit.

6ver Unaclnia, the Lord seemed to rend 
the thick darkness and come forth. The 
hard hearts of sinners ^oi&e£l doutm at kis 
presence. Anew church arose, being con- 
stituted in due form 9 and now travels in 
the footsteps of those who have gone this 
way before them to enter that rest, which 
rtmaineth for the people of the Most High. 

New-Lisbon hath known that the Lord 
reigneth, and can save unto the uttermost 
mil who come unto Qod by him* Manj 
bold offenders have found him to be grO" 
eiottSj slaw to anget^ abundant in goodness, 
forgiving iniquitjfj and transgressien and 
sin. 

Middlefield has been revitcd. Their 
meetings have beeii crowded with anxious 
^uls, bowing und'er a sense c^ their ex- 
posedness to endless misery. The cbiU 
dren of God Have become earnest and 
gloned with an heavenly ardour before 
the throne of graee. Their prayers were 
berard in Iteaven ; the Lord ha« come down 
to deKver the captives, and to open th^ 
prison id t&ese tvho were Itound. Aboii$ 
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forty have lately come out into the libery 
of the gospel 9 owned their Lord «nd now 
are seen walking with his people, in the 
ways of wisdom. 

Hartwich has received of Christ^s ful' 
ness and grace for grace. The work was 
very rapid and powerful^ but remarkably 
solemn and free from .enthusiasm.. Many 
«f the subjects' of this work were from 
among the most unpromising materials, for 
the spiritual building. Some had been 
Universalists, others Deists. Their moral 
habits, like the majority of those who pro- 
tiess these principles, in every clime, had 
been loose and very irreligious. They 
seemed ready to bid defiance to the thun- 
der of Jehovah's law, and were disposed to 
treat with scorn and derision, the tender- 
est expressions of a Saviour's love. They 
despised the sanctuary of God, set at naught 
\ the Lord's day, and made the religion of a 

bleeding Saviour, the subject of popular 
ridicule and contempt. Coldness and stit. 
pidity like a congealing frost stopped all 
^e e^^ternal movings of pious zeajiouMEi^. 
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Only a few frequented the solemn asd^m- 
blies of the godly.. Some who \}sA jJro- 
fessed Christ, turned aviray and ght^'e heei 
to seducing spirits and doctrines^ of devils. 
When this melancholy gloom had thicfc 
ened into an Egyptian night over that re- ] 

gion, and some time had rolled away with- 
out the falling of a single ray of light to 
comfort them 9 they like the mariners witli 
Paul, cast out anchor and wished for the 
day. At length the Sun df rigHtboiisness 
seemed to arise upon thetn vr'iih heating fit 
his tt^in^s, and the voicfe of the proplbet . 
rung in their ears, •Arise^ shini^ fbr thy 
Hght is coine^ and ihe glory of the "Lord is 
risen upon thee, the day spring from on 
hi^h visited them^ and they beheld the 
glory of the God df Israel like the spread- 
ing df the morning sunbeams upon the 
mountains— ^beautiful, mild and cheering. 
More than one hundred have professed the 
name of Christ. The change is vast in 
that place.

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Preachers- were faithful and wiirm iii^tluBir 
pra^ters and awakening in tbeif germoas. 
The ^\\ty. of believers, the folly and in- 
gratitude of those who sleep in. time of 
harvest, were set forth in an impres^Te 
manner. All seemed to feel sensible l^iat 
something, must be done, but manj did not 
know haw to do it. Conference meetings 
were set up and numbers attended. The 
brethren wished to praj and exhort sin- 
ners to repent, but not being accustomed 
to this work, thejr had many fears, lest 
they should not discharge their duty in 
such a manner as to recommend religion 
to unbelievers. At one meeting there was 
an account read of the revival of religion 
in Lenox Massachusetts. The people in- 
quired vnth great solicitude whetb^ these 
things were so. The subject was new to 
them. They sought for information with 
eager cariosity. They were ignorant of 
what God had been doing in our land. — 
It appeared as if they had never once re- 
flected that Except they were born again, 
ikey could not enter ififo the kingdom of 
Qod. 



a 
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On the evening of New-Year*8 dav a 
certain class of the youths attended a ball 
in the vi1(a(ii;e, and there was a conference 
at the same time. These were appoint- 
ments very different in their nature, and 
many of the youths had severe struffg^les in 
their minds in determining: at which place 
they should attend. It was a critical pe-' 
nod. They halted between two opinions. 
They hesitated whether to serve God or 
indulge themselves in that vain amusement 
that never profited any of the human race. 
On the one hand satan tempted ; on the 
other* conscience remonstrated. On the 
one hand they were solicited by their evil 
propensities to go and enjoy the pleasures 
of mirth, and the recreations of the ball-* 
room ? On the other, they were impressed 
by the Spirit of God to turn from vanity, 
and prepare to meet their God. It was 
emphatically a sealing time. They were 
called upon to act decisively. Some who 
liad made preparations and were resolved 
to goto the place of recreation, afterwards 
began to hesitate* One young man par^ 

R£ 
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ticularly, who bad been uncommonly ioi- 
petuous in the pursuit of vanity, was deep- 
ly convicted of his sin the very day of the 
appointment* And even after they were 
assembled, some were so mucli affected 
and so greatly distressed on account of 
their conduct, that they left the balUroom 
and sought relief in tears. Thus there, 
was a striking contrast between the dif- 
ferent pursuits of the youths. The occa*- 
sion excited publiek attention to a very 
considerable degree, and we have reason 
to believed that the event was favourable to 
their highest interest. 

From this time the work became general* 
It was deep, rapid and surpassed the power 
of mortals. There was scarcely a thought- 
less mind in the whole village. Business 
was in a great measure suspended. Reli- 
gious meetings were attended almost every 
day in the week. Saints were vigilent 
and active, their fsath was strong. Their 
2^al was not enthusiam, but it was ardent 
zeal, and they felt as if they had much to 
do. They seemed to possess in an emi- 



nent degree that which maybe denominate' 
ed religious action, Mrhich will always be 
manifested moi'c or less in seasons of re* 
vival. They were not discouraged by the 
unbelief and obstinacy of others. The 
power of God communicated energy to 
their entreaties. AVith trembling and af- 
fectionate concern they went to their un- 
godly friends, who were distinguished for 
profligacy and infidelity, and conversed 
with them about Jesus Christ, the SaTiour 
of sinners. 

This was an unnatural and unwelcome 
theme, but they were not ashamed to in- 
troduce it. Impenitent sinners were as- 
tonished and alarmed. Many of them had 
never witnessed such a scene before. They 
were seriously, impressed with a sense of 
their wickedness. They saw that their 
whole lives were one continual departure 
from God, and that the mercy which could 
rescue them from ruin would be infinite. 
They did not esteem sin to be a slight evil^ 
or a kind of infirmity which deserved the 
compassion of God. They frankly con* 
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fessed their guilt, and the deep depra^itj 
of human nature. They saw that they 
were justly condemned by the divine law; 
that they could not justifv themselves by 
their own merits; and that nothing but 
the blood of Christ could open a way for 
their salvation. His blood cleansethfrom 
all sins. 

Although it may be said that the majori- 
ty of those who are the subjects of this 
work are youths, yet it was by no means 
confined to them. The moralist has been 
brouscht to acknowleds:e the insufficiency 
of mere morality. There was one roan 
particularly, who was often refered to as a 
standard. It was a remark frequently 
made by the impenitent, that if this man 
became a Christian, religion was necessary 
for them also. But this man we hope be- 
came a Christian. Two others also, who 
had for a long time advocated the doctrine 
of Universal salvation, renounced their 
errour, and became the trophies of divine 
grace. 

The subjects of this work had a verr 



d^ep slnd overwhelming sen^e of theU guilt* 
The penalty of the diviQe Uw was set 
home to their consciences witfi great power. 
They felt tbemseives to be under its con- 
demnation, and they were miserable. Theii? 
distress was extreme. Nothing that was 
said to them couki engage their attention 
or lessen the anguish of their minds. But 
at the same time they possessed their 
reasoning faculty entire. It was not a 
senseless melancholy, or obstinate despair. 
It was not infatuation. Their pain ap- 
peared to be the result of a genuine con- 
viction of sin. They were disconsolate, 
for eternal misery lay before them. As 
soon as they felt the joys of pardoned sin, 
their darkness was dispelled : they were 
calm and unspeakably happy. 

Upwards of sixty have been added to 
the Congregational church, and ipore than 
one hundred to the Baptist. In this vil- 
lage, which was once the strong hold of 
satan, the operations of the Spirit have 
been very conspicuously displayed. Zion 
has had new accessions of strength. Here 
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has been a great and unexpected change. 
£ach of these churches have built a very 
neat and commodious house for publick 
worship. To these places, thej resort with 
willing minds, and call on God to aid them 
to honour his cause, to walk before him 
with humility, hear his word with obedient 
souls, and glorify their Father who is in 
heaven. 



Malone, (N. Y.) 
Though the people in this town enjoyed 
the privilege of hearing the gospel preach- 
ed statedly for a number of years 5 yet 
only a few knew its joyful sound by ex- 
perience, until the summer of 1816. Then 
the Spirit, with overpowering influences} 
came ujien sinners, and large numbers 
sought the Saviour with all their hearts. 
This work rent in pieces the subterfuges 
of infidels ; enstamped solemnity upon the 
countenances of the scoffing; raised the 
"worldling to higher riches than gold } ar- 



rested the voluptuary in his course of 
pleasure : turned youths from their empty 
and deluded fancies, and in some degree 
impressed the minds of all with the mo- 
mentous reflection, that an Almighty Being 
exists and governs all worlds. It did more : 
divisions among neighbours were amicably 
settled, and the most friendly feelings pro- 
duced. It suppressed profane swearing, 
Sabbath breaking, gambling, and their ac- 
companing evils, which are so disgraceful 
to society, and offensive to God. In fami- 
lies where satan reigned for years, and the 
name of Jehovah was every day blasphem^ 
ed, there now may be heard, prayers and 
anthems of praise. T^is is the Lprd's 
doings and marvellous in the eyes of all 
who behold the effects of his unmerited 
grace. , • 



Goshen, (N. Y.) 
The cloud of mercy that had been seen 
in this region, began to move over the 
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above 4own in 1815, s^nd ai^w drops de- 
scended in AugQgt. For^jr or fiftj wer« 
refreshed, and commenced their laboitra 
for that l»*ead, which if an^ mon eut^ he 
skall live for ever^ In September there 
xvas a shower indeed. Two hundred at 
least were hopetuUj converted, and more 
tlian one hundred others engaged in anx<* 
ious inquiry. It extended into four con<* 
gregatiGfns. In one of them it became 
general and powerful, beyond any tbtng 
ever before knorwn in that region. 



Eaton, (N. Y.) 
God's righteomness is like the great 
mounttthis^ and his judgments are a great 
deep. This was made known in Eaton.-^ 
Death swept away a number, and their sur- 
vivors applied their heafts to wisdom. The 
Spirit of God came among them, and the 
inhabitants viewed themselves upon slip- 
pery places, and the regions of woe spread- 
ing beneath them. Every child of God 
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seemed to fl j into th^ chambers of mercy 
and to pl«ad before the throne, Spare us Q 
Lord one year hnger. He heard, and made 
the hearts of sinners soften. In April '815 
the work became general. Conferences 
were crowded and every heart seemed to 
feel its own awful depravity. Jesus was 
present, and his power removed the weight 
of guilt from many souls. About onehun^ 
dred professed the Satfour in a"few months 
after the work commenced. 

Cazanovta has been a very distinguished 
place for religious revivals. From its first 
settlement, th6 Spfrit seemed to choose to 
hover over it and cause many to experience 
its astonishingly glorious energies. 

In the summer of 1815 there appeared 
an unusual attention among the people. 
Two women came forward and offered* 
themselves to the Baptist church under 
the care of Rev. J. Peck. The evelRng 
before one of them made an ofleriny of 
herself, she made her mind known to her 
husband, and desired his consent. He 
possessed too uluch politeness to forbid 

S 
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her; but the en'mi^ of his heart arose 
against it. That night his mind was much 
distressed. He was called away from home 
thepext day upon business, and cherished 
^e hope that she would net attend the 
meetins: : but on returning home he found 
that she had been, and was accepted. He 
could conceal his feeling^s no longer, and 
therefore, observed that the union between 
them was dissolved, "fend his comfort in this 
world was gone. She endeavoured to show 
liim his mistaken views upon the subject, 
but all in vain ; an higher power was ne- 
cessary. No sleep remained for his eyes, 
nor slumber for his eye-lids that night. 
Before morning, a spirit seemed to reason 
with him, and to urge him to believe, that 
it was possible that she was about to obey 
her Lord's commands, and if this should 
be true, he was wrong to oppose her : witli' 
that, the iniquity of his heart was laid open 
to his view, and so dreadful was the vision 
of that night, that he concluded, there was 
so peace for him in time or in eternity. 
Nevertheless, he was not reconciled to 
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his wife, ior he still thooglii her to be the 
cause of his trouble.* In the rooming hig 
mind was full of anguish, and he thought 
if his wife were out of sight, his distress 
would abate, and he should obtain some 
relief; accordingly he assisted in getting 
her ready to attend meeting. She entreat* 
ed him to accompany her, but he refused. 
She went to the sanctuary, in a calm, se« 
rene manner, not doykbtin<^ but th^t God 
who had bowed her will was able to sub- 
due his also. Her absence aftorded do 
relief to his troubled soul. His distress 
greatly increased ; the wrath of God seem- 
ed to lie heavy on his mind. He visited 
his fields, but they appeared clothed in 
Mckcloth. He returned to his house and 
walked his room agonizing under eondem- 
jiation. At length, his wife returned firom 
meeting, with some friends, who called to 
see him ; but he refused to be seen of them 
for awhile. But soon the scene- changed ; 
for, he who turneth the shadow of death into 
the mornings and giveth songs in the night, 
appeared for his relief. His heart seemed 
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to melt within liim^ he confessed to his^ 
Mrife and all present his criminal opposi- 
tion, and desired forgiveness of God, and 
every creature. He came forward and 
joined the same church. A number were 
arrested on that occasion, &nd the work 
spread into different parts of the town. 
Young men and maidens, old men and chil- 
dren were alarmed, changed and brought 
home to zion, with songs of joy. 

This work has been like a gentle rain, 
or the waters of Shiloh that move softly^ 
jet so mighty as to bear down opposition, 
and stop the mouths of gainsayers. The 
Deists and Universalists have renounced 
their pernicious sentiments, and embraced 
the humbling doctrine of the Lord Jesus* 
Backsliders have returned with broken 
hearts, being fully convinced that those^ 
^vho Observe lying vamties forsake tkeir 
own merey. Saints have blessed God for 
the rich exhibitions of his boundless grace* 
More than two hundred have been added 
to the Baptist) and a number to the Pres- 
byterian church. 
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Smithyille has had a season of spiritual 
ingathering. The first tokens, of the bless- 
ed work were seen at a conference meet* 
ing in December 1816. The disciples of 
Jesas were earnest in prayer, and seemed 
unwilling to ratire from the place, without 
a sealing manifestation of the countenance 
of the Lord. Thej poured out their hearts 
before him, and entreated that he would 
revive his work* The Spirit came down, 
and its iaming influences penetrated every 
Heart, and spread its enlightening and re- 
newing power from house to house. The 
people appeared regardless of the incle<* 
mency of the weather, the unpleasantness 
of the travelling or any other impediment. 
They were deeply concerned for their 
souls, and therefore, congregated in mul- 
ticudes in whatever place, salvation was 
proclaimed for such miserable sinners. 
lYhole households were arrested by the 
mighty power of God, and bro^ht into 
the glorious liberty of the gospel. A young 
lady who taught a school in that place, was 
an obstinate opposer of this work. She

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sought out tnatiy inventions to pour her 
contempt «pon those who called upou 
Christ to save them, fvcnti going dotim int6 
the pit where they tannot h^pe in God^s 
truth. About the elose of February IS17^ 
the special influences of the Spirit awak- 
ened her soul and about twenty of her 
pupils. The operations of the Spirit were 
so powerful iil that school, that the greater 
part, of one day was devoted i6 prayer and 
praise. The glory fff the Lord shone around 
them^ and the chiidren cried hosarma to 
the Son ofDai^id: Bles^dis hethat cometk 
in the name of the Lord : Bosanna in the 
highest. 

These converts were faithful in exhort- 
ing each other daily. It was astonishing 
to hear them invite, attd exhort their fel- 
low children, and youths to flee from the 
wrath to come. From the age of nine to 
forty five, about one hundred are hopeful 
convert^in this town. 



Homer. 

This is a town^ over which angels haye 



gazed with more than common eagerness, 
to understand the vast depths of regene- 
rating influences, and swell their songs in 
<conitn^moratingthe victories of Immannel. 
Within the rounds of a few years, they 
liave had occasion to rejoice over more 
than seven hundred repenting sinners^ 
There satan has been trodden under the 
feet of the saints. There infidelity has 
gnashed his teeth in dying agony. There 
€he sweet and saving voice of grace has 
been heard, and deluded, wretched sinners 
liavc listened with evangelical attention, 
and entered the gates of Zion with ineffa- 
ble satisfaction. To them Jesus has been 
|)recious. One revival has followed another, 
leaving a little time for converts to exa- 
mine themselves and become established 
in the truth, before another came with 
greater power, bringing to Christ and his 
church a greater number of souls. 

In 1815 and 1816 the greatej^isplays of 
grace were made, than in any other period. 
The Presbyterian church under the minis- 
try of Rev. E. Walker and the Baptist 
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uuder the ministry of Rev. A. Benneihave 
received large additions. 

The work spread into Truxton, where 
considerable numbers joined the church 
under the ministry of Rev. T. Punington. 
In Locke, it has seemed more powerful, 
and greater numbers have bowed to the 
sceptre of our exalted Redeemer. 

Goiiford has lately been awakened, and 
the work increases and extends its heaven- 
ly dews into other towns. 

Fabius has been brought from a very- 
low vale of despondency and almost en« 
tire wretchedness to lift up her voice to 
God in the havens, and now is enjoying 
the vivifying streams of grace. The com- 
mencement of this good day of prosperity 
was under the instrumentality of Rev. B. 
Biakesiey. He made that people a visit 
some time in the spring of 1818, and the 
Spirit of the Lord seemed to attend all 
thitr interviews. He soon moved from 
Connecticut and became their pastor. The 
work has increased rapidly, and from the 
best information, I may venture to say 
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that about one hundred have joined the 
churchy and many are anxiously concern- 
ed for their souls. 



HsNOEaSON. 

In this town^ the ivonders of illustrious 
grace have shone conspicuously in the sal- 
vation of souls since the beginning of 1815. 
The Lord in his infinite goodness made 
the Rev. E. Osgood an honoured instru- 
ment to awaken many in this and other 
towns around it. He was so happy as to 
have three sons and one daughter made 
willing in this day of God's power^ to own 
their Lord before men, and exhibit clear 
evidences that they had been made alive 
by the power of the Spirit. A large num- 
ber were brought home to Chiist in that 
revival. Another began in 1817 which 
•urpassed the former. The words of truth 
fell like peals of thunder among the stupid 
and hardened sons and danghtera of ini- 
quity. Every sermon^ prayer^ Oii^hortation^ 
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and every thing they saw and heard seem- 
ed to augment their condemnation. The 
awakened called upon their minister and 
the friends of the Redeemer to pray for 
them and point out unto them the way of 
salvation. Their sorrows, fears and the 
weight of guilt under which they laboured, 
were unutterable. Blessed be Gk»d, they 
were not left to perish in their sins. Jesus 
interposed and gave them peace. Many 
gladly received his gracious word ; obeyed 
his all cheering voice ; told wliat the Lord 
had done for their souls, followed him in 
his ordinances: the church abounded in 
the work, and increased in numbers daily. 

In Ellisburgh, the Saviour was known 
moving in the chariot of his gospel and 
calling sinners to repentance. Here, in 
1815 the word was quick and powerfiiL 

Lorraine, Denmark, Rodman, L^wviile^ 
Brownville, Watertown, Rutland,. Cham- 
pion, and Adams. In these towns, dis* 
tinguishing grace has gained a triumph, 
that surpasses in glory, all that statesmen, 
heroes and kings have obtained by their 
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wisdom, power and valour since the world 
began. A solemn and wonderful engaged- 
ness of mind seemed to be almost univer- 
sal. All meetings for vain amusements 
were laid wholly aside^ and the people ap- 
peared far more enga^^ed to attend reli- 
p;i0as meetings, than they ever did carnal 
diversions. Religion was the whole topick 
of conversation in all their social visits. 
Large numbers would go from town te 
town on some of their special meetings> 
and all join in aiding others to meditate 
upon the great truths of the $ro$pel, and 
tun with patience the race set before them 
looking unto Jesus the author and finisher 
of their faith. 

Champion abounded in the work of the 
Lord. The first Lord's day in April, thirtj 
«ight were received into the church of 
which Rev. N. Button was minister. The 
first Lord's day in July sixty six, and ad- 
ditions have been made until one hundred 
and fifty were received into that Congre- 
gational church, and a number into the 
Baptist church in that town. In all this 
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cluster of towns^ including Henderson, we 
may charitably believe, that since the com- 
mencement of 1815 mor^ than one thou- 
sand souls hare been born again. Smalt 
churches have increased with men as a 
flock; ministers have been gfeatly en- 
couraged in their labours : old professors 
have been brought to the gates of heaven, 
and panted to see the signal given that 
they might pass the guards upon the bat- 
tlements of glory and enter into the joys 
of their Lord. 

Ovid was favoured with a marvellous 
work of the Spirit, towards the close of 
1814. The pious drew near to God, afid 
besought him to make known his rich grace 
in the salvation of the people. They soon 
were encouraged in coming unto him who 
never turns a deaf ear to those who call 
upon him in truth. Worldly conversation 
was dropped, and the things that make for 
peace, and accompany salvation became 
their theme. 

Many opposers rose up against the pow- 
er and progress of this work. These were 
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UoivcrsaliBts, Deists, the self-sufficient 
moralists, and every hypocrite that could 
get an opportunity to show his opinion. 
He who from the beginning has laid his 
plan, to bring down the lofty looks of men 
and destroy the works of the devil^ soon 
made those stout hearted sinners either 
bow with unreserved submission to his in- 
fluences, or retire confounded from the 
exhibitions of his omnipotence. This work 
was so glorious, that it seemed as if the 
very clouds dropped down with righteous- 
ness, and the whole regions were filled 
with hosts of angels singing. Bring th€ 
ransomed rebels home^ 

In about ten months, two hundred and 
fifty joined the Baptist church in that town» 
and ^ome the Presbjrterialn. So mightily 
grew the word of Crod^ and prevailed. 

Hector has received some tokens of the 
divine goodness, and a number of hopeful 
conversions have taken place.

Some have 
been more distinguishiogly blessed than 
ethers, in receiving a greater copious&ess 
of influences from heaven^ and beholding 
a greater multitude of sinners flocking to 
Jesu»« like ctouds^ and like do^Tes to their 
windows. 



WlNFIBLD. 

Early in the year 181 6, there appeared 
an unusual attention to meetings. Con- 
ferences were crowded, and the counte- 
nances of the people indicated that the 
tilings of eternity must be regarded, or 
they.be for ever miserable. The Rev. Mr. 
Pbileo, who was then preaching in that 
place, felt so deeply impressed with the 
importance of devoting his whele time ia 
this work, that he gave up his school and 
laid aside every weight, and entered wi^ 
all his heart and strength into labours for 
"i|be salvation of the people. 



He went from house to hotifte and cou^ 
versed with all whom he could, and ex<» 
horted them to repent and believe the gos^ 
pel. The Lord rendered those interview* 
happy, and d* infinite Tatue 'to many per- 
sons. The influences of grace spread into 
every part of the town, and more than two 
hundred have given convincing proof, that 
they were brought to love Jesus with «iili 
their hearts. These have been added to 
the Baptist, Methodist and Congregation* 
al churches.

In 1818 a revival cotnioeneed in tliil^ 
tmvn. A very singular oirc^umstance oe« 
eurred demonstratingthlEit aH are in God'# 
hands, and tha(t he can ose them, for th^ 
prostration of every Wgh, imaginary sys- 
tem of men $ and for tiie rapid advanced* 
ment of his kingdtrm id the world.

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Qrged professors to set up conferences, 
irhich had been neglected. This surprised 
them, that he should urge them to this im< 
portant undertaking. They went forward 
-—The Lord made them feel his life giving 
presence in those meetings : Sinners were 
awakened ; saints were moved bj an in- 
ternal influence, to take hold on strength—^ 
to be diligent — watchful, and active in the 
performance of every duty. About forty 
were brought out of darkness, and enabled 
to profess the Lord before the world. 

Verona has received an unction from the 
Boly One^ and about sixty have united 
with the Congregational church and a 
number with the Baptist. 

Vernon begins to feel alarmed and some 
have found Christ, and now can say, One 
thing wz know 9 that whereas we were 
Uind^ now we see. To them, Christ is 
altogether lovely, and the chief among ten 
thousand. 

In Ithaca, a special attention was dis- 
covered in 1816, in Rev. W. VVisner's con- 
gregation; and bas continued in a greater

The work haa not bieen i^eompanieA. 
with noise-^-^it lias been altll aad deep— -it 
was evidenllj the Lord^s work, and where 
he touched he generaUy broke the heart, 
and pr'oduGed a repentanee^ thiti neadelh 
not to be repented ^. 

Abent ninety itave been reeeived inta 
the Presbyterian -church and niimbers have 
obtained hofies who have not yet joined. 

In Attbarn* an aatonishing revival haa. 
been progresfsing in a. manner that clearl j 
evtnces the svperintenden^e 6f the divine 
Hand, and the irresistible power and effi* 
cacy of the convineiiig Spirit eCGod* 

The iearned, as well as the unlearned 
infidel, has been made to tremble, gnd ac« 
knowledge himself as a lost and ruined, 
creature ! On the first Lord's day in August 
1817, one hundred and forty were receive 
ed into the Presbyterian ;diur^h in that 
viilegei and it was believed tiMit one h««^

The 
enlightened hea^en*daring stmreri^^the 
Totaries of amusement and carimliSiy !-^ 
and many an aged^ ftither and mother wete 
seen in tears and Ailed fnih grief, fhttt 
they had so long despftsed the Saviour, ancl 
wasted so much of th^lf preeiovs time im 
sin and^ wretchedness. 

Christians began to be nmed from their 
slambers, and became sensibfe «f their 
barrenness— ttsif they had jnst diseoTered ' 
that the Christian's life must be a life «f 
activity and usefulness in the canse of ktr 
Master : not satisfied with merely asking 
once a year, or when driven with afflie- 
tion, but with every breath, Lard wbai 
wiUihmi have me to do. 
This glorious work spread into Mentz

months^ one hundred and forty five were 
added to the Baptist church under the 
ininiatry of Rev. J. Jeferies. . 

la Palmyra, the triumphs of grace have 
beeti displayed. One hundred and fifty 
have been hopefully brought to love and 
obev the Saviour's voice. 

Precious revivals have abotinded in Otis- 
CO9 Romulus, Lyons, Wolcott, Victor, Li* 
vonia, Genoa, Lansing, Cayuga, Dryden^ 
Skaneateles, Ludlowville, Aureiius, Mos-* 
cow, Camillus, Onondaga, Geneva, Gains-, 
vilie, Bloomfield^ Rochester, Buffalo, Ham- 
burg, Eden, Willinch, Pomfret, Menden, 
Phelps, Gorham^ Lima, Avon, Pittsford, 
Penfield^ Middlebury and many towns by< 
whkh these are connected. 

Within these, many new churches have 
been or^nized, houses for publiek. worship 
erected, and large congregations gathered, 
who now hear the way of salvation pro- 
claimed with clearness and great power. 
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The eyn of the blind have hem opentd ; 
the ears of the deafhave,been undtopped ; the 
lame man has leaped as an hart^ and the 
tongue of the dumb hag sung^ In the iri2- 
derness waters have bindce otd^ and streams 
in the desert. 



Bristol, (N. Y.) 
Previously to June 1817, there w^as au 
increagiDg attention, particular] j among 
youths. In this month, their impressions 
were so deep, their views so clear, and 
their fears, of being for ever miserable, so 
great, that their concern could no longer 
be concealed. The^ needed no arguments 
to convince. thetn, that fhey were entirely 
depraved — that they must be bom ci^ain— • 
that this change must be produced by the 
mighty power of God. — These points of 
gospel doctrine were fixed in their hearts, 
and no vague use of words could irradiaie 
what the Spirit had taaght their under- 
standings. 
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in Julj9 some made a publick profession, 
of the efficacy of grace upon their hearts, 
and their attachment to the Saviour. This 
was a solemn time ; more than a thousand 
people were present, and none appeared 
to be disposed to make light of the transac- 
tions of that day. Many received deeper 
impressions than ever, and the work spread 
more rapidly. More than sixty persons in 
a few months were added to the Baptist 
church in that town. 

The greatest number, who have been the 
subjects of this work, is found among youths 
and children. These have conducted with 
great propriety, when they were under 
concern, and when brought into the liberty 
of the sons of God. They have seldom 
spoken, except when called upon to relate 
the exercises of their minds. This they 
have done very willingly, but in a low tone 
of voice. They have spoken with great 
clearness upon the odious nature and con- 
sequences of sin — of their helpless, ruined 
condition, without the supreme agency of 
&e Spirit to regenerate their hearts,.— * 
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When speaking of its qvickening i^ow^rs 
upon their souls^^their countenancee would 
beam with jojfttlness, while they ascribed 
ail the praise to God, for the richness of 
his grace, through which they had obtain- 
ed all their hopes of eternal blessedness. 
Many Universalists, and those who go 
ghout to establish their own righteousness^ 
have been brought to abandon their pre* 
posterous systems, and to rejoice in that 
grace which reigns through the righteous, 
ness of Christ ufUo eternal salvation. 



Broadalbin, (N. Y.) 
The people in this town had been very 
stupid for some time before the revival be- 
gan among them. On the first Lord's day 
in December 1816, the Baptist-church com- 
memorated the suflferings and death of our 
Lord. Even on this most important oc- 
casion when every communicant should sit 
down at the feet of Jesus, clothed in hu- 
mility and rejoice in the unsearchable and 
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boundless coiiipaBsion of Christ; many 
complained of hardness of heart, darkness 
of mind, and languid affections. 

Notwithstanding, all this complication 
of distress that bowed down their souls 
through the exercises of the day, they be- 
lieved it to be their day to attend a con- 
ference in the evening. They accordingly 
met; and Jesus whe came amoAg his 
troubled disciples at Jerusalem, on the 
evening of the first day of th« week, came 
by his Spirit, and rendered that meeting 
heavenly. Some were wovnded in heart, 
who in view of their lofit condition wept 
most bitterly. The work sooa began to 
exhibit signs ol omnipotence. The people 
willingly flocked together almost every 
evening, to hear ani^ if possibly to know, 
what the Lord was doing, and what would 
become of their souls. The attention of 
all classes, from nine to fifty years of age, 
was arrested, and many huM^e tasted that 
the Lord is good. 

From Dec. 1816 to May 18ir, sevetity 
eight joined the Baptist chui^ob^ and other 
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denominations shared largely in this sea*- 
son of refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord. 



OwAsoo, (N. Y.) 
A most wonderful work of grace com- 
menced in this place in 1816. Seventeen 
persons were added to the church in Janu- 
ary. This number was rather unexpected, 
and produced a more than ordinary ex- 
titement in old professors, who generally 
before this had lain in a state of spiritual 
torpor. In February, Rev. Mr. Len Evch 
pastor of the above church, visitec]\ai|^ 
preached in that part of his congregadon 
bordering on the Skaneateles Lake. Here 
the power of God came down, and about 
thirty mostly voung persons were soon 
discovered to be under the most pungent 
conviction. Reappointed another meet- 
ing for the next week, and thea found a 
very large assembly who in the time of 
worship appeared to tie in tears. After 
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closing meeting, h^ conversed with mmj 
and found some, tiftder the most awftil ap- 
prehensions of their fuin and wretched- 
ness, while others were rejoicing in the 
hope of the gospel. This induced him to 
propose to his consistory, the appointment 
of a meeting fol* the examination of s^^h 
as felt the freedom of offering then^^tves 
for church membership. By this'titne the 
flame had extended to every part of the 
.society, and almost every day new cas^s 
occurred : Conferences were unusuitDy 
thronged ; God^s children were awake to 
their best interest; additional places t^r 
^meeting were appointed and g^enerally 
ivowded* The consistory had two meel- 
iilgs for the examination of eandidAte^, 
about the last of February and first of 
March. Sixty se^^n came before their firat 
meeting, and thirty four before their last 
meeting. One hundi^ed and one joined the 
church on the first Lord's day in March 
and sat down at their Lord's table to com- 
memorate his death. 
As several young persoaa frovi Sftudr 

u 
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beach congregation were present, when 
these candidates were examined, these re- 
turned home deeply impressed. That so- 
ciety had remained in a state of spiritual 
stupor : but the news of the large accession 
to the church of Owasco, together with the 
impressions made on the minds of those 
before mentioned, operated like an electric- 
al spark : the flame spread with a rapidity 
unequalled by any thing ever before seen 
in that region. In the course of a few 
days there was scarcely a family in tlie 
neighbourhood, where there were not some, 
more or less, under serious impressions $ and 
in some families, all who were nut church 
members were anxiously inquiring what 
tliey should do to be saved. Conference 
meetiogs were heled on every evening in 
the week, except Saturday evening. 

The Rev. Ten Eych appointed one even- 
ing .in a week for religious conversation. 
This. he found peculiarly serviceable. It 
had a happy tendency to give freedom to 
many, who were before backward to open 
the state of their minds : and many receiv- 
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ed encouragement in hearing the state of 
others. In May seventy one were ex- 
amined and admitted to the communion 
of Sandbeach church. The work still pro* 
gressed in Owasco, and every sermon 
seemed to have a tendency either of com- 
forting or awakening some present. In 
Jaly one hundred and forty were examined 
and admitted to the communion. In one 
year there were admitted into those two 
churches, three hundred and fifty one. 

Reader, let me beseech you, to rise up- 
on the wings of imagination and waft your- 
self away to one of their communions, and 
behold moretiian two hundred dear youths 
approaching the Table of the Lord, with 
evident tokens of deep humility, and so- 
lemnity, highly appreciating the worth of 
their precious souls, and loving the Saviour 
with all their hearts. Could you remain 
unaffected, unconcerned for your souls .** 
Could you say, again, have me excused- 
from becoming a Christian ? Would you 
turn away, and pass on in sinning against 
heaven ? If yoa are a disciple of Jesus, 
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jFour-soul k refreshed with > these good 
tidiii^. You doFejoioe that Je^us reigns, 
tfiat bis churches mse and flourish ; th^ 
his ministers have souls- for their hire; 
and that Wis kingdom will r^rj sojonjU/ 
the whole eaTtk^ and all naUons eaU Mv^ 
blessedi 

In this revival God's Spirit has operated 
dififerentlj on the minds. of sinners from 
any thing seen in some otlier places. In 
relation to three fourths of those, who have 
been the subjects of hopeful eonversioB ; 
the time between their first alarm, and 
their being set free in the libertj of God's 
chifidren, has not eiceeded two weeks ;-^^ 
and respecting some, not more than half 
that time. 

Two instances 1 may here mention wor* 
thy of notice ; a man who had previously 
spoken disrespectfully of the work, waa 
with difficulty persuaded by his wife to 
attend conference^ that was held in his 
neighbourhood4 During the singing of the 
last psalm, he was awakened to a sense of 
his deplorable eondation. This was on

. , Meetiogs fop conf^^ence and prajOTf 
were multiplied. Religious convei^satioii 
was introduced : tbeattention of the whole 
c<wgregation was soon arousii^^ The^ilaoe 
of worship was crowded 2 the siiienoe of 
the grave pftrvaded the assembly 5,;the«e* 
riousness of eternity <set on iOf ery couDte* 
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nance. Erery ear vas o^en, evtry ejris 
WAS fixed ; while the truth of God appear^ 
ed to sink deeply into every heart The 
wiqked were brotgHt to a stand ; the eon* 
sciences of nniny were awakened^ Fear- 
fiilneas surprised the hypocrite; sinners 
in aion trembled. The anxious inquiry 
was made, WIuU shall Ida to be saved "^ 
The terrours of tlie law seisted the heacts 
of many. The work of the Lor.d increased 
daily; sf niters ircrs born of God* The 
prison doors were thrown open^ the chains 
knocked off; and numbers, delivered from 
the bondage of satan, were made to rejoice 
in the liberty of the gospel. 
. The work gradually pron;ressed. until 
about the middle of December^ when the 
Lord seemed to rise in h# migjitt) and make 
bare his arm. His Spirit now like a migfity 
rushing wind^ seemed to sweep all before 
it: the youths^ the middle aged, and the 
man of years, fell prostrate at tlie foot of 
the cross! Often did the cry for mercy, 
and the song of praise, at the same Qioment 
vibrate on the ear. The fuotsteips of Im- 
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manuel were «een la every famitj, and hiB 
power felt bj almost every heart. The 
people of God who had witnessed several* || 
revivals^ filled with astonishment, would 
often saj) that they had never beheld such 
a4ay as this before. Whenever they met 
there was a cordial shaking of hands and 
a smile of joy; while every other feeling* 
of the soul seemed to-be swallowed up in 
mutual love. So transporting was the 
scene, and so elevated were the joys of 
some elder Christians, that they seemed 
almost really to believe that the glorious 
morn of the latter day had commenced. 

In that season of divine power, when 
Christ rode forth from conquering to con- 
quer, one hundred and twenty persons, in ^ 
the course of two months, expressed their 
hope of having passed from death unto life. 
These were of all ages from twelve to eighty 
years. This work .was remaikably still 
and solemn. The work of conviction con- 
tinued in most cases from one to three 
weeks, before the subjects received divine 
light and comfort. The veil; of sin and 



darkness .which, covered their heAi*tii9 was 
in many instances taken awaj in a momefit, 
and the iiglit of the Bun of righteousness^ 
like a flood, poured jn upon the benighted 
mipd ; while in other iostanceSf tk^ day 
spring from.on high was but just seen to 
glimmer, and the qight c^ the soul to be 
gradually chafed away as the shadows of 
the morning. All expressed great astonish- 
ment at theii: former stupidity and danger. 
They were overwhelmed to think that God 
had not cut them down, as cumberers of 
the ground, and sent them to everla»tirig 
misery. The w^ay . of salvation by Christ, 
was viewcfd as the only door of hope fora 
perishing \v;orld.^ Th^y were filled with 
great solicitude for tlie welfare of careless 
sinners, and frequently exhorted them to 
press into the kingdom of God. Little as- 
sociations, fpr prayer, in different parts of 
the congregation were formed among the 
young converts.. These meetings, while 
they excited those, who attended them to 
search the scriptures, had a happy influ- 
ence in uniting them to each other, in 
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ehertshiDg that love which God halt abed 
abroad in their hearts. 

There did npt appear any external op- 
position to the work of the Spirit. It car- 
ried such unequivocal marks of superna- 
tural power, as to astonish the hearts and 
stop the mouths of all. The whole face of 
that congregation has been changed in a 
religious and moral point of vl^w. In- 
temperance, profaneness, and Sabbath- 
breaking have greatly diminished. The 
tide of iniquity, which swelled high, has 
begun to roll back, and continues to ebb. 
l^umbers, who have been long habituated 
to the most disgraceful vices, have entirely 
abandoned them, and become correct mena- 
bers of society. 

Mr. Gardiner's faithful conversation 
among his people, wa)s greatly blessed* 
After preaching one day, he took a man 
by the hand who was eighty years of age, 
and said unto him, My dear Sir, you are, 
I perceive, an old man, standing on the 
borders of eternity. According to the 
course of nature, death will soon overtake 
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jmt* It is otthi highest ifn]loHabce thai 
yoa be prepared tc receive the summons^ 
irhefMsferit mai|j come. Ynu' cannot stay 
here toog^ Tour gifiss is almost run : yoixi* 
htai i* ckrtheU with grey hairs : your limba 
tr^mble/wHh age.*—Have you made your 
peace with God ? Hive you ever repented 
of sm^^ iod believed on the Lord Jesutf 
Christ P' He shr^okhis head : the tear gtai-t" 
ed from his eye^ and stole down liis wttb-^ 
ered fdce^ while his whole couatenance 
bespoke the a|2;itatrQO of his heart. He had 
no more peace^ until about two weekti aftei' 
Ihi^vbe found it through faith in the Re- 
deetnen He was brt)Ught in at the eleventh 
bour^ and pi^aised Ood for the. riches of hi» 
distinguifihing grace. 

Another man about seventy, and another 
•f sixty^ nearly by tf>e same means have 
heen awakened^ and it is hoped are now 
the living moaumen^ of mercy, and walk 
in the light and have fellowship with the

Mr. G. and Mr. S. in visiting the people^ 
called at Mr. £'s. and found Mrs. E. nn- 
der very deep convictions—prayed with 
her — and after stating to her briefly the 
way of salvation by Christ, and the impor- 
tance of surrendering up her soul to him ; 
he urged her to this duty by various mo- 
tives, and as he pressed the duty of imme^ 
diately surrendering her soul and body, 
and all she bad into the hands of the Lord, 
her distress increased evary moment ; un- 
til overwhelmed, she fell down upon her 
knees and poured out her soul to God for 
more than two hours. During her praying, 
among other things she' said, as far as they 
could recollect, O, Lord, I am a great sin- 
ner; the worst sinner in the world, I have 
sinned against great light for thirty years. 
Gracious Father, I pray that thou wouldst 
be pleased to pardon my sins, through the 
blood of Jesus. £ am growing worse every 
uioment : Lord take me as 1 am ; I shall 
never be any hotter.

This little spot of earth rising amid the 

flowing sea, and lifting itself above the 

hii^iiest wave, was a place to which the 

drunkards of otlier regions came^ and «ii* 
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hallowed fithermen drew up their nets, and 
hailed their wicked coiDpanions, a» having 
arrived to a shelter from Sinai's arrows and 
the multitudinous sounds of gospel trum- 
peters. There» a population, not exceed- 
ing three hundred , poured down their thirs- 
ty thi'oats eleven hogsheads of rum annu- 
al I j. These profane violaters of the laws 
of God and roan, regarded not the work of 
the Lordy neither did they consider the op- 
eration of his^ hand^f that were declared 
to them, by those who had been eje wit- 
nesses of the goings of our God and King, 
Amid these outrageous sinners, a few 
pious Christians were found, who resorted 
to a little sanctuary on Lord's days and 
poured out prayers to the Saviour of sin- 
ners to come and make known his great 
power. They did not call in vain^ for they 
soon found Him there, JVhom the heaven of 
heavens cannot contain, A revolution on 
that little isle of the ocenn^ was clearly 
effected 9 not by the might and power of 
man, but by the Spirit of the Lord of hosts, 
through the instrumentality of those, who 
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abound^ not in gifts of eloqutnoe, but in 
the work of fkith, in the Iftboar of love, and 
the patience of hope. 

liie Lord has bronght a nfimber to love 
him, and a churdi of about sixtj members 
assemble in unitj, and waik as chiMren of 
llie day.

There has nut been nianj places on 
earth I where the Lord has so often, and so 
universally brought the people to experi- 
ence the greatness of his grace as in that 
\illage. The last revival began to make 
its appearance in Dec. 1816 in their even- 
ing conferences. The Spirit seemed Uke 
a geiitle wind to fill almost imperceptiblj 
every part of the village at the same time. 
The first day of 18ir will undoubtedly be 
remembered by many, in that place in time^ 
and in eternity. There prevailed on that 
day, as has since been made known ^ a 
general impression of seriousness on the 
minds of the people. They could not ac- 
count for it^ nor did they, as individuals, 
know that others were exercised in the 
same manner as themselves. It was, doubt- 
less, an invisible influence, the effects of 
which have since been abundantly mani- 
fested. On the first Monday evening, at 
the concert of prayer, many attended and 
some felt greatly distressed, and wept bit- 
terly. From that time, tliere were meet- 



iogii in 9ome pkrt of the Village every 
ef eningy and crowded with people. • The 
ministers and leading members in the 
cbttrches visited and received visits con- 
ttaotlj every day for three months. In 
almost every house as soon as they enter- 
«di tliey heard the cries of the wounded, 
ac expressions of joy from those who hatf 
tieea brought into the liberty of the gospel. 
. NiUmbers of the subjects of this work, 
are beads of families; but more youths 
have professed to be interested in that re- 
frjeshing season than any other class. Some 
bad. been the most notoriously wicked 6f 
any in the town | others were of the roost 
Securely &elf*righteous among the Phari- 
sees. . It is truly delightful to contemplate 
the. effects of divine grace on such a variety 
of characters. 

bvabeut ten months from its commence* 
iweat, there .have been hopefully brought 
mtathe knowledge of the truth, two hun*' 
dred of tiie first Presbyterian society, one 
hundred and seventy of whom have been 
¥^ceived .into commun,io&» Ninety seven 
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were added to the second church. Smiy 
five to the Baptist church and a number la 
the Methodist society. 

In JSlizabethtown, a revival, more gene« 
ral thaa any which that congregation >ha9 
ever before experienced, began to make its 
appearance about the first of Febrnarj 
iSi7,and in a few months one hundred 
and sixty persons were received into com* 
munion ; and muny others had obtained 
hopes, and rejoiced greatly in the Lord 
their Redeemer. 

In Connecticut -Farms, the revival be« 
gan about the same time, and a number 
made a profession of their faith. 

In Bloointield and Patterson, the Lord 
has appeared merciful and very gracious* 

In Orange the work was very powerful* 
In about thiee months from its commence- 
ment; three hundred persons had been 
Terj deeply intei e<steti about the salvatigo 
of their souls, and two hundred entertain- 
ed a hope that they had passed from death 
unto life. 

Woodbridge, Rockaway, Perth-Amboj^ 
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Jersej) Newfottndlftnd, and Nortb-Hardis- 
I0D9 hate been specially blessed. In the 
eecond congregation of Woodbrid^e, the 
revival began in the autumn of 1817, and 
more than one hundred and twenty have 
been added to the chareh as the fruits of 
this gracious work. ^ 

The eommencement of the revival in 
Rockaway was about the same time, la 
that congregation it is worthy of remark, 
that the first appearances of the special 
presence of the divine Spirit were manifest 
,in a Sabbath-School. The number of sub- 
jecta of this work, added to that church 
were one hundred and twenty. 

In some of these towns, the faithful la- 
bours of missionaries^ have been owned of 
God, and many persons brought under 
{K>werful convictions, and led to inquire 
what they should do to be sa^ed. 

In South-Hampton, Oysterflonds, Ster- 
ling, Mattituck, and Huntington on Long- 
Island, it has pleased the Lord to revive 
the languishing graces of his people, and 
to awaken many of the careless to seek the 
salvation of their souls.

For nearly a year before tbis graciooft 
yrork attracted pubHck attention^ Ibe sts*' 
dents attended on alt the ceHgious eser- 
tides and instructions of the College vtiHk 
ni(M*e than ordinary seriousness ^ and tb^ 
minds of some of them as haa since itp- 
geared, v9etB tipentog to be the first fruits 
of that harvest of souls. Thb serions" 
iiets increased in the winter 4ind spring of 
1815, and inany could no longer keep this 
invisible. Every religious serrice, both 
on secular days and en Lord's days^ vras 
attended with a solemnitv which was sea- 
sible and impressive. In this manner the 
revival commenced, or rather became ap- 
parent, iu the second week of January, 
without any unusual occurrence in pfovi- 
dence :-«^wfthout any alarming event 5--% 
without any extraordinary preaching, with- 
-out specisJi instruction, or rather means 
that might be supposed peculiarly adapted 
to interest the mind. The divine iafin- 
ences ^eemed tb' descend like the silent 
tiew ef heaven : aa«t in abent fjtir weete. 



there were very few individuals in the 
College edifice who were not deeply im- 
pressed with i sense of the importance of 
spiritual and eternal things. There was 
scarcely a room — perhaps not one — whicll 
was not a place of earnest secret devotion. 
For a time it appeared as if every student 
was pressing into thelvingdo'm of God ; so 
that at length the inquiry, in regard to 
them, was, not who was eogas^ed about re- 
ligion ? but who was not? After this state 
.bf things had continued, without much va- 
riation, for about two months, it became 
manifest that a change was taking place* 
^ome were becoming confirmed in the 
hopes and habits of evangelical piety ; some 
were yet serious, thoughtful and prayerful, 
though perhaps not in so great a degree, 
or at least not so apparently, as once they 
had been : while some were plainly losing 
the impressions which they h^A lately felt. 
The result was, that more than forty in 
that time of refreshing gave favourabTe 
evidences, that they had been made the 
subjects of renewing grace. Apd nearly

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thQ wbole of the remainder shoj^ed a great 
readiness to attend on all the social ezer* 
^ises of religion 5 not only on thos^ which 
were stated and customary, bivt those which 
were oocasiqhal, and the attendaace oa 
^yhich was entirely voluntary. . 
. The special means usi^d to promote and 
che.rish that revival, besides the circum- 
stances already -mentioned, were the fol- 
Iowing» — A short address on the subject of 
;*eligion was made, after prayers, op every 
Saturday evenings In preaching on the 
jLiOrd's day morning, subjects were select- 
^4 suited to the existing state of the Col- 
jiege-— A particular reference was oftea 
made to the religious attention which had 
i>een excited among tiie students, in the 
repaarks which accompanied their bible re« 
^citations. A weekly lecture, intended for 
ihe students exclusively, was given by the 
president, on Tuesday evening. A social 
jpfajer meeting wa^ held, on every Friday 
^eniiig, at Mftjich one of the Theological 
jprofessors ^pmii^only madx^ an address. 
A4*Wi^y .pray^ Qif eting, a$ tHe students 
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(^Ueid it, was, every evening held amoni 
themselves, at which a large proportion ot 
the whole College attended. Smaller and 
more select associations for prayer were 
also formed. The individuals whose minds 
were anxious and labouring, were, as often 
as they requested it, carefully conversed 
and prayed with in private. Finally, 
writings of approved character, on doc- 
trinal and practical religion, were pointed 
'(^ut and recommended to the perusal of 
the students ; and a short system of ques- 
tions and counsel was drawn up by the 
president, for the use of those who begail 
to cherish the hope that they had enter\ed 
t>n a life of practical pi'ety. 

There was rfo sectarian j^pirit d;ccompa*» 
nying or mingling with that revival.* Theri 
were students in die College belongihjg to 
foui* or five different denominations '<it 
Christians.. At first, there appeared to bk 
some apprehension in the minds of those 
who were not fte^byterians, lest thej- 
should be drawn into a u n ion ^ with this 
ilenomination, if they yielded to* the seff- 
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iiments and feelings which began to be. 
prevalent. But tlie President told them 
in his first address, on Friday evening, that 
it was his fixed purpose to inculcate no 
doctrine or tenet that was not found in all 
the publick orthodox creeds of protestant 
Christendom — that he was indeed earnest- 
ly desirous that they all should become 
real practical Christians, but that he had 
no wish to make a single proselyte. This 
bad a tendency to remove every apprehen- 
sion — and the intimation then given has 
been sacredly regarded. Every thinj; has 
been general. The great doctrines of the 
gospel have been exclusively inculcated. 
May Christ visit every College and fill 
those fountains of science with the richea 
of his immense grace. 

Trenton and Bound Brook have been 
Tisited with times of refreshing from the 
divine presence. In fiaskenridge the Spi* 
rit of the Lord has been poured out in 
copious effusions. The good work^ which 
commenced in the Academy, was soon ex- 
tendedj and the churches of our Lord were 



Veplemtlied; A f^oodlj niintbar of the slii- 
dftnts of that institutiopy as well as manj 
-atheps^ have joined themselvta to ikat Locd. 
- in MorristowD, a work of grace coot* 
'HieHced in August 1815 which had been 
slow and gradual in its progress, and deep 
and solemn in its oifects^ The numbers of 
its Buiyjects are very considerable. 

In the city of Philadelphia^ a very uit- 
Btating revival commenced tn January 1815. 
A deep, si]eQt9aiid awful worb^^-aUended 
by pungent convictions of wilfulness, and 
misery, contiflued for some length of timf • 
The Spirit has notyet withdrawn frcnn that 
eity. Many are still brought to love the 
Saviour and the churches are daily in- 
ereasing with men as with a dock. 

Blockley has lately been visited in mer- 
cy. Numbers-have been hopefuJIy broiight 
to know Christ and the power of iiis resiUi^- 
recUon. . Forty have joined the Baptist 
ehurch under the ministry of Rev. Mir. 
'Ashton. 

A revival has recently begun in New- 
Milfprd Penn. and in many otl^cr towns ia, 
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that stftte, tf whieb,the writer, wovld tooat 
eordiftllj give the pablick sottie more soul 
edifjing information, hiMiiie received <:or- 
rect accounts relmtive to th6 commence<* 
ment of the work and its eflects, open 
those congregations in which it has spread 
its divine enetpes. 

Since 1815, there has been a powerful 
work of the Spirit in Montage N. J. About 
one hundred and sixtj have professed thte 
religion of Christ; Also in Brookfield N. 
5|. more than ane hundred, and seventy have 
professed! J experienced grace, and united 
with the people of God*

In September 1817 Rev. Mr. Davis, A 
Methodist preacher, who was stationed at 
Fell's P<iint, proposed in one of his meel^ 
ings, thai all who would keep each Friday 
as a day of festtng and prayer, should as- 
semble in their meeting house, and spend 
an hour or more in solemn worsMp* A 






bomber of the members at once came inta 
the measure, and sacredly regarded the 
day as an occasion of dedicating them* 
selves more fuUy to God. The happy ef- 
fects of this were soon realized in those 
who assembled together. They were in- 
structed by their pastor in particular to 
pray for a revival of religion in their own 
SQU^s, in their families^ classes, and con- 
gregations. With encouraging appearan- 
ces among themselves, they went on in 
this good work until about the coniRi^nce- 
ment of the New Year, when it pleased 
God to show them, that their prayers were 
heard, and that they should not eat their 
morsel alone; bat that their neighbours 
shotthl be brought in to share witii them 
the rich repast, and taste the wonders of 
fedeeming love* 

An inquiry began among the unrenewed, 
tohat Aey should do to be saved : the keen- 
est conviction seized their minds, and they 
began to turn to the testimonies of the 
. Lord. This pleasing change in individuals 
"WAS only as the refreshing drops before a 



pteolifiir and gtertoas Bhower. I& a few 
weeks the congregatioB becane iiticam- 
inonlj numerous. Solemnity sat on almost 
everj countenance, and souls seemed to feel 
more or less the might j power of God* 
Convictions werepowerlul, and many came 
before the altar requesting prayers and 
instructions - from the deyoutly engaged 
servants of Christ, that they might obtaui^ 
salvation through his preeious blood, evoa 
the forgiveness of their sins. Here many 
were enabled to give up themselves to 
Christ, and obtain peace in believing, and 
Joy in the Holy Ghost. In the course of 
six or seven weeks, five hundred whites, 
and nearly one hundred coloHred persons,, 
have in that eharge^ been added to the 
church. 

The work spread very rapidly^ and their 
prayer meetings were so crowded, that 
they were obliged to open their meeting 
houses to^ccommodate the multitudes who 
came. Their meeting house on the Point 
has been opened and generally filled al- 
most every night, for -five or sij weeks;. 



and their meeting house in Old Town wa* 
opened almost every nighty and hundreds 
attended. 

In these meetings many were awakened, 
and some at si most every one of them, 
were converted* Their class-meetings sur* 
passed any thing ever before known in 
that region. In some cases, after the lead- 
er had closed by prayer, the members con* 
tinued for a considerable time on their 
knees, praying earnestly to God for a free 
and full pardon of all their sins. Like 
blind BartimeuB, They cried a great deal 
for mercy : and some immediately receive^ 
their sight and followed Jems in the way^ 
shouting glory to God in the highest. 

Private families have been visited, and 
some children and servants have been so 
overwhelmed with distress, that they have 
been heard in their secret retirements, to 
cry out for God, amid the dark watches 
of the night, to save their sinking souls; 
and to some the Sun of righteousness has 
arisen with healing in his beams, before 
the natural sun had appeared to usher in 
the day. , 
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The abodes of human degradation and 
woe havip been visited by an all gracioud 
God. The heavenly fire has been kindfed 
■tip in the Penitientiary. A nnrober of the 
leriminals prdfesscd to feel his divine in- 
fluences and to believe in Jesus. Such 
v»ras the displays of grace among the peo- 
ple, that in' four weeks, between three and 
four hundred white people joined the 
Methodist church in town. 

Many heads of families, of respectable 
standing, and a great number of younj 
jmen ami women of good families and pro- 
mising in their appearances, were among- 
the Subjects of this work :• and some sin- 
pers 6f the deepest die have witnessed that 
Christ could save the chief of sinners. 

In some cases, the work of conviction has 
been progressive ; in others very quick 
and powerful. Some have drunk the worm- 
wood and the gall of repentance for weeks, 
before they have found peace : others hav6 
in a fe^ hours found salvation in Jesus,, 
and felt that their sins were forgiven. 6ud 
works in His own way, and to him' be all 
the glory. 



, A revivAl has a^ppeared in Si»fib|k cir* 
cult, and a number, of souls, have been 
made the happy subj^ects of. regeneration. . 

Haupogues was the first place that shar- 
ed in the gracious visHation.. Meetings 
were attended almost eyerj cvQuingi and 
convictions and conversions .increased. 
Pwelling houses were not sui^ciently ca? 
pacious to contain the people who assem- 
bled to witness the marvellous displays of 
the power of God. Thej seamed to forget 
or pay but little attention to their ordinary 
concerns, while the more iinpoftai^.t busf* 
ness of eternity engrossed their thoughts* 
Under preaching,, th^ word seemed to be 
as eagerly received as a mgrsel of meat by 
a hungry man. 

Westfield was the next tjiat was favour- 
ed with the effusions -of the Spirit, though 
it was sometitpe in a doubtful case- The 
cloud seemed l^ng to hover oyer theip, till 
suddenly it poured forth its, rich treasure ; 
and the day so, much degir^d opened with 
peculiar lustre. Soipe souls were convert- 
ed in a prayjQf meeting, an4 many returned 
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i 
home under a consciousness of their guilt 

and absolute need of a Saviour. This was 
the beginning of good days. Frequently, 
after preaching the congregation would re- 
main upon their seats, as if unwilling to 
leave the consecrated spot. Not only were i 
sinners awakened and converted, but 
Christians were built up in the Lord, and 
backsliders reclaimed from their Laodice- 
an security. 

Soon after this, the work began in Pa- 
^chogue ; a place once notorious for inat- 
tention to religion, especially among the 
youthS| who were much given to the vain j 
recreations of life; and professors in gene- ^ 
ral had become formal, and slept among 
the dead. But suddenly the place assum- 
ed a different ' appearance and the people 
in general became alarmed. The youths 
who were once so eager to pursue their 
vain delights, now saw their frivolity, and 
deeply bewailed their folly and miss-spent 
moments. Instead of the nightly revel 
and unprofitable conversation, companies 
met together to pray with^ and for each

ence to. a future state. Conversions were 
numerous, and many of tbem^ blear and 
convincing* About one hundred 'Sf^ilsvit 
was hopefully thought were made the sub** 
jects of pardoning grace. i '. " 

In Moriches, Islip, Babjion, and Btony*^ 
brook was a similar work, and many were 
brought froni daikness to light and from 
the power of Satan to God. 

In these revivals were seen ploiid parents 
rejoicing over their sons and diaaghtersj 
crying for mercy, or testifying of the good<^ 
©ess of God in their late conversion ;-— op 
perhaps, children praying over weeping, 
broken.hearted parents. Human language 
cannot ex^^ress the solemn, the deli^-btful, 
joyful sensations that pervade the hearts 
of the righteous on thes^ occaMops. 

Soatiiholdy Long^Iiilaud, has received 
the grace of God. The work commenced 
about the last of Jaly 18ia »nder the 
preaching of a Baptist minister who visited 
that placje, from Connectiout. His laboui^ 
were principally confined te the uppet 
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part of th« ^own. ilt' was npt long before 
the work fousd an easj trantition into the 
MetlTodist, and Presbyterian societies^ 
This sttoH rottsed everj friend of Christ to 
actio R> and a verj pleasing harvest of souls 
were gathered into these churchef^, whose 
hearts were, we hope, prepared by grace 
to own the Saviour before the world, and 
who Will adorn his doctrine in their lives 
and conversation. 

' President Edwards sajs, That it has 
been God^ usual manner in every new ea- 
fibHshmeht of his visible church, to give 
a retnarkable outpouring of his Spirit. And 
even we find that the Lord remembers hi^ 
people, who migrate for the important pur* 
pose, of being more useful in spreading 
more extensively the banners of grace, and 
preaching the gospel where J^esus had not 
beer) named, Christ will come into every 
place whither he has sent his servants. 
Therefore, we hear of hi:* reign in our \\ es- 
tern regions. Ohio has not been left a 
barren wilderness. There the Spirit haa 
^wakened thousands^ and converts are be- 



tomihg' Very numerous. In Aastint^urg, 
Mwgan, Rome, Jeffersfon, Lebanon, Ash^ 
tabuia, Geneva, Harpersfield and MaclisoiiJ^ 
the I-«ord has moved in majesty and ap- 
peared ttMghtj to save. Great i^tCmbers of 
fi^uthiss'and jdung- married perj^ons hav^ 
heeh born again? yet In sefme instoificee 
those yho' have lilted in sin and rebdfion 
against God, forty, fifty or sixty years; an^ 
have b0en sooflfers or neglectet*s of reiiffion 
have? been brought to bow to the sceptre of 
ImmamieK' ' 

In Athens, {the seat of the Ohio Univer^ 
sky,) God Iws entered and made himself 
known to many; Grace has* aboand^d^ 
Christ * has- feeeii ' honoured, and ' 6iiiners 
have scien his salvation. Since \ ^1*5, Ohit 
and Indiana have- bee» inctei^singiy iatrs- 
ious to enjoy the ministry of rec^ncitiflfiffa^ 
and In some of -their borders^ tite sc»'vabts 
of Jesus have entered, not '^^ith ^tavnal 
weapons, but with those whkh'. have bceii 
mighty through God to ilte puliing dowu 
of strong holds: Ca&ling down imaglna* 
ti,9n&^ and every, high thing ihkt exctHe^ 
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.Usdf dtgmnst the knowledge 0/ God^ and 
Jrtringing into coftiHiy every thot^hi to 
the obedience 9f Christ^ 

It has beeti atated tn .th& writer, bj a 
missionary of distingaSslitd talents and 
piety 9 who had ranged the state of lodiana^ 
that about one haJf of ihe iieads of families 
wet*e ^steDmed truly religious, and prayed 
daily \o Godrfor an outpouring of hia Spirit. 

Kentucky has l>een advancing towards 
the mount of God. The thirnders of Sinai 
have prostrated many of her lofty heroes in 
infidelity. They have beett brought to goh- 
fes8 thiit Jeaus U Ibe Christ, atid has all 
power \tk heaven and earth. 'Powerful 
«walitoiilg0 have been spreading througli 
matiy of her towns ; new churches have 
been formjod^ and old onea have received 
great additions. 

In many Presbjrteries, the work has been 
glorious. But especially in Logan, Elk, 
liTashville and W. Lexington. At several 
of their camp and . satramental meetingSi 
the hea/vens seemed to bow, and the glo<* 
rioaa displays of divine power were ex* 



tensively wen and flrft. Many were pricked 
in their hearts, and heavy laden under a 
sense of their gnilt, fell prostrate in^ thB 
dust before a sin hating and sin avenging 
God, and were consti*ained to cry out, 
Whni shall tte do to be sated? The com- 
passion of the adorable Redeemer was ex- 
hibited to their view. Their darkened un- 
derstan^ingd were illumined by the pow- 
erful beams of the Sun of righteousness, 
and their hearts were subdued to the 
obedience of faith. They believed, ador- 
ed, wept, and rejoiced," with joy unspeaJc- 
able and full of glory. In about four 
fifiontbs in IBIZ, one hundred in those 
meetings profedsed regeneration ; the most 
of whom appeared very clear in their views 
of the glorious scheme of redemption. 

In Concord, Mount Pleasant, and Paris'^ 
the work has been particularly* conspicu- 
ous. There has also been considerable 
attention and solemnity in Fleming, Smyr- 
na, Point Pleasant, Suganidge, Spring- 
field, and Augusta congregations 5 and many 
other places present prospects .of a very 
encouraging nat^ire. Y 2 
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To tiie Btptiftt chur6he$ is EIUmvii Aft**^ 
•ociation^ fivebandred were added in 1817, 
to Long Rtto, six hundred, and to Fhmko 
lin three hundred and fifty. 

In Tennessee, the ^pel has been at' 
tended with seme pleasing manifestations 
of heavenlj infiiience. About four hun- 
dred were added to the Baptist associations 
in 1817. From other deoomiiiatioDS I have 
not been so happy, as to obtain correct in- 
formation of the dealings of God with them. 

In the Illinois and Missouri Territories, 
extensive fields for missionary labours are 
laid open, and Christ has shed a lustre up- 
i>n those enterprising souh who have en* 
tered in his name to gather a people for 
his praise and glory. Churches have been 
formed as palaces in which be will dwell, 
and from which, he will send oat fresh 
orders for the inhabitant^ of the wilder^ 
ness to draw near and worship before him 
in the beauty of holiness. 

Mississippi and Louisiana begin to hear 
and tremble before the Lord. His Boaner- 
ges have begun to attack the strong holds 



i^f S^attB I to penetrate the dark F^cf ises 
of inidels ; to 0iarch amid the thickening 
hosts of Indian tribes ; to draw th,e sword 
of the Spirit, and with an humble boldness 
to demand in the name of the King of 
heaven, aU men to Bepent and heluve the 
gospel. Conqnest begins to hover over 
their banners and the number of the slain 
increases* Churches are formed and the 
ordinances of the gospel are administered^ 
where the campaign was first opened.-*- 
Move on ye soldiers .of Jesus, fearless of 
danger, of sufferings and of death. Never 
sheathe jour swords until your feet are 
washed in the waves of the Pacific Ocean, 
and the songs oF converts roll along those 
skies through which you i^U pass, to be 
crowned icUh an eternal weight of glory. 

St. liOUis, begins to receive the good 
tidings of the gospel and live. A revival 
has begun, a church has been formed, and 
converts are multiplying. 

Francisville has also been alarmed* A 
few have become acquainted with the powd- 
er of the gospel and owned a Saviour be» 
fore their igporant neighbours^ 
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New4)ri«an8 bw been penetrated by 
^ealoes mlesioiiaries. Many assemble to 
hear what these tneD can tell them about 
Christ and him crucifted* : Some divine 
influeDces have beea experienced. ^ 

Upoa the Carolinas and Georgia some 
showers of grace have descended^ and a 
considerable number of souls have sprung 
into life. Those who love Zion begin tn 
put on their beautiful garments^ fitr the 
time to favour her, yea the set time is e&me* 

Several churches iu Virginia have been 
richly visited with showers of divine gooti* 
ness. Happy and extensive revivals have 
been witnessed, hi Mecklenburg, Char- 
lotte, Lunenburg, Sandj Creek, Meherrin, 
Norfolk, Petersburg, Windiester, Lees- 
burg,. .Predericksbui^, and Richmond, the 
number of praying people is increasing, re- 
ligious excitements have prevailed, and 
many have been added to the churches, of 
such whose names it is hoped are in the 
hook' of life. 

lo the District of Columbia, religious in- 
fluence has been experienced ; and espe- 



ciall; In G^eorg^teMrn and Aicxaadria. In 
^ese tOwfts God hRstofwaed ihe fmmtaia 
9f.his guperaboonditiggraee, ftnd intUaed 
a -niin)t>«r^><ir (Mmlsto receive of its fnlnoss. 

The writer wouWiiiaort mony'partitoiar 
nccouMs froAi'^h« Sowthern regions^. if it 
were pmcticabi«v Mu^rii interestiDg in lor- 
matkm baa jtist arrfwed from dtt&rent 
state»9 ever whfdi he haa already lioeo, 
and upon which he has dwelt with more 
timn ordinary satisfectiom. A few bt^ef 
extracts must iav the present suffice his 
I'eadere. 

New-Vork dty. Tivis 'London of Aincri- 
ca has reeeived an^ unttian' frotn the ht^iy. 
One, * The Spirit of the Lord has display - 
edits omnipotenee, and brought miiltitud^g 
into the kingdom of God our Saviour and 
built his churches with lively stwues. 

The greatest increase lias been maide to 
ihe Baptist church under the ministry of 
the Rev. J. Chase: In fourteenf months 
two hundred and sixtv have been added 
to that -church. TJie las^ communi cation 
dated Dec. 1818, stated thatthe work wa& 
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still spreading, and that, thai people had 
i*e&^ived to build anliende for pabHttk wor>- 
shipt^^bjr 85 feet; tbetr pi^sent house 
not being large enoogh la reae^ve the muU 
titude who press to hekr M«. Chase. He 
was ordained their pastor snathe 27th Maj 
1817. His labomrs have been remarkably 
blessed.* Mas j .'have also been awakened 
and comforted in bebolctiog the ordinances 
administered. 

ChrisliaDS of -different denonii nations in 
that citj have become A.erj aetiire, and 
abound in good works. The Lord is li^ttl<- 
tiplyidg their mlnibers, aad gi^ii^ them 
great tight aad ditt&e influ'esc^sft. 

Mount Pleasant receired some divine 
inantfestations of God's ineroj«,in 1817 aiid 
about forty professed ll^ Lord Jesas be- 
fore the world. 

Catskiil has felt the power of* the word 
of neconciliation^ and sofne have "been 
brought to embrace the humbling doctrine 
of the cross. 

In July 1818 there were some appear- 
ances in Cairoy that raised the expectations 
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of many Christians that the Lord was about 
to change the hearts of multitudes. Chil- 
dren and youths were greatly awakened. 
How many have been converted, or how 
far the wo.'Hc' has extended the writer has 
not been able to learn. 

Hudson has seen aday (»f visitation.—* 
About th^ commencement of 1817 sinners 
began to be awakened* and saints encourag*^ 
ed.- Meetings were held almost every 
night in the week, and deepconeern seem- 
ed to spread through the city. Rev. Mr. 
Stanton and Rev. A. Briggs were very 
much engaged to have foeir flocks, all press 
into the kingdom of Christ. Their labours 
have been, abundantly blessed, and they 
have received about.sixty into each of their 
churches. These have shown by well or^ 
dered lives and conversation, that they 
have not believed in v&iu. The Methodist 
society has received some. 

In Schodack the. work has been gradually 
progressing for nearly two years.- Sixty 
have united with the 13apti$t church. Nas- 
sau has also been revived. Cambridge has 
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not been the least am<»Dg these totv^ns ; fdr 
unto many of them 9 Jesus has become wis'- 
donij righte&usmss and san^tification. 

In Orange, (formerly Clifton park) reno- 
vating grace has continued to abound to 
nianj, for nearly ten months. It is now 
spreading into many congregations. 

Since 1815 Schenectady has beeti under 
some awakenings, and a considerable num- 
ber have been converted. There are now 
some, favourable appearahces of another 
revival. . .

In the 185 page, I gave my readers some 
encouragement to look for more informa- 
tion concerning God's foimer displays of 
grace in this city^ and the present revival, 
and now have the satisfaction of laying be- 
fore them, the following. 
• Since the commencement of 1815, there 
have been received into the communioi) of 
the Presbyterian church, two hundred and 



flit^ty^ttte the Baptist, two hundred and 
tweBtj five, and into the Methodist, three 
hundred and twentj-^and a namber into 
the Episcopalian communion Thet^e were 
the fro its of tho^ astonishing influences 
experienced in this small city. 

The present revival cmAmenceNl its visi- 
bility on the second Lord's day evening in 
January 1819, after the usual reli^ous ex- 
ercises were closed in the Methodist church. 
A tew young people tarried to sing after 
the congregation tvas dismissed. A preach- 
er who was raised up in this city being 
present on a visit, observed one of the nurr^ 
ber affected, and after some conversation 
with this young person, who requested him 
to pray, a number came to the altar, and 
the Spirit descended and spread its influ- 
ences upon that people, until nearly two 
hundred have joined the church. 

In relating their experiences, they pro- 
fess to have been seriously impressed from 
different periods of time ; none probably 
exceeding a year. 

The danger of procrastination, and par* 

Z 
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ticularly as it procures hardness of hearf;^ 
has been faithfully proclaimed io their ears, 
and the Spirit has set the word hon^e to 
their hearts. Almost the whole of that 
•oogregatioQ ediibit signs of great serious- 
ness. 

The work is now increasing among all 
the denominations in the city. Upon the 
fourth of February, Rev. Mr. Sommer^ ob- 
serves that he had conversed with thirty 
five since the S6 of January, who have felt 
the powerful influences of grace. Some of 
them have been approved by the standing 
committee of the church, as suitable can- 
didates for the ordinances. 

The means, by which it has been the 
pleasure of Jehovah to originate and carry 
on the work among his people, have beeu 
as various as the application has been sove* 
reign. Several of the converts, are scholars 
in the Sabbath Sc;io\>l and some of them 
date their first impresijpDS from the affec- 
tionate exhortations i>f their pious teachers ; 
while others, make mention of the preach- 
ing of the everlasting gospel as the insttu- 
»ejBt of their coBve^^^on to^od. 
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Rev. J. Coe D. D. observes that it seems 
almost too much to expect a getieral revi- 
val, in 80 short a time since the other. But 
that we ought not to limit a God of bound- 
less mcrcj. He works like himself. Many 
little children, and some joung people, 
and others further advanced in life, ap-* 
pear to be solemnly impressed. That very 
considerable divine influence \9 diffused 
among his congregation, in awakening, and 
convincing them of their guilt and danger. 
But where this will issue God only knows, 
and time must determine. They rejoice 
with trembling* Yet may they with an 
holy pleasure look up and utter the lan- 
guage of Isaiah, Who are. these that fly a9 
a cloud, and as doves to their windows?

Since the commencement of t8t5 a di- 
vine influence has been exerted in this city, 
and the gates of our 2iion have been throng- 
ed with anxious sinners and joyful coi^ 



verts. But the cloud that hong #ver fte 
citj of Trav, fraught with divioft compass 
9ion, pa8Si9d around hs^ only Ittltin^ h«re 
atid there a few drops fall to refreah wA 
eheer this thirsty hill of God. 

In 1^16, the truly pious of all den#na- 
nations had their expectation greatly r^- 
ed, and were daily expecting a copHiua 
shower of grace they could evea h^ar 
the thunder of God*s power and see acMMft 
who had been careless seeking a n^6i^ 
fur their Chrisvt)e»s spuU ; yet he who 
governti the universe, and will Aairetiiercy> 
upon whcfm he will have mercy^ has nok 
come down with such overwheimifig infiu-* 
ences, as upon some other cities. 

His spirit seems to have been haveriag 
over us, and though often grieved with our 
hardness of heart and maleconduct, yet 
being slow to anger and abundant in mer* 
cy« has not withdrawn from us, nor given 
us over to work out ear eternal condom-' 
nation. 

In the summer of 1816 a revival begaft 
in tl)e Baptist society and ^QVit for<j pro-

fessed to cherish hopes in a Saviour's 
niertts ; and thirty five joined the church* 
In the spring of ISIT, the Spirit de- 
scended again and a considerable number 
-were brought into the light and liberty of 
the gospel. It continued its gentle influ- 
ences for more than fourteen months. In 
which time the society increased, back- 
sliders were brought to remember their 
first love, to confess their sins, and move 
on in fellowship with his people, and many 
converts have been added to our commun- 
ion. In June 1818, we purchased the Al- 
bany Theatre, and fitted it up for a place 
of publick worship, and opened it on the 
first day of January 1819. Thus, this 
ehurch and congregation, by the benevolent 
assistance of tlieir fellow citizens, and pub- 
lick benefactors, have been instrumental 
in one short season, of sweeping away and 
burying for ever, one of the proudest en- 
signs of unhallowed ambition, that was 
ever exhibited upon the banks of the Hud- 
son. This event has been ominous of mil- 
lenial achievements, of national regeuera*

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tion, and of the redemption of the world* 

Upou tlie very day thi« hou$e w^s open* 
ed, the Spirit descended, and his regese* 
rating influences were felt and o^ne soul at 
leasts beard the voice of Christ speaking 
ivithin his troubled m^ind, sayings Son, de 
af good cheer thy iins ure forgiven ttwe. 

It is now a most solemn time in thi» 
city. Let a stranger enter any congrega* 
tion within this metropolis and look over 
the crowds that seat themselves to hear 
the word: and he will see a more than 
usual attention, and anxiety among them I0 
know the things of the kingdom of heaven. 
And in some congr^ations he will hear 
sighs and behold hundreds in tears^ before 
a sermon is closed. 

There are but a few congregatiooa out 
of the eleven established in this city, bat 
what (according to my best knowledge ob^ 
tained from the pji&tors of the churches 
and my daily observation,) feel more or 
less this heavenly dew. 

I find every minister labouring under 
the sam&embarnissment with myself, when 
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ioterrogated concerniDg ibo work in his 
eongregatioH. We cannot tell how manj 
«Fe labouring and heavj laden under a 
sense of their sins. About two weeks 
since, I knew of onlj four or five in my 
Congregation who were under very deep 
distress of mind, and now a large number 
are willing to own that thej have been un- 
der awakenings for some time. Almost 
every day some new cases appear, and 
some soul is made willing to be saved, en- 
tirely, by grace abounding through the 
blood of Jesul. 

For many months I have discovered a 
solemn and gradual work among the Pres- 
byterian congregations, and an earnestness 
in their preachers for the reviving presence 
and power of Christ, that led me to be* 
lieve, that the reign of heaven was ap- 
proaching. 

Since the commencement of *1815 one 
hundred and thirty one have been added 
to the first Presbyterian church, upo^ ex- 
amination, and to the ethers, considerable 
additions have been made. To the Baptist 
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more t>^an one hundred, and irany by let- 
ters to all the churches. Manj candidates 
are examined, and are now coming before 
the churches in this city* At our next 
Communions, we expect to receive acces- 
sions that will gladden the hearts of the 
righteous, and swell the songs of angels 
in heaven* Surely we can say, Th% Lord 
is merciful and gracious ; slow to anger j 
and plenteous in mercy. He will not al" 
ways chide ; neither will he keep his anger 
for ever, ^s far as the east is from, the 
west; so far hath he removed our tranS" 
gressions from us. Bless tlu Lord^ 4dl ye 
kis hosts ; ye ministers of his who do his^ 
pleasure. Bless the Lord, O nty soul. 



In times of revival, converts have a vast 
variety of sensations and are inclined to 
make these known in some suitable way, 
for the advancement of truth, and the 
happiness of their fellow beings. The fol- 
lowing was written by a young lady in 
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Newark (N. J.) 9d March 1817, on the re* 
eeptioQ of a letter from her friend in PkiU 
addphia. 

Nothingi could have come more timelj, 
or been more acceptable : it arrived at a 
moment when darkness, thick darkness 
enveloped mj mind : even the trembling 
hope that I had cherished, was gone : and 
1 was a wretch most miserable, without a 
God, without a Saviour ! I had been ex- 
amining mjself as closely as I was capa* 
Me, by the sacred word ; and finding so 
little light, so much corruptibility, a heart 
atill of unbelief, that I had passed sen- 
tence upon myself :--^onc]uded that it was 
my understanding alone that had been 
convinced, while my heart was opposed to 
God and every thing good. I read in the 
Bible, that when tiie soul was indeed re- 
generated. Old things would pass awayf 
and M things become new. These, how- 
ever, I attributed to reading, reflections 
and instruction. I was looking to my dear 

S , for that great flood of light which I 

espected Hiiist enter tlie soul that is born 
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of God. O ! that sentence of yours : Prjdse 
the Lord for the least raj of light, even, 
if ^ ou can see men as trees walking. How^ 
it covered me with shame and confusion 1 
It was then i telt I had robbed the Al« 
eighty $ and with heart-felt sorrow and 
humble gratitude, I hastened to ascribe 
glory unto God, for what he had done for 
so vile and undeserving a creature. At 
that moment my heart delighted in ex- 
claiming, Blesii the Lord, my soul, and 
all that is within me, bless and praise his 
holy natue* 

But where I have one moment of joy, I 
have hours of sorrow ; though, even those 
precious moments have afforded me more 
real happiness, than all the pleasure of ray 
past life suiiuned fB<;ether! Pleasure did 
I say of a past life r Ihere is nothing that 
I can look back upon that deserves the 
name. Vain world, thou art indeed a de- 
ceiver ! O ! I have loved thee, dearly loved 
thee : but what hast thou to give in return 
for all my servitude and affection P Ah i 
what pierces me to the heart ; a life thus 
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iar lost— worse than lost. But my Dear 
6—9 this world has lost its charms : I 
•an see nothing in it that now attracts me> 
or inclines me to live for it. — My wishes, 
desires, and hopes are soaring far above 
it. Give me but my Saviour, and I have 
no wish left ungratified $ One kind assur- 
ing- look, and I ask no more. But O! the 
thought again, that my heart is deceitful 
above all things. My experience ipay be 
a delusion — yes, and a delusion which 
may follow me through life, and even to 
the grave, and which nothing but the voice 
of the Judge of heaven and earth shall 
awake rae frem ! Distracting thou^^ht ! to 
cry, Lordj Lord^ I have prophesied in thy 
name, I have eaten and drunk in thy pre- 
sence: — ^but he shall say unto me I know 
you not whence you are. O ! pray that the 
great Searcher of hearts would search me, 
and that he would carry on the o:ood work 
which I humbly hope he has beu;un in my 
soul until death. If he leaves me I am 
lost ; nothing short of Almi^^hty power can 
save. Into his hands I rejoice to commit 



myself. O ! I won^d be no ivhere else fit 

worlds. Let others do as they may, 1 am 

resolved to serve the Lord, — ^if I must 

perish, I perish m> where bat at i^e foot 

of the cross, crying for mercy. When I 

fthall see yoit, I will id I all the Lord has 

done for me; thou]||;h that would be almost 

impossible. But yoa know the valire of 

the soul, have seen and felt the evil of sin, 

and hi^ve found yourself delivered from it; 

you can fancy what my feelings are. I 

have beein left to my own evil heart and 

the temptatkms of Sa^an for some weeks 

past) and horrour indescribable took pos- 

se8sit)n of me. My trials as well as my 

joys I will tell you. liut thanks, ever* 

lasting thanks, to our glorious Conquer^^ 

who enables me to say, and I believe ^b« 

cerely, 

Jesus my God I kmow bis name, 
His name is all my trust. 

And you know his natne too, foi^ yon 
have tasted and seen that the Lord is good ; 
you have heard those blessed accents hM 
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frorm his gracious lips, Daughter thy sins 
are forgiven, 01 eteruitj will be onlj 
boundless ^nou^, to sing the praises of 
such a Saviour. M^'hen, in my imagina- 
tion, I behold the inhabitants of heavea 
casting their crowns at the feet of Imman- 
uel, and crying, Worthy is the Lamb that 
was slain^ to receive power ^ and rithes^ 
and wisdom^ and strength^* and honour^ 
and glory ^ and blessing ; ray heart over- 
flows ; and with rapture, with extacy in^' 
describable, I exclaim with the poet, 

There [ would vie with all the host 

In duty and in bliss. 
While less than nothing, I «ould boasty 

And vanity confess. 

But who am I that am allowed to in- 
dulge such hopes! It appears almost im- 
possible. I dare not think it — f who am 
viler than the vilest : less than the least- 
one wht) has so long, and so obstinately 
refused — one who has sinned against such 
Tight and knowledge-«-one who has indeed 
treen e&alted to heavea in poiat of priv^

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legea^ and whe verily deserves thq lowest 
bell for a^sing them--^me to. whom a gra- 
cioud Redeemer has stretched out his arm 
all the day long, crying, turn ye^ turn ye^ 
why will ye die? Yet my obstinate, obdu« 
rate heart has refused a1{ my life loiig these 
tender, these blessed exbortations. 

1 have turned a deaf ear ; or if an an- 
suver was cnvto* it was I pray thee have 
me excused! Surely I am a living monu* 
ment of the lon^-suSering and tender pa* 
tience of our God- O \ his forbearance 
with me— how wonderful ! May my spar- 
ed life be 4)evoted to Him who died to 
save my wretched souK I have not told 
you any thing about the revival in this 
place, and my letter is almost finished. 01 
that you were here with us, enjoying this 
precious seasoA--*why not come and glad- 
den our hearts ? I am sure you would be 
compensated for any difficulties, that yoa 
might encounter. The piecious Saviour 
is still with us, carrying on his work glo- 
riously. It is supposed that about five 
]^undred are under exercise of mind ^ and 



wany have obtained a good kopeihrongk 
grace. It is a day of power and mercj. 
O! that we were wise, that we would con- 
aider this. Remember me in joo prayera. 



Questions. 

Have you seen yourself to be, by nature 
and practice, a tost and helpless sinner? 

Have you not only seen the sinfulness 

of particular acts of transgression, but also 
that your heart is the seat and fountain of 
sin ; that in you naturally, there is no good 
thing ? -Has a view of this led you to 
despair of help from yourself^ to see tbait 
you must be altogether indebted to Christ 
for salvation, and to the gracious aid of 
the Holy Spirit for strength and abilitj 
rightly to perform any duty ? 

On what has your hope of acceptance 
Vith God been founded ?— -.(^ your own 

reformation ? On y^ur sorrow for your 

sins ?— On your prayers f— On your 
tears ?--«^0n your good works aed reli^ 
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giofus observances ? Or has it been ow 

Christ alone, as jour all in all ? Haa

Do you feel a love to mankind-— such a» 
you did not feel before you became reli«* 
giouspi— -Have you a great desire that 
the souls of men sboulH be saved, by being 
lurought to a genuine faith and trust in the 



Redeemer ?— -Do you lave God's people 
with a peculiar attachment — because they 
bear the Saviour's image, and because they 
love and pursue the objects, and delight in 
the exercises, which are most pleasing and 
delightful to yourself ?—^— Do you from 
your heart, forgive all your personal ene- 
mies, and refuse to cherish or entertain any 

sentiments of hatred . or revenge ? If 

you have injured any person, have you 
made reparation ; or are you ready and 
willing to make it? 

Do you feel it to be very important to 
adorn religion, by a holy, exmeplary, ami- 
able and blameless walk «aid conversation P 
— ^Do you fear to bring a reproach on the 

cause of Christ ? Does this appear to 

you extremely dreadful ?— \re you afraid 
of backsliding, and of being left to return 
to a state of carelessness and indifference 
in religion ? 

Do you desire and endeavour to grow in 
grace, and in the knowledge of Christ your 
Saviour, more and more P-— •— Are you wil- 
ling to sit at his feet^ as a little cbild^ and 
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^o submit your reason and undersiandin^, 
implicitly, to his teaching; ; imploring his 
Spirit to guide you into all necessary truth, 
to save you from all fatal errours, to en- 
able you to receive the truth in the love of 
it, and to transform you, more and more 
into a likeness to himself? 

Counsel. 

Remember that these questions are in- 
tended to point your attention to subjects 
of inquiry the most important. Do not, 
therefore, content yourself with a careless 
or cursory reading of them. Read and de* 
liberate, and examine yourself, closely, 
on each question, and let your heart be 
lifted up to God, while you are considering 
each particular, in earnest desires that he 
may show you the very truth. You can- 
not ordinarily go over all these questions 
at one time. Divide them therefore, and 
take one part at one time, and another at 
another. But try to go over the whole in 
the course of a week 5 and do this cverjr 
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week, for some months. When you find 
yourself doubtful or deficient, in any point, 
let it not discourage you: but note down 
that point in writing, and bend ihe atten- 
tion of your mind to it, and labour and 
^ray till you shall have made the attain* 
, ment which will enable you to answer 
clearly. It is believed that you cannot 
fail to see how each question ought to be 
answered. 

Remember that secret prayer, reading 
the word of God, watchfulness^ and self 
examination, are the great means of pre- 
serving comfort in religion, and of grow- 
ing in grace. In proportion as you arc 
exact and faithful in these, such usually, 
will be your inward peace, and the safety 
of your state. Unite them all together, 
and never cease to practise them while 
you live. — Think often of the character of 
Enoch, and try to walk with God. Read 
Mason's little book on self-knowledge, 
Owen's works, Baxter's Saints* Rest, Dod- 
dridge's works, Edward's works, Hopkin's 
works, GilPs works, Bellamy's works,-

Do not suppose that any evidence which 
at present* joa may think you possess, of 
a gracious state, will release you from the 
necessity of maiotaini|>g a constant vigil- 
ance in time to come : nor from repeated « 
examinations and trials of yourself even 
to the end of life. Many marks and evi- 
dences of a gracious state are set down 
by pious writers. But they must all come 
to this — to ascertain what is your preva- 
lent temper and character*— Whether on 
the whole, you are increasing in sanctifi- 

catiom or not i' If you are, you may be 

comforted ; if not, you hav^e cause to be 
alarmed. It is only he that endureth unto 
the end that shall be saved, 

I think it of very great importance to 
warn you not to imagine that true religion

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is confined *»' !' ^ pl.oset,or to the church; 
even though*' jcL^.i;'5pr€hend that jou have 
great comfort and freedom there. Free- 
dom and comfort there, are, indeed, most 
desirable; but true religion reaches to 
every thing. It alters and sweetens the 
temper. It improves tins manners. It goes 
into every duty, relation, station, and sit- 
uation of. life. If you have true re!igioQ|:^. 
you will have a better spirit, you will be^ . 
better sons, better scholars, better fmndsi 
better members of society, and more ex- 
emplary in the discharge of every duty; 
as the sure consequence of this invaluable 
possession. And if your religion does not 
produce these effects, although you may 
talk of inward comforts, and even of rap- 
tures, you have great reason to fear that 
the whole is a delusion, and that the root 
of the matter is not in vou. — Herein* said 
the Saviour, is my Father glorified that ye 
hear much fruity so shall ye be my disci' 
pies. 

•Be careful to avoid a gloomy, and to 
cherish a cheerful temper. Be habitually
